The pig! Ah! things are bad! ” 

An awful session! 

"Unreadable! Sex-maniac! Damned Loafer! Crook!” 

For the time being. 

Here comes Denoel, beside himself... 

"See here, l don’t understand it at all! It’s terrible! impossible! All I see in 
your book is brawling! It’s not even a book! we ’re heading straight for disaster! 
Neither head nor tail! ”

And then it cools off. everyone gets used to it!., it all works out.. Till the next 
time!

Then silence., and a hundred, two 
hundred thousand buy it., on the sly..and read it., and squabble., twenty 
thousand adore it, learn it by heart., it’s the Pantheon. 

The same scenario every time.

I find them sketchy, not-written, 
stillborn, neither finished nor likely to be, lifeless..they're not much., or else they 
live on phrases, all hideous and black, ink-heavy, phrasish deaths, rhetorish 
deaths.

To hell with the invalid! you'll say to yourself. I'll let you have my ailment, 
you won't be able to read a single sentence! And since we're on secrets, I'm 
going to let you in on another one., appalling, oh my, horrible!., really 
absolutely deadly., that I'd rather share right away!., and that warped my whole 
life..

You 
robot crap! Shit! Transpose or it’s death! 

I can't do any more for you. 

Kiss any girl you please! If there's still time! Here's to you! If you live! The 
rest’ll come all by itself! Happiness, health, grace and fun! Don’t worry too 
much about me! set your little heart going! 

It'll be whatever you put into it! storm or flute! as in Hell! as in Heaven! 

Boom! Zoom!. It’s the big smashup!. The whole street caving in at the water 
front!.. It’s Orleans crumbling and thunder in the Grand Cafe!. A table sails by 
and splits the air!.. Marble bird!., spins round, shatters a window to splinters!.. A 
houseful of furniture rocks, spirts from the casements, scatters in a rain of fire!.. 
The proud bridge, twelve arches, staggers, topples smack into the mud. The 
slime of the river splatters!., mashes, splashes the mob yelling choking 
overflowing at the parapet!.. It’s pretty bad.. 

Our jalopy balks, shivers, squeezed diagonally on the sidewalk between three 
trucks, drifts, hiccups, it’s dead! Fagged engine! Been warning us since 
Colombes that she can’t hold out! with a hundred asthmatic wheezes. She was 



bom for normal service... not for a hell-hunt!.. The whole mob fuming at our 
heels because we’re not moving. That we’re a lousy calamity!.. That’s an idea!.. 
The two hundred eighteen thousand tmcks, tanks and handcarts massed and 
melted in the horror, straddling one another to get by first, ass over heels, the 
bridge cmmbling, are tangled up, ripping each other, squashing wildly. Only a 
bicycle gets away and without the handle bar.. 

Things are bad!. The world’s collapsing!.. 

"Stop blocking the way you lousy pigs! Go take a crap you slimy lice! ” 

Not everything’s said! Or carried out! Still things to do!.. Pirouette! 

The engineering officer’s preparing something! Another blast of thunder! 
Sets the fuse at the small end. It’s a demon! 

.. But suddenly his gadget roars out and crackles right between his fingers!., 
the whole shebang blasts him, pours on him, tears him apart, somersaults him 
wildly away.. The column gets going, the motors are all roaring and spitting in 
an unbearable din!. Terrifying remarks and blasphemies!. 

Everything! the carcasses! the junk! the tanks! piles upon the cmnching and 
rattling caterpiller-guns that smash all interference under the direction of a 
quartermaster! It’s the saraband of fright, the fair under the crawling-dislocating 
thunder! It’s the rubber-man who wins! Ah! hooray for the cosmic scoundrel, the 
unscmpulous bachelor with the corkscrew bicycle, the armored stinker!.. 

The Fritz is peppering away like mad, swooping down from the skies! The 
louse! He’s bzzbzzing us! he’s sprinkling us from the summits, he’s enveloping 
us, he’s whirring at us!.. It’s the fury of murder, wild volleys and raging stabs! 
ricocheting all about! He’s watering us, spilling us to death! And then he starts 
us up again, he’s getting a big kick out of our dance! out of our stung and 
swaying rage! We’re stuck all right! A shell! Three enormous ones!.. Fright! 
And much too heavy! And one after the other!. The earth’s dying upside down!., 
losing strength, shivering, groaning in the distance, out of hearing, as far as the 
low and gentle hillsides! Bust, echo! Bust, bomb! No mistake! It’s getting 
worse! 

.. We’re going to die mashed up!., like bedbugs!., choking sulphurations! 
massed in the saltpeter, ravaging combustions! The dunghill’s raving! He’s 
eager up there!.. He’s sore about our trouble! The awful plane! He’s sugaring us 
again! And three loopings! And hail falls!.. A frying in the atmos¬ 
phere! The cobblestones full of bull’s-eyes!.. The lady who got one in the 
back hugs a sheep lying there, shuffles off with it under the axles, creeps and 
convulses... farther off... grimaces, collapses, knocked over, her arms stretched 
like a cross, groans, stops moving!.. 

The ambulance, our ship of grace, can’t make the big cobblestones, skids, 



shimmies, wobbles, loses all its bolts, bumps into a flock of oxen, stallions, 
fowls, and then plops, a cart smacks it right in the ass. Bang!. The shock sends 
two tricycles flying, plus a nun and a policeman., it’s the moment of absolution, 
all that on the bridge! Look at the poor auto lifted by the wind of the torpedoes 
twenty yards away! Horrible flight! And then two steps and two burps. There she 
is rolling down in the whirlwind of the slaughter. The mob catches up with us., 
squeezes us.. The engine’s racing to get the hell away.. They’re frisking us, 
they’re hugging us fiercely! Our vehicle’s getting damned sore. We’re being 
hoisted in triumph!., scaling over heads!., roosting up there over the crowd. 
Bam!. Bang!. Three tough strikes! We flop! A "twelve-ton” truck full of railmen 
whacks us from the other side! Ah! made it!. Pushed around, torn from the tide! 
We’re knocked apart right in the middle of the mess!. The ambulance loses its 
front wheels!. The surging scatters us to bits! 

.. It’s the turn of a baby carriage being carried away over our heads!. A little 
soldier’s lolling in it! His leg hanging out in shreds, pretty slick. Damned little 
soldier-boy! he’s making obscene gestures. We’re having fun with him! We’re 
all together in the atmosphere!. All seething in the whirl! 

.. That devil up there’s sore at us.. He’s coming back., strafing us like a 
tornado!.. Tobogganing down on us, blazing away, spurting out all his lightning.. 
The savage is cutting our heads off. the swine!.. He’s sweeping us into his belly! 
into his murderous din!..He’s climbing back very tiny into the clouds!.. He turns 
about on the ceiling! a fly!.. 

Who’s that dead in the gutter? They’re stumbling over it, it’s soft!.. There’s a 
belly there! wide open and the foot and leg twisted, folded in. One of Death’s 
acrobats!, blasted on the spot! 

Zoom! Zoom! There’s no time to think!., two enormous thuds. It’s the big 
river being hit downstream! The smooth water’s drinking two giant torpedoes!. 
That makes two wild corollae for it!. Two astounding water-volcano flowers!.. It 
all falls back, cascades over the bridge. We’re crushed under the spout, soaked, 
rolled, flattened by the cyclone., vomited back... the mob catches up with us, 
sticks to us., and then they open fire again. It’s cannon getting at us.. The 
parapet’s full of flashes. It must be coming from the little clouds over the 
church! must be a reconnaissance flight.. Other airmen trying to finish us up!.. 
They don’t give a damn, men, cattle or things!. They’re French or German!.. The 
situation’s getting critical.. My soaked clothes feel boiling. Confusion’s at its 
height?. A mother in tears on the parapet wants to throw herself into the abyss 
with her three little children!.. Seven workmen interfere and hold her back., cool 
brave chaps.. They first finish their ham and headcheese!..Just let them dare 
touch her! she shrieks! such a terrifying shrill clamor that it blots out the other 



noises!.. You’re forced to look at her!.. A shell. Bam! hitting the bridge!.. The 
main arch blows up, splinters.. Digs a hollow in the middle... an enormous 
gaping... a crater that swallows up everything!.. The people melt and ram the 
crevices., topple beneath the bitter smoke, into a hurricane of dust! 

.. You can see a colonel, of Zouaves I think, floundering in the cataract. He 
succumbs beneath the weight of the corpses! 

topples down to the bottom!.."Vive la France!” he finally cries... vanquished 
beneath the pile of bodies!.. There’re others alive who grab on to the walls of the 
gulf, they’re in rags because of the explosion, they make desperate efforts, fall 
down, they puke, they’re through.. They’ve been burned everywhere. A baby all 
naked surges up on the hood of a flaming truck. He’s roasted, done to a turn.. 
"Good God!.. Good God!. Shit! It's not right!”.. It’s the father in a sweat. Those 
are his very words. Then he looks for something to drink!. He yells at me if I’ve 
got anything. Canteen? Canteen? 

The music’s not over, another archangel’s peppering us, swooping down 
from the sky at full speed... He tires us with his ravaging. We’re so crammed 
that we stop moving.. The bridge is rumbling., wobbling on its arches!.. And 
then tic-tac! Rrooo! Rrooo!.. It’s' the music of the big slaughter! the sky’s 
rattling with rage against us!.. The water from underneath.. And then the abyss!.. 
It all blows up!.. 

Everything I’m telling you’s exact. There’s a lot more besides!.. But my 
memory’s out of breath! Too many people have walked over it., like the bridge, 
over the memories., as over the days!.. Too many people yelling battle!.. And 
then the smoke again. And I dive under the car. I’m telling it the way I’m 
thinking. Going down toward the floodgates, they were carousing something 
fantastic as far as the Orleans ramp!.. They were dancing worse than on the 
other, a hundred thousand times worse than the one in Avignon!.. In the forge of 
God’s Thunder!. And boom! and zimm! and Saint Mary! and dead and dead! in 
the Hurricane Ball!.. Look!. Look!. Unimportant!.. Even the world there turned 
inside out, an old soft broken-down umbrella!.. It drifted in the cyclones!. Too 
bad!. RrppL and Bing!.. Boom!. I saw it passing over the Grand Hotel! It was 
going fine! I saw it drifting., swaying up there., frolicking in the clouds!.. The 
bumbershoot and the main span! they were spinning around in the flurry, 
together!, among the massacring pussy planes, squirting gunfire. RraapL 
WhahL Rraango!.. Whah!.. Rroong!. That’s about the noise made by a real 
molten torpedo, the most enormous! In the heart of a black and green volcano!.. 
What a burst of fire!.. Another bomb grazing us! goes exploding right into the 
current. The blast rocks us. Your guts all ripped out... Your heart popping into 
your mouth!., palpitating like a rabbit.. What shame, shitting with fright.. 



crawling., under the ammunition trucks with three., four., five legs all wound 
up.. Arms everywhere all mixed up., smashed, melted into jitters! into a pulp of 
panic-mad slugs everyone for himself!.. Sunk, wallowing, hiccuping, you come 
to, tossing in the air, ripped apart, shrunk, shot the hell away! head over heels! 
It’s a motor about to catch fire!.. We scale a mountain of wounded.. Thick 
groans beneath our feet!.. They puke...We’re lucky! It’s a favor!..We emerge! 
groggy, smiling. Another one attacking us! He’s swooping down, a death drum! 
He smashes the clouds with bullets... His little tongues of fire shoot forth 
everywhere!.. 1 see all his flames pointed at us.. It’s gray and black!., and cursed 
from head to tail!. He’s looking for us. He catapults from the sky with a volley 
of rage!.. He’s bewitching us!.. He’s damning us!.. We throw ourselves on our 
knees.. We beg the Virgin Mary!., with big fervent signs of the cross!.. God the 
Father, the North winds! the ass-hole!. Mercy upon us! which fails us in our 
gurgling drawers... It’s the fall of the Spirits!.. He keeps shooting away at us, 
volley after volley each one worse! hanging from the angels!.. He flits about, 
bolts forward, wavers. He’s closing in inside his cyclone. Ffrroo!. He’s gliding 
again. A silky noise! 

We stop seeing him. He’s enchanting us!..A sign of the cross!., three, four, 
five!.. That doesn’t stop the horrors!., the murderous atrocities!.. No conjuring 
him away!.. He sugars us again from leeward! We’re going to get the whole 
works!. He’s at the height of his passion. He's hailing us., blasting us. on the 
wing!.. It’s the ricochets of the massacre!. The sheet metal’s drumming away!. 
The suppliants swoon and collapse!. The mob’s capsizing!. The convoy gives 
way!., the parapet splits!., the string of trucks starts kicking up. rioting, and 
pitches into the water!.. Ah! I’m still being spared!.. Got away from an awful 
upset!.. It’s been that way for twenty-two years!. It can’t last forever!.. I take a 
stance with Lisette, a girl-friend who’s not scared., between the wheels of the 
ambulance., you see the cavalcade from there!., all of it! all!.. Capsizing in all 
directions.. We also see Largot the barber, he hasn’t left us since Bezons, he’s 
been following us with his bike.. He’s been drunk since Juvisy, he wanted to kill 
a German, but he hasn’t talked about it since fitampes.. There he is against the 
parapet... He’s squeezing a grandmother in his arms... He kisses her at every 
explosion... In the throbbing of the motors... An old woman with white hair... 
in wisps, braids and curlpapers. Her whole head’s bleeding red. Largot’s gentle 
with her. He’s drinking her blood. He’s lost his sense of respect., but he’s 
stubborn, greedy.. 

"Bah!.. It’s red wine!” he declares. "Bah! It’s good, too!”.. He’s joking 
besides!. But not her!.. The grandmother closes her eyes.. She’s wagging her 
head... She’s lulled by the thundering!., by the storms rocking us.. Largot yells 



out to me again... 

"It’s red wine! Hey, ambulance! It’s red wine! Say! Macadam! ” 

That’s what he calls me. In spite of our being in a catastrophe I’m irritated by 
him. I don’t like familiarity. All those drunken carcasses around sicken me. I feel 
some funny ideas myself. I’m not drunk!. I never drink anything.. It’s my reason 
tottering., under the shocks of the circumstances! just that! events that are just 
too much!..And Zoom! it starts again worse!.. 

It’s coming back bad, a horrible din!.. A fantastic combustion!., three 
torpedoes together, a bouquet! enough to shatter sky and earth! you don’t 
recognize the elements! enough to blow the top of your head off!., and then your 
mind and eyeballs! and it shoots horribly through your lungs!., stabbed from 
front to back!., nailed to the shutter like an owl!., and that backfire!., the 
thousand motors at it again., attacking the ramp!. The mad racket’s closing in!., 
the jerking! 

.. smashing mob!., and the howling of the trampled! of those skinned by the 
wild column!, those crushed beneath the transports!., and the caterpillar with the 
hundred-twenty thousand grinding teeth!, to bite the echo, a rent calvary! 

.. under its three hundred thousand chains stuffed with dangling steel... with 
guts of twirling hoops... cockeyed under its crown, with its whole big cannon 
head to flatten you from way off!.. Sees you from way off, watches you! crazy 
you, tearing up the road!., fleeing in a daze the Godawful sight of that monstrous 
hodgepodge!.. Ah! that tank, the "Bite-Me-Awful”!.. Tell me about it! 
Nostradamus Model! 

.. that there’s really no surviving the hopeless racket!., under the mechanical 
poxing, the oil-bearing tribulations!.. But the world-shakeup’s musical... no 
stopping the dance!.. It’s the "Damn-it-all Ball”!. And the string of the hundred 
thousand dead, of the thousand squeaking birds flying around cheeping, weaving 
their calls.. 

And then there's another garland with two accents and heavy blunderbusses. 
It’s coming from way back, from the hills... Artillery’s rolling in the echoes. 
You can’t cut capers you’re so crushed by your body loaded with damned frozen 
lead!.. But the rhythm gets you again, the bottom of the bridge full of grenades is 
fidgeting for you.. Got to prance the same way over the wreckage of people and 
animals, quartered by the dragging., then shriveled tight big as an egg depending 
on the bursts of panic. Ah! the case of rebellion crops up in those dazed whirls. 
There’s Brigitte, the wife of Sacagne the District Attorney, she suddenly ups and 
gets out of her car, tears away from the anguished pleas, lifts her skirt up once 
and for all and jumps on the parapet, from there overlooking the mob, yelling 
insults through the torment!.. 



"Brigitte!.. Brigitte!.. I beg you! please come back to me!, your kind 
husband! Keep your head!. I beseech you! I summon you!” 

"Shit! Shit! You don’t exist!” 

"Gentlemen, Ladies, my wife’s crazy!.. She’s pregnant! It’s the excitement! 
I’m District Attorney Sacagne of Montargis from the Cote-d’Or!” 

"Shit! Hey, Chink, you’re a pain in the ass! The hell with your bitch! The 
slob!” 

That’s what the crowd calls her.. That’s what made things bitter! He 
collapses on the world! Just then everything becomes fire, thunder and lightning 
again! a ripping from the sky inside and about. A blast crushes, pulverizes the 
wall.

Jackknives, all sorts of boots, and lanterns, flares of 
all colors, and then gamy smoked meat and pickling brine that sticks in the 
memory, that I haven’t digested yet. 

I’m doddering around like an old bumblebee, I’m all tangled up in the air, 
Ah sees it, 1 ain’t tellin’ things in the right order, what about it! You’ll excuse 
me somewhat, kidding about my memories, digressing from rhyme to reason, 
jabbering away about my friends instead of showing you around!.. Let’s go! and 
let’s keep going!. Let me show you around nicely., straying neither right nor 



left!.. Let s bear northwest right off!.. We’ll follow the walls of the Temple.. 
"The Disciples and the Anabaptist,” the Temple all yellow inside its railings, the 
bells chime only Sundays and no great shakes! just three-four strokes!.. Here 
around the big lot all green and black.. 

A puddly stretch of white and pink jerseys, where it’s the color that’s pretty.. 
Some of them all blue or all purple., the Poplar team for instance, gets them 
excited easy. The wad-chewing fans boo the enemy team, bad going and they get 
sore! And then come bloody brawls all because of a little lost ball!. Like 1 tell 
ya!. It ends in a slaughter for a contested place kick. There’s dirty playing, 
sorehead sport, specially the Italians, who’re cocks o’ the walk in all the pubs 
from Limehouse to Poplar, a clan playing on the team, tribefuls of them 
sweating away on West Docks. A population that’s carried away... It served 
another purpose too, the slimy Anabaptist lot. We buried our tubes of opium in 
its mounds, in the ratholes, the cane boxes, the dope from the river, the fine 
contraband, that the Chinese flutters back and forth at the porthole, day or night. 
Fffftt!. It’s gone!. The boat slips gently off., almost to a stop., veers at the lock., 
the pilot fools around with his dial. "Ding! Dang! Derang! Dong!..” A second!. 
A breath!. Box hits the water! Plunk!. Spray! Dope overboard!. Get it back!. At 
first I didn’t feel a damned thing! Came close to missing it a lot of times!.. Blind 
as a bat!.. Yessirree! Boro’s the one who wised me up!.. He showed me the fine 
points of the game.. Have to heave off right on the dot. The porthole spits out. 
Zzpp! 

.. shoots out!.. Plop! in the water!.. Courier of the Waves! 

the accomplice!, the dinghy darts off!., let ’er go., and snap it up!, c’mon, 
scull ’er!. I got it!. Keep to the side! Fish out the bundle. Watch it!, go look!. 
Scram! 

... beat it... to the wharves., stick in the shadow., duck the bulls... lay low., 
head for the mist!.. 

I’m telling you all these details because subdued in memory they lie lightly 
on the years, they gently enchant you to death, that’s their advantage. There’s 
sorcery for you, really there, tangible, lined by the water!. I’m warning you!.. A 
lot of good it’ll do you!.. Let’s forget it!.. 

After the strings of houses, after the unvarying streets through which I gently 
accompany you, the walls rise up., the warehouses, all-brick giant ramparts. 
Treasure cliffs!., monster shops, phantasmagoric storehouses, citadels of 
merchandise, mountains of tanned goatskins enough to stink all the way to 
Kamchatka! Forest of mahogany in thousands of piles, tied up like asparagus, in 
pyramids, miles of materials! 

.. rugs enough to cover the Moon, the whole world... all the floors in the 



Universe!.. Enough sponges to dry up the Thames! What quantities!.. Enough 
wool to smother Europe beneath heaps of cuddly warmth. Herrings to fill the 
seas! Himalayas of powdered sugar.. Matches to fry the poles!.. Enormous 
avalanches of pepper, enough to make the Seven Floods sneeze!.. A thousand 
boatloads of onions, enough to cry through five hundred wars. Three thousand 
six hundred trains of beans drying in covered hangars more colossal than the 
Charing Cross, North and Saint Lazare stations put together. Coffee for the 
whole planet!, enough to give a lift during their forced marches to the four 
hundred thousand avenging conflicts of the fightingest armies in the world., 
never again sitting, snoring, exempt from sleep and eating, hypertense, storming, 
exalted, dying in the charge, hearts unfolded, borne off to superdeath by the 
hyperpalpitating superglory of powdered coffee!.. The dream of the three 
hundred fifteen emperors!.. 

Still more buildings, more enormous, for the loads of cheap meat, preserved 
carcasses in dry freezers, in mustard sauce, in prodigious venison, myriads of 
sausages with chopped rind as high as the Alps! *.. Corned-beef fat, giant 
masses that would cover Parliament and Leicester and Waterloo so that you 
wouldn’t see them stuck underneath, they’d be swamped so fast! two mammoths 
all stuffed with truffles just transported from the River Love, preserved, intact in 
ice, refrigerated for twelve thousand years!.. 

I’m now talking about jam, really colossal sweetness, forums of jars of 
mirabelle plums, surging oceans of oranges, rising up on all sides, overflowing 
the roofs, fleetloads from Afghanistan, sweet golden loukoums from Istanbul, 
pure sugar, all in acacia leaves.. Myrtles from Smyrna and Karachi., sloes from 
Finland.. Chaos, vales of precious fruits stored behind triple-doors, incredible 
choice of flavors, exquisite sugared Arabian Nights’ magic in amphora jars, 
eternal joys for childhood promised from the depths of the Scriptures, so dense, 
so eager that sometimes they crack the wall, they’re squeezed in so thick, burst 
the sheet metal, roll into the street, cascade right into the gutter! in pleasant 
torrents and delights!. Then the mounted police come charging in, clear the area, 
the view, lash the looters with blackjacks. It’s the end.of a dream!.. 

Immediately on the other side of these docks there’s the big violent sweep of 
air whirling in from the green heights of the valley in Greenwich., the big bend 
in the river., the gusts from the sea., from the pale-dawn estuaries below., after 
Barking., lying just below the clouds., where the tiny cargoes come up. where 
the waves break against the jetties, splash, fall back, swoon into the mud.. The 
ebbing tide. It all depends on the kind of thing you like!.. I say it in all 
simplicity!. The sky. the gray water, the purplish shores., it’s all so soothing.. No 
control of one or the other, gently drawn round, in slow circles and eddies, 



you’re always charmed further off toward other dreams... all to expire in lovely 
secrets, toward other worlds getting ready in veils and mists with big pale and 
fuzzy designs among the whispering mosses.. Are you following me? 

Farther off in the current toward Kindall, you see the worrying barges, 
cutters and sloops ready to tack, loaded to list.. All the morning’s vegetables, the 
whole cargo of "perishables,” carrots, potatoes, cauliflowers, high as the yard, 
doubling in the wind, struggling broadside toward the city, Housewives’ Cape!.. 
Not much traffic at the moment, except the citrus fruits, bargefuls, tide 
downstream around seven o’clock!., water up to the arches, far as the channel of 
Major Bridge when the weighbridge loosens up, lifts, grinds, breaks in two! 

.. the Australian Mail sweeps in with high, slow majesty, strutting to the 
river, its black bow cutting clean through the spray, its frilly train of a thousand 
waves, rippling off, lapping the pebbles.. 

A few more steps toward the pier, please!, and then a detour outside the tide 
gate and here we are again at the towing., the sticky passway, all slimy, seaweed, 
watch out!.. A bit lower down, on the pebbles, we inch forward on eggs!., 
feeling our way!, here and there. Now we’re in front of a tunnel.. Better say a 
kind of sewer, we go down into it, we’re swallowed up! we climb the dozen 
steps, and we come out right into a pub. Not much, but still and all roomy! a pub 
that can hold, all the shutters closed, around forty or fifty people. You’ve got to 
know how to get there. Better arrive at low tide, that way no one sees or knows, 
or at night from a boat, high tide, and easy does it now!. It’s picturesque! 

The Dingby Cruise, the pub I’m telling about, the name on its license, 
between Colonial Docks and Trom. 

Not much of it’s left, I can tell you right now, it ended in a disaster, you’ll 
hear about it as you keep reading. 

Besides, now with the bombs probably nothing’s left at all, even the ashes 
must have blown away. It’s too bad! I’ve got to remember about everything! I’d 
have gone back to take a look! 

Really a pretty orderly pub and well known around the three piers, and not 
bad, nor criminal, there were much worse kinds!. Mostly dockers, regular 
customers, workers, with a handful of smugglers, naturally, you always find 
some. A small school of hoodlums. 

The boss wasn’t talkative. Agreeable, obliging, but reserved. He didn’t get 
confidential. You’d start the talking... His gestures which always amazed me, a 
knack of catching glasses, sometimes four or five at a time, in the air, like flies, 
juggling them! never breaking a saucer, trapeze artist. Must have been a 
performer at one time, rope dancer, not allowed now on the public stage, a fine 
metier lost. Besides his pub, did some pawnbroking on the side for the drunks, 



handled dope a little, too. 1 can’t deny that. He took commissions, deals that had 
to be handled just right and never the slightest slipup! discreet with the cops! 
never a word out of him! That’s rare in the underworld. 

We hung out regularly in the joint, at least in the early days. The place was 
practical for us, right near the Wapping buses and yet in the center of the docks. 
It was a rare location. You could get away by the bank when the dicks from the 
Yard came around, when you heard their graceful steps, their shoes squeaking... 
all over the cobblestones... As for the others, the River Police, when they were 
snooping around the pylons with their motor boats, ptup! ptup!. sly motor, velvet 
fart., slip through faultlessly., makes you want to crap, would last more than an 
hour, the time for their job, to go up to the locks and then back. Always that to 
the good! What rats, 1 see them, mangy rats between river and bank, I never 
could stand them, the supreme scum, earth and waves!. Real water garbage!.. 
The River Police!.. Beyond the bounds of treachery!.. And I’m not telling 
everything!.. 1 boil with rage thinking about them!. 1 get steamed up!. 1 go 
haywire just talking about them!, at the memory!.. It’s not polite!.. Shame, 
shame!.. Sorry!.. No way to act 1 realize!., not very artistic... or reasonable... 1 
bring you back to the table... 1 welcome you!.. 1 offer you something! inside 
with everyone. I’m not going upstairs. I’m setting you up on the main floor.. It’s 
a long room, that’s all., with partitions for the pub., dark, sticky, but warm 
around the stove., you appreciate it during the season... the boss handles the 
orders himself. Prosper can manage it... He doesn’t need bouncers like the Mile 
End saloons, at La Vaillance for example.. 

You cough slightly when you come in because of the thick smoke., also 
because it’s the custom., it’s opaque all the way to the back of the room., and as 
far as the bay window on the Thames., the little wide panes.. Got to get right 
against them to see clear. Prospero Jim’s at the bar. He’s squint-eyed but he sees 
his people all right.. He’s a flash size-up artist.. He’s not too keen on me.. He 
must be a little jealous.. 

"The rope, you understand?” he reminds me. "That tells everything... Right, 
my boy? The rope! That’s the whole story!..” 

Talking about his old job perks him right up. dancer in the Bordington 
Company, the big world-wide circus, a month in every city, record sellouts, 
always the same triumph, flowers, cigars, and girls galore.. He had just about 
one joke, always the same, about the sun. When it was pouring outside he never 
let up with it.. 

"Lovely weather, my Lord! Lovely smile! London sun! Don’t you think so?” 

He’d shoot it from the bar at everyone who came in, that was his Italian’s 
revenge, they called him Ravioli, he came down hard on the z’s. 



"Here, you zee, it only rains twize a year!.. But zix monthz at a time!” 

He knew all about the river, the people, the ways, the trafficking, just as he 
did about his pub and his customers. He was always suspicious of newcomers... 
he was afraid of anything that prowls... He wasn’t a bad sort, but soured because 
of the climate... he made dough, that was all.. He wanted to go back to the sun. 
Home to Calabria, and well-heeled! That was his program. It didn’t happen by 
itself. There were hard deals!.. 

"Big? Fat?” he’d ask me. 

That was how he felt me out. 1 could see what he was insinuating. If I’d got 
something from the boat. If I’d answered right off, I’d have done myself harm.. 
Had to grunt at him just so, "Ooh!. Oh!..” anxious, not slobbering, a good 
impression, our way of talking, French style, did us a lot of harm. Answered 
"Hm! hm!” He’s got a good opinion of me. We’re going to sit down in the 
daylight at the long table against the window, time passes... the customers doze 
a bit.. Some of them even snore. It’s the fatigue, and then the smoke and the 
stout dulls you... A pint in each fist.. It’s a sort of maneuver. They’re waiting for 
the whistle to blow again at the Poplar wharves, for the noise to start up again, 
shrieking, for the trucks to unload., then a dash to the storerooms! tearing away 
everywhere! disappearing into the works, the big uproar starts again, they’re 
sweating away inside, grunting with effort, knocking themselves silly, groaning, 
working punch-drunk at full steam! Chnooff!.. Chnooff!!.. Chnooff!! 

.. the crane winds up, swings, carries off the slops!., it goes up! down! it 
dusts! a whirl of junk! Still got time to see how things’re shaping up! the tide 
starts floundering out around eight o’clock. The clients don’t gab much!, they’re 
sort of dozing with fatigue., they’re waiting.. Just have to be on the lookout from 
time to time, to keep an eye on things, on the flats beyond., toward the trees... 
the break around the bend., toward Greenwich after Gallions Rock where the 
ships come up with the pilots on the ebbing tide.. Nor’west-nor’-west. little ones 
first right at the head, the measly plunderers, the caravan., the big ones 
afterward, the mastodons, the steamers, the sober buzzing with triple-echoed 
sirens., the hoarse one., the bassoon, the ailing, the Indias.. The P. and O.’s. they 
blast out!, majesty!. What Lords! the mail boat! the clients tear out of the joint! 
A rush to the moorings! 

The ship’s pulling in!. The pub empties in a second!., all the clients on the 
rungs!., to the sculls! and I know you!., at the stem! at the rails! 

The Mate’s looking out from up above. 

"Fifty going up!” 

The Mate bawls out to the echo.. 

"Two extra!..” 



Go to it, riffraff! jump windward!. Getting crushed! killing themselves on the 
ropes!.. 

The dockers climb up. 

The big propeller’s churning at their asses!.. Prroof!!.. Prroof!!. Prroof!!. 
grinding through the mush! bulging bubbles!.. 

Telegraphing, from the bridge: Ding! Ding! Ding!.. 

"All astern!” 

Easy does it! big tremble!. Nearing the dock!, groans at the side!., slowly 
pulls in.. Tucks in there, tiny-enormous, docks!. It’s ready!. Oof! It’s over!. A 
big bellyfull of sigh.

Berthe had cost her weight in gold 
just for injections, buboes.. But that was his affair, wasn’t it!.. Sometimes three 
months easily in the hospital for a bubo. Times when she was rotting away 
everywhere, chancres even in her ears. Berthe and Picpus, they’re a whole 
world!.. Got to see how he handles her when there’s really an argument. He once 
broke three of her ribs!. Always because she’s stubborn and won’t go to the 
doctor. Women who don’t take care of themselves are repulsive!.. 'I don’t want 
to go for my blood test!’. What bellyaching!. W~ah!..Wah! 

All blah!. What crap!. Me, I go to the doc all right!..And not since 
yesterday!., for fifteen years! regular! I haven’t skipped a single time!. Health 
first!. Why the hell should the women get out of it? Because they just don’t feel 
like it? You listening? 'Ah! so I don’t wash my ass!. I’m pretty, people like me! 
’.. What you get for picking up kitchen-maids! They’re plain filthy! They drag 
around!, get full of muck! never in a hurry! never put their ass in water!. I’m 
keeping the lot and that’s that! Syph and the rest!., never see a bidet if their men 
weren’t always after ’em, rough with ’em. They’d rot from head to foot! Ah! the 
customers don’t realize the trouble a woman means!.. The way they’re so 
anxious to be sick and disgusting! Nice and veiled, all primped up, always natty! 
But when it comes to the squoosh! the hell with that! 

they don’t give a good God damn!. Berthe’s worse than the others!.. Really 



got to have class, and more!.. It’s not every pimp! hmph! when it comes down to 
knowing his goods! 

I’m telling you!. Picpus insists right off. 'Take my Berthe!’ He hands me a 
line. He’s dead set on it!. 'Take her on trial!.. She makes whatever she wants at 
the Empire. You won’t have trouble! Fifty-fifty!’ Still and all it hurts bad to see 
a pal leave that way when no one asked him for anything.. 

1 argue with him all the same. 

'What are you running away for, you poor dope? You want to leave your 
place to the others? There’s a real boom on now! You can rake in all you want!. 
It’s lousy with dough!.. Never had so much work in London! Ask Red!.. Been 
with us thirty years! Never saw the likes! You make a pile in a single day! 
furloughs all over the place! The girls come back loaded with dough!.. You’ll 
have your house in Nogent! You’ll be able to leave in six months. Just a little 
patience! 

You’ve got your chance!. Now you beat it! It’s a gold mine! You’re getting 
dumb! dopey! You’re hurting me, Picpus! Go on, get your equipment! You 
disgust me! That’s what! You make me sick! ’ 

What else could I say? That’s how I talked!.. He wasn’t even listening!. He 
starts all over about his girl!. Both of them were there, Berthe and Picpus, on the 
sidewalk. They sure looked like dopes!. 'Go on!’ I said. 'Get away! That’ll do! 
you're crazy! It’s over!.. Let me have your punk! I don’t want to take advantage 
of your weakness!.. But be careful! No finagling and no monkey-business! If she 
doublecrosses me while you’re away, I’ll hand her over to Luigi!. He asked me 
for some!’ 

I knew she couldn’t stand him. 

Luigi the Florentine! he knows how to train them!.. He sure can handle his 
women!.. Picpus is velvet compared to him. You’ve just got to see Luigi’s 
bunch! Both hands, all his fingers broken!. Smack!., that’s it! At the edge of the 
sidewalk at the first slipup!.. Streetwalker! Smack! she gets it!. Penance!. Not a 
murmur!.

Damned sure!. That was all I needed!. We met at the Haymarket... He gets 
in front of me at the ticket window. He puts a pound on Chatterton. And it 
wasn’t the favorite! 

... It surprised me a little about him... I didn’t make any remark!.. He was 
the one who buttonholed me. I let him start talking.. 

'Say, Cascade!. Don’t you know anything? There’s a war on, my dear 
fellow!.. There’s a war on!.. ’ 

A dumb remark. 

'Again?’ I said. That gets him! It’s a peculiarity of his! Always the same gag 
since he saw my certificate!., discharged, class of ’87. that I did my time, my 
seven years! that I’m not going to start all over!. I’m not bugs! like the others!., 
that kind of gab, nuts to that!, they know me at the Consulate, at the Yard too!. 
Besides I’ve got my albumin., with a checkup and everything., just let ’em try 
and kick me out!., that Matthew won’t get my hide, he’d sure like to see me 
yanked in!. For me to clear out! Ha! Small-timer!., he’d treat me to a drink in 
Waterloo!, after that, he can have the cuties!.. Big-shot dealer and everything! 
The police don’t worry them!, hypocrites!. All the gals in bunches for the 
Corsicans!, for the Belgians!, for anyone!. Ah! that matter! Business fine!.. I 
know what that fox’s got in the back of his mind! I haven’t been on the Strand 
since yesterday! Beg your pardon!. No fog!. He says to himself, he’ll be drunk 
like the others. They’re all wacked up at the moment, they’re all bitten by the 



war!.. I’m going to make him ashamed!.. He’ll beat itLZim! Boom! Patriotic, 
those frogs! Beg your pardon!..A bone!. Just wait! 

'Your papers!’ he asks, he’s getting sore, my papers? Papers are in order I’ll 
have you know!. Mr. Cascade!.. Papers!.. Papers!.. 

'Here, Inspector.’ 

'All real Frenchmen enlist!’ he starts off, looking at me. 

'I agree!.. I agree!.. I grant you, Inspector!.. I’m not contradicting.. They 
leave their places to the clients.. Seems to be the fashion!.. But that’s pure nuts, 
isn’t it? Stark madness! in my opinion!. Don’t you think so Inspector?’ 

‘I don’t think so, Cascade!.. I don’t think so!.. ’ 

'The pretty war’ll go on without me, Inspector!. I feel comfortable with you, 
Inspector!.. No reason for me to leave you!’ And I just keep jabbering away at 
him!.. 

Ah! he says to himself.. It’s the death of the horse!.. 

He stands there dreaming!.. He starts hearing spirits!.. Just stands there 
sniffling!. Ah! the phony!. I act childish. I know the Yard all right!, dopes, but 
doublecrossers and stubborn!.. 

We talk for a while. He puts it another way.. 

'Yes! It’s a terrible war!’ 

That makes him sigh. 

'Those Bodies are real savages!.. Did you see the Mirror this morning? 
Those photos? That atrocity? The way they cut off children’s hands?’ 

'Ah! It’s true, Inspector. All too true!’ 

'Got to kill those brutes, Cascade! ’ 



'That’s right, Inspector!’ 

‘I’d go myself if I were free!.. Ah! how I wish I were free! 

like you!. If I hadn’t my job!. Ah! if I were free!’ And then a shitload of 
sighs, the louse! 

'I’m sick, Inspector! Haven’t you seen my certificate? Not strong! Delicate! 
Sensitive legs!’ 

'Sick! ’ he says, 'but turbulent! ’ 

Ah! I feel it coming. I see it’s getting fishy. I’ve annoyed him! 

'Me turbulent, Inspector?.. Ah! I wouldn’t like to be that! Oh no!.. * 

Ah! I protest. 

'Quite well behaved I suppose?’ 

He’s skeptical. 

‘Absolutely, Inspector! ’ 

What’s coming next? 

'No violence? No breach of the law?’ 

'Oh, not at all, Inspector!’ 

'And what about your gang, Mr. Cascade?’ 

Ah! here it comes! 

'My gang? my gang?...’ I’m startled. The first news! What’s he 
insinuating?..

kid!. Only the swellest homes!. Practically invited guests!. You realize?. 
Matthew was boiling in his pants!, all pissed up!. 1 had to take the rap for 
Tatave!. It couldn’t last forever!. He even warned me!. Got to get you, Cascade! 
Got to get you! Put in eleven months for Tatave!.. seven and four.. That was my 
share!.. 1 saved Matthew’s honor for him! 1 lost thirty-five pounds!. So 1 know 
the guy a little!.. We’ll settle accounts later on.. There’s nothing lost I’m telling 
you! For the time being I was nice! Didn’t want to sour things!. 1 shifted the 
conversation!. 1 said to him, 'Inspector, I see you’re putting something on 
Chatterton. It’s a good horse!. I’m not denying it!., but. after all!..’ 

'Have you got something better, Mr. Cascade?’ 

'I sure have!. It seems to me!’, never come straight out with it in England, 
they think you’re scatterbrained!. 'If I may say so, I’d put something on Micky 
instead, Inspector! After all, there’s a better jockey up, isn’t there?...I’m not 
giving you any advice, Inspector!., bear that in mind!.. I wouldn’t allow 
myself!.. Look, I’m putting six down for you!.. But on Micky to win! All or 
nothing!.. ’ 

He looks as if he doesn’t understand me!.. I lay down my six pounds!.. Bim! 
Bam! he sweeps up all the tokens! Like that, no gabbling! and bye-bye!.. I see 
that he catches on without a word! Total loss six pounds!., because of you, you 
big fatheads!., you! for your damned extravagances! Otherwise he’d have taken 
me away!.. Just an act! hot air! Just a song and dance in his pocket! Blackmail 
pure and simple!.. That’s the crap I’ve got to take! And you’re the cause of it!.. I 
can tell it to you straight to your face! Isn’t it a damned pity? Isn’t it a perfect 
shame that at my age I’m still knocking around for ass-holes like you?.. My 
gang?.. My gang?.. So it seems! Ah! hello, my gang!.. Pianists who raise hell in 
Mile End at four in the afternoon!. Swell! my gang!.. Yours!. God damn it! In a 
jam for stinkers like that! Ah! it’s awful! I’m telling you!. Justice is dead! I saw 
the cop in a stew!.. He was saying to himself, 'Em waiting for you, Cascade! If 
you don’t cough up, you’ll get it in the neck!.. I’ll yank you in and whoops!, 
love!.. ’ He was picking on me!” 

"You’re too good-natured, Cascade!.. You’re too good-natured!”. Angele 
was at it again!, a downpour, big sobs!., hearing such stories, all the troubles of 
her poor man! 

She can’t resist!. She leaps to his neck again! She hugs and kisses him 
wildly!. She gets another smack. She plops down on the couch again.. 

"I lose out every time!.. That’s my affair!.. I always get it in the neck!.. But I 
want you to stop giving me a pain in the ass!” 

That’s Cascade for you!.. He lets it out! and now right away it’s poetry!.. 

For don ’tyou see that every day I love you more and more? 



Today more than yesterday And less than tomorrow! 

He reels it straight off. 

"1 learned it, you know, in Rio!”., and oops! he flies off the handle again. 

"I’ve been getting the dirty end of it, guys! I don’t dare stick my nose 
outside! Things are bad, boys!.. Things are bad!.. Cascade here!. Cascade there!. 
They want me!. They’re looking for me!. Maybe I stink?. All the dicks sniffing 
at me!.. And her, always yowling!.. In manilla I lose like all sixty!. At the races 
my nags dash backwards.. Only girls keep coming in!. There I’ve got all I want!. 
I’ve got to admit!..” 

Berthe and Mimi were enjoying it, sprawled in the cushions choking with 
laughter.. Berthe, the skinny green-looking one, and Peg-leg Mimi were beneath 
the lamp splitting with giggles.. 

"Either they’re yowling or nagging, they can’t keep quiet!” 

They were getting on his nerves. 

"Go get the Calva! You hear me, Mimi?”

Making dough hand 
over fist!., and a couple of sure-fire rackets, besides!.. Gold galore right now! 
It’s being spoiled that’s killing ’em!. Pity the poor pimp! He can’t stand being 
stuffed with dough!.. Take my word for it! 

I’m not scratching!. 'Tatave, you make me sick! your woman’s bringing in 
twelve pounds a day!.. It’s a crime to kill the golden goose! ’ 

'You!’ he says. 'Look who’s talking!. You got it easy!.. You got your 
albumin! 

'Albumin or not! You’re just plain dumb!’ It drives me haywire listening to 
’em!.. I can’t take any more of it!.. It’s not Verdun, it’s the Somme! and so on 
and so on!, and citations, look, like him!. You’d think they were kids!. In school! 
That they’d swallowed cannon!., and they claim to be smart Lrenchmen! Ah! 
damn my balls! I’m going to explain to you!. They read the papers too much!. 
Oh, I eat up all the articles! and quack quack! and parrots!. Do I read them? 
shitzoff! the magazines and their crap!.. That’s what sends ’em off their nut! the 
jabber! the jabber!.. Do you read the sheets, you, huh?. Admit, Boro! admit, you 
dirty yegg!.. In the first place, I’ve seen you!. You start drooling!.. Here’s my 
penny! The Mirror 1 ...The Sketch 1 ....the Star 1 please!.. What crap.. Look, you 
can look around here, you’ll never see a single one of ’em around!. Even in the 



toilet I won’t have ’em!. I tell the girls, 'Just let me see one of ’em here and I’ll 
clout you! You can look all around! You’ve got a mug like a client! I want you 
to be less idiotic! All the same it gets you! no stopping you. War here!. War 
there! 

.. Keeps eating you!.. Indeed, Madame!.. Victory here! 

.. Victory there!.. Offensives!. Cannon fodder!. They need it!.. Send back the 
bones! the goo! the mug! all for nothing!.. What’s there to write about?... I see 
just one thing in war!.. It means raising hell and making dough! Just have to lie 
down to get it!.. It’s women’s work!.. I’m not victory!.. I’m not defeat! I don’t 
disembark!. I’m no offensive!. I’m no retreat!. I have a good time, that’s all!.. 
What’s the difference! Not just a laughing matter!.. They pay for being dumb!. 
The proof is that they run away! the faster the better!. They get scared, in my 
opinion!. Just that!. Blind fear, that’s all!. You half-wit! I’m not scared, damn 
it!.. I don’t need a travel permit! I get along by myself!. The hell with Matthew! 
and the rest of them!, and Marshal Haig! and the Czar! and Poincare! and the 
Lord Mayor, too! All in the same bag! I want to cash in, me too! Ah! timid! 
They’re having a good time! Let’s us too! All right with me!. They’re 
bloodsuckers! All right! I’ve always said so! I’m known! I’ve got my card! You 
go look me up in the records! I’m just a poor fish! Not a general!. I don’t want to 
bother anyone! Here’s mud in your eye!.. I could cash in more! My girls are 
enough for me. I could make munitions! I got an offer!.. Bigger dopes than me 
are rolling in dough! 

or drafty condoms!, or fake cardboard shoes!.."Victory Pumps!” It’s not 
hard., but me, my business is tail! All right, good! I’m staying in it!. Yes, 
Majesty!. So what’re they handing me?... I had three girls, all I needed., plus 
Angele of course, now they slap a dozen on me!. What kind of business is 
that?...Will you tell me?...I don’t read the papers! I’m not bats!.. Even Little- 
Arm Pierrot realizes!.. Now he’s in jail!.. He knows I talk straight!, no beating 
about the bush!.. It’s straight stuff or they get your hide! I’ll let him have his 
Clemence back!.. But it sure gives me a pain in the ass! I didn’t ask for 
anything!. It’s not an ordinary traffic!. I’ve got a dozen on my neck!. I’ve got to 
arrange for a house like Pepe the Hump! Where should I go?.. Tell me, you 
grafters!.. You all read the papers!. And I see you like cognac!. I’m so glad!. So 
I see!.. And you smoke my cigars, don’t you! Cuban tobacco, bear in mind!..Ah, 
you’re not letting yourselves get depressed!. Ah! that’s delightful.. Everything to 
keep up the morale, gentlemen!.. It’s a mug’s game! Quite right! you’ll get out 
of it!. So!.. Boom! Morale’s everything!.. My old man, who was in the war of 
1870, who was a cabinetmaker in Bezons, always used to say to me, ’Sonny, 
watch out for the omnibuses’... He was the one who got run over by one!.. You 



see what use it is to be careful!.. Catastrophe!. The poor world’s full of syph! 
Luckily there’re some free men!” 

We’d had three drinks, we were beginning to feel pretty warm. 

"Mimi!. Mimi!. Bring up the Burgundy! I don’t want these gentlemen to 
leave on an empty stomach!.. And the sausage!, and the headcheese!. I want the 
gentlemen to have a bite!. I can’t ever do enough for them!. Kidders! 

.. Wise guys!. Real characters!. Matthew kept telling me that!. They’re 
genuine artists! And he knows about those things!. The kind of men you don’t 
meet often!.. 

” Artists! Mr. Cascade!’ Boro! Boro! sing me my song!. So I can really see 
if you’re an artist!.. Or I won’t talk to you any more!, for ten years!. That’s how 
I am!. Come on, the Dark Waltz, and all the girls in the chorus!.. To the victory 
of the little guys and the bathhouse boys!.. Ah! Ah! need some imagination! 
Wilhelm’s listening to us.” 

There was a small Gaveau in the corner, with some notes missing. Boro 
obliges, he starts off!. They get going in chorus! they’re ripping along!.. The 
Knight of the Moo., oo. oonl They’re so off-key that we’re all splitting!. The 
yowling doubles!, makes the windows creak!, and what feeling!. Big Angele’s 
bellowing the loudest. There’s pain in her voice. She’s sobbing, she’s so 
unhappy!. Because she’s upset that her man’s so nervous.. 

He shouts to Mimi again! 

"Burgundy, Mimi!. Burgundy, sweetie!” 

The drinking’s not over! he yells down the stairs again. 

Mimi was downstairs in the basement kitchen goosing around with the 
others. You could hear them all clucking away.. They were having a great time! 

"She doesn’t give a damn what 1 say, that trollop., just doesn’t give a damn!. 
Mimi! Mimi! you hear me?. Tell Joconde to come up!.. Boys, she’s got to read 
the cards for you! You’ll see something!. You’re going to have a belly laugh! 
Joconde’s a real circus! Boy, she’s something!. Cards! 

Cards!. Hands!. You’ll split!. My wench used to believe in cards! She used 
to say to me, 'Darling.. ’ In any case, I don’t believe in it!. Not a bit of 
superstition in me!. But I get a kick out of watching Joconde! She’s right once in 
a thousand! it’s the real thing with her!. She even knows the Tarots! Since the 
cradle. All kinds of cards! Life! Past.. Future!. A hell of a character! You’ll get a 
look at her face! 

She’s not from Seville for nothing!.. They’ve got it in their blood!. I brought 
her back in 1902 from the Castilian Exposition!. Her name was Carmen. I call 
her Joconde! And, well, she’s still around! Leaves today! Comes back 
tomorrow! In the kitchen!. She takes a little outing, she comes back!. She says to 



me, 'Good-by, Cascade!. You’ll never see me again!’. It doesn’t worry me!. 
Three days later my beauty’s back! Faithfulness in person!. The same song and 
dance for twenty years!.. Gypsy to the core!., steals, cheats, lies, everything!. 
She drinks only water! It’s not from booze that she’s batty! It’s something 
worse. Got to see her castanets too!. Some workout!. Hailstones!. You’d think it 
was hailing!. You don’t see her fingers!. I never ask her for anything. She brings 
me a pound, two pounds!.. Sometimes a fiver!. No discussion!. I take it all!, so 
does she!.. A gypsy!” 

"Joconde’s busy!” someone answers from downstairs.. "She’s preparing the 
rabbit for this evening!” 

Mimi yelling from the bottom of the stairs. 

"Damn it! tell her to get going! We’re waiting! Are we going to wait all 
day?” 

"Coming, darling!. My sweet Precious!” 

What a cooing! coo-coo-coo!.. 

It’s Joconde cooing like that., from downstairs... all the way in the back.. 

"And all the cards! Don’t forget anything, Precious!.. And not the junk! You 
hear me?. The real stuff!. Luck, Baby!” 

He tells us about it. "It’s a passion of hers! She’d cheat with Deibler.” We 
bust out laughing! 

There she comes, scaling up, Cannen has annunciated!., she sniffles., she 
spits., wheezes.. 

"Sacro mio!. .. Sacro mio!.. Quouelle casa!. craouha!” 

The two. three, four flights!. Finally she emerges! Ah! what a vision in 
laces!.. He didn’t lie!.. She clutches the rail, gasping, she’s all in!. A short- 
winded doll!, a plaster cast!., black eyes!., embers!.. Chantilly lace... furbelows!, 
velvet flounces!, a whole train!, and her skirts full of medals!, in tiers, they 
jingle! little bells!., they chime soon as she moves! More lacework.. narrow 
waist!., all of it with spots!., more spots! grease! dust! 

sauces!.. In her ears barbaric pendants that almost drop to her shoulders.. 
She’s choking after the rail.. Suddenly she perks up!. Here she is! She’s giving 
us the once*over! She plants herself!., she grumbles!.. 

"Greatness av my life! ” 

She’s defying us!., crap like us! It’s an outrage! She’s flaring up, puckered, 
twitching, lips twisted, violet, black., from looking at us with anger., towering 
rage.. 

"You wanta me, Cascade?. You wanta me, pimpa?” 

That’s what she calls him. 

"Get the cards, baby-doll!” 



That’s an order. 

"In front those roughnecks?” 

"Yes! And shut up, slut!” 

That gags her. her innards are tied up in knots... she starts coughing!., and 
coughing!.. 

Ang£le stands there not saying a thing. 

Carmen sees her. 

"And that bitch?” 

Angele lets out a shriek. 

"Cascade, throw that pig out! Back to the doghouse, you hag!., back to the 
doghouse! If she stays another minute!.. I’m going to clear out!.. I didn’t come 
from Rio to be made a fool of!.. I already find seven floozies on the bed! Do I 
have to stand that lunatic besides? The idea! Good-by!. I’m no angel. Goo-oo- 
ood night! ” 

They’re off!.. The doll starts choking... she shakes the whole place. She’d 
better rest, better sit down there on a step., she’s going to faint!.. 

"Dumb bitch! ” she chokes.. "Dumb bitch!., and you haven’t seen 
everything! Just wait for the thirteenth! You’ll have thirteen in your bed!” 

She’s having a high time, a little cracked!, dizzy', she suddenly lies down... 
she can’t sit up!., she’s squirming and convulsing on her belly!.. What a time the 
other kids are having, in seventh heaven!. The way they giggle!. They’re all over 
the place!. On the cushions! the rugs!, cackling, kicking up! They’re twisted into 
one another with delight!., the old ones, the young ones, big necking!.. It’s like a 
movie!., life in a castle!., and pretty loose! They hand around glasses, bottles, 
first the Calva and then the sausages. There’s no crapping around!. Everything 
goes!. The old-timers yell at each other! 

Boro goes back to the piano.. The chorus starts up again. 

"The Knights of Misfor-or-or-tune! ” The girls tuck up their dresses., they 
unhook themselves to breathe easier.. They slap their thighs., wild laughing!., 
cheeks all red.. Some are thin and some chubby!.. 

Cascade starts getting sore, he’s riled, they tickle him, pull his hair.. Not a bit 
of respect left!.. 

"What! My women! And you too, you tramps? Trying to get in my hair?. 
Well I’ll be damned!. If that’s not the limit!. Where’ll it all end? Bughouse!. The 
grandmothers worse than the brats!. The world’s cracking up!. It’s the sidewalk 
of vice!” 

Suddenly the fun’s over. They’re all in!. Everyone’s crying. He stands up, 
indignant, sits down again astride, he mops his forehead.. 

"So it’s only a joke? Gentlemen! Just wait a minute! Peace! 



health!. Now Mimi the foie gras! the rillettes, the olives!.. 1 see the 
gentlemen are still hungry!. Boro!.. Boro!.. Play "The Golden Wheat,” Boro! 
You hear me?” But the girls preferred "The Poet”.. "A poet told me!” All right, 
"The Poet”! "That there was a sta-a-a-ar!”. But they got no further... 
Everybody started squabbling again!., about Angele!.. 

Some were for!.. Some against!., about the airs she put on. etc., etc.. If she 
had a right to make faces!, that she wasn’t very polite!. The whole coop was 
clucking away!.. It made a wild racket, jabbering so you couldn’t hear yourself!.. 
The two of us would have liked to talk some more with Cascade!. About our 
brawl with the cops!, to explain what happened. After all, it was serious!, about 
the rioting and violence... I didn’t want things to get nasty... If the cops were 
getting shitty with me... it meant someone must have done me dirt, tipped off 
the Special Brigade... It was teeming against the windowpanes in sheets, cats 
and dogs, it was pouring buckets, winter wasn’t far off. I’d been in London four 
months, four months already! It wasn’t always comfortable because of the nosy 
bodies! Still it was better than across the Channel!, much better than taking a 
beating with the 16th Cavalry, croaking wet every day from Artois to Quercy. 
counting if you still had all your limbs in every foxhole., barbed wire 
everywhere, waiting for you!. Good-by!. I’d had three years of it!, my youth 
knocked around in the army!, it had ended pretty badly with the Viviani 
business! Hail Deroulede!.. I brought back my bones and the mortgage! holes 
everywhere!., my arm twisted! Just a hunk of flesh left, maybe enough for them 
to yank me in again! The little game wasn’t over!..War hooks on!. You’ve got to 
watch out!. Wars keep going. My ear got a lousy screwing too. A buzzing 
inside!, whistling!. Like that, a bullet... In a way it’s alarming, the whistling’s 
hell on sleep. My leg dragging along.. Not much to joke about.. The little pimps 
made me smile. They’d eaten up the hokum! 

it turned their little heads!. I didn’t say anything!.. That’s experience!. I 
knew!. No need to boast!. They were children in a way!, "emancipated,” my 
ass!. They’d learn somersaults over there in the sectors!. Everything that wasn’t 
in the papers!. It wasn’t enough to talk out of the corner of your mouth and chew 
the fat!.. They’d see the rest of it!.. I was all right at Cascade’s!.. I was staying 
put!.. It looked magical to me after what I’d been through!. The others would 
see! the guys who were steamed up would get over it!, they could all argue as 
much as they liked, life at the Leicester was all the same a real treat. Too happy, 
that was all!. Leave that?. Youth is crazy!. Go looking for slaughter, crazy 
contraptions, poor sucker! eat gunfire!. You rot in the water., trench mud. your 
dome full of gases.. Here’s to your health, Meatballs!. I love you!. Wacky with 
duty!.. And taratata!.. Shit! I wasn’t going to wise them up!.. Never wise up a 



dope! There’s the bugle, men!.. They’d have argued with me!. Aah!. 
Information’s no use!. They want a change!. Bon voyage!. They’ll be dead 
before I do it again!.. When it was full of customers outside. Just think!. Right 
near, full of traffic!. And they were throwing away all their chances!.. The 
streets jammed! full of dough!. The girls never stopped. It was a real circus of 
customers, couldn’t pick a pin up!, a merry-go-round, a crowd of lovers! 
Shaftesbury, full! Tottenham! full!, the kind of thing they never dreamed of!. 
Right side by side, in a hurry, continuous! easygoing! happy-go-lucky, 
Tommies, Sammies, Boys, my balls! sweating whiskey and little presents!.. 
Sidewalks made of gold, that’s a fact!.. Just had to lie down to pick it up.. 
Cascade wasn’t exaggerating a thing!.. Those were the palmy years, the end of 
1914, T6, T7!. The take had never been so good. The pimps had it wonderful! 
and there they were evaporating!.. They were slipping away!. Nitwits!. Their 
bunions were burning ’em!.. Whooping cough and panic! They were getting 
their knapsacks ready!. They were storming the consulates!.. Bedford Square 
was full of ’em!.. Rarin’ to go!.. 

Stung all at once!.. Bamboozled by the newspapers!.. Cascade stuck to his 
guns!.. They’d gone off their nuts!., In the frenzy!, the wind of glory!. The girls 
all up in the air!, in distress!. That was the result of it!. The hurricane had left 
him a queer heritage!.. He was still complaining!.. Twelve pieces. Twelve items! 
all at once! Everything for Cascade! Ah! some joke!. Maybe it wasn’t over yet!.. 
Now how to handle it?.. Ship the whole lot of them to the Leicester?.. With 
Angele in charge?, that was the most practical thing. Whoring right at the corner, 
right nearby! 

.. not a hundred yards away!.. You couldn’t want any better! 

.. fine location for a boardinghouse. The six floors all continuous!. Leicester 
Street. Leicester Square, W.L.You could see the people on the sixth floor going 
up from the door, big spacious premises!, for treating friends right!., hygiene on 
every floor.. Trench bidets., gallantry everywhere! toil and honor!., the motto! 
The whole basement all a well-stocked kitchen, a dream! Nothing petty at 
Cascade’s.. Open and generous house! hot dishes at all hours., day and night! No 
woman can deny it! London’s the proving ground for hustling... the delicate 
ones are always coughing! Murderous sidewalk in winter!. Tuberculous fog!. 
Have to eat things that stick to your ribs.. Not titbits and noodles.. Boy, oh boy! 
everything! solid stuff! choice quality!.. When it came to grub, Cascade 
wouldn’t trust anyone! He did the marketing himself three times a week. He’d 
bring back the tastiest things he could find, the plumpest poultry, turkeys just 
right! perfect fowls! the kind of leg of lamb you don’t see any more!..So that the 
platters’d sizzle in the oven! superfine mutton, when he found woodcocks we’d 



have a dozen!.. Baskets so loaded that the maids dragged along the stores., and 
special butter!., and in blocks!.. Never a question of economy. The Table first!.. 
That was the boss’s other motto!, nothing cheap on the table!. Fine fruit!. The 
best peaches in all seasons! That accounted for his success!., The Leicester 
Boardinghouse had lots of other advantages.. Centrally located for appointments, 
near the Regent, two minutes from the Royal, the Exchange of the business, the 
pimps’ favorite spot, but no fakes, no small stuff!.. Get it straight! the ones who 
know how to handle things! Class! the laws of the trade! The real established 
procurers who go back ten, fifteen, twenty years! The big shots of the 
profession!.. 

Shame on the small-timers!, on the little guys!, they’d get the cockiness 
knocked out of them fast! eliminated one two three!.. Should’ve seen them when 
the gambling started, the big poker games!., the stiff betting!, laid out at the first 
call!., washed up!., wrung out!., curtains!.. You never saw them again!.. Where 
things were treated seriously at the Royal from 4 to 6.. Buying, selling, 
discussing, all the refunds... In the promenade of the Empire, which was the 
gold mine of the trade, a woman cost three pounds, just for the doorman’s 
percentage., and the same amount for the cops.. That gives you an idea right 
away.. Cascade had five working for him alone, often more, Lea, Ursule, 
Ginette, Mireille and little Toinon who went out only with her mother.. They 
were all just resting when we arrived.. They were waiting for the theatre hour to 
start the grind, the 8:30 standees. And we dropped in just at the right time! in the 
midst of the teasing and cuddling!.. Especially around the gossip being peddled., 
those who’d just lost their husbands... who’d been widows since morning, the 
nervous guys who’d joined up!. They were planning little kitchy-kitchy teams.. 
They were consoling themselves as best they could.. The cognac was helping 
things along fine!., they were all hitting it off together!.. It put new heart into 
Cascade to see them all getting along... 

He was looking forward to some quiet. Cascade adapted himself quickly, not 
Angele! naturally! She was tight-lipped and suspicious! and not keen about 
vagabonds. Cascade was offhand, impromptu, even on the afterbeat, he’d 
suddenly get playful, just like that. That’s why he’d quickly forget about raw 
deals., you could disarm him by laughing., women as well as pimps.. Some 
bitches, of course, as everywhere, told awful stories about him and his girls! and 
about his woman! 

A number of these vicious slanders dragged at his ass, but they weren’t his 
headaches!.. He’d box their ears for them every now and then. Jealousies, 
treachery, but didn’t dare grumble about it when he was around. From the Royal 
to Soho, from the Elephant to Charing Cross, he claimed respect. He’d get into a 



jam from time to time, the cops would come down on him for form’s sake, like 
that fairy Matthew, but just to show that it was normal, that the Law was for 
everyone, that every big shot had to take it and that even Cascade took his turn. 
It was a sacrifice, that was all!. They weren’t tough with him. They seldom 
pestered his girls, at the Yard they thought he was regular, they knew that he was 
a square shooter, handling his affairs right, his women going home at reasonable 
hours, never abusing their patience, never strutting around the clubs, never using 
bad language. The English cop is mainly a loafer, down on everything, as I’ve 
said, war or no war.. Mustn’t complicate his life.. Otherwise you’re in for one 
hell of a time. Cascade really had an experience of things English that was rather 
special! Knew all the angles! Never away a single day in his twenty-five years in 
London, since his leave in fact, his three years in Africa, in Blida, except for his 
two trips to Rio, always on the job., actually a sedentary man., and just a little 
broken English., maybe twenty or thirty words... at most... no facility of 
speech... He admitted it himself.. 

All the ass-work at Cascade’s came from France, except the Portuguese!., 
and Jeanne Jambe, the blonde, who was born in Luxembourg.. 

As for his health, he was graying around the temples, he had his albumin, but 
he was still pope at the table and the bottle and elsewhere, too! he wasn’t much 
of a shot any more at the rifle ranges, but he was always a man with real class! in 
everything and for everything! He’d still pick up girls, and slick ones, show 
girls!, real cookies! He hung around stage doors.. Just so, for the hell of it! 
Innocent-looking!., and more than his share. And no worrying about 
conversation., just wild laughing and pantomime!., giddy and gallant!.. He used 
to waltz like a prince in Angele’s heyday!..He didn’t dance any more because of 
his varicose veins!.. But all the same, two or three dances while he was on the 
make!. It’s true he liked skirts, his little weakness, his venial sin. Couldn’t stand 
drips, the grocer-pinochle type., though they were pretty frisky when it came to 
tail. 

And I’d like you to know he was always ticklish about respect, not familiar, 
even when he was high, even at the "Whoremarket” with the men... a pretty low 
dive where they gulped down vitriol by the pitcherful and tableful. Ah! better not 
lack any with him!.. The young ones would snicker a little, they’d make little 
digs. They’d learn what’s what right away!.. He didn’t tolerate impropriety, he 
was a chief and that was that!.. Cordial, pleasant, but touchy... A smudge on his 
honor!. Never women’s gossip. His word was all!. And never aggressive! even 
drunk!, even staggering!, never held grudges!, only, and get it straight, if there 
was any impudence, a tiger! lightning!., let it be the Strong Man of the Market, 
the Cannon Man of the Ternes, the Terror of the Corsican Heath, the Swallower 



of Flaming Pythons, the big Dinosaur in a cap, he let him have it straight in the 
kisser, and clean, and then and there!., and in front of everybody! and no 
arguing, no nonsense!., let them see what law and order mean! good manners, 
politeness! It often started when they made cracks about his rings, about his 
"Brazilian six-carat” and his "knight’s sapphire,” two magnificent stones. They 
made some people jealous. The little hoodlums thought they were too showy, 
they asked him whether they were heavy? Whether they didn’t twist his wrists? 
He didn’t tolerate wisecracks, when they repeated it two or three times, the 
smacks started flying... As for his lock of hair, that was something else., then he 
was the one who was aggressive., he’d start things, he wanted exclusive rights. 
He didn’t want to see another like it, a spit curl smooth as himself, in any pub in 
the neighborhood. He’d fly right off the handle, had to get his competitor out, 
he’d have ripped up the joint and the spit curl with it! 

But there was no real harm in all that. 1 remember that he was respected, 
even by his enemies, even by the worst bulls of the Yard, who were nevertheless 
low cheap bellyachers, greedy and jealous. I’ve said that he was well thought of, 
the man was certainly imposing, but there were also the presents, that was his 
generous side, he scattered gold right and left. Matthew would turn up from time 
to time with his District Constable, a matter of not being forgotten... to see 
whether things were going properly., whether the Boardinghouse was in order., 
whether the "license” was in the frame, whether everyone was "registered,” with 
photos, fingerprints and everything!., that it was wartime! Be careful!.. He knew 
the rigmarole!., it was always reeled off the same way!.. They’d arrive as serious 
as can be, like that, right after lunch., looking as if they had a lot on their minds! 
as if they were after something! a nasty trick! as if they were some phenomenal 
pot of roses!., and then bumpitty-bump-bump!. It was only a tin can and 
eyewash!.. Just that the squeeze was late, and so the sudden concern.. The thing 
was arranged as usual with the little present. They’d leave happy and spoiled, 
except for the two or three rough times.. That’s how life went.. But now. no 
more of that!, the tune was different!. Cascade felt it all, that it wasn’t all easy 
sailing now that the guys were leaving. Not by a long shot! Take it easy! He 
wasn’t having any pipe dreams!.. He didn’t find it much fun inheriting eleven 
girls all at once!. It didn’t thrill him at all!, even if there’d been ten times as 
many, it wouldn’t have turned his head!.. Don’t get any wrong ideas! For the 
women it wasn’t the same thing! It’s the moment that counts with them!. All 
they had to do was drink and smoke! And yowl! And guzzle! And not a damned 
thing more! there was no more discipline., they were cuddling together all over 
the beds as consolation for their sorrows, and their endless sobbing! the widows 
were managing fine together, there was nothing terrible after all, it wasn’t as

That’s the condition, 
sometimes she sulks at him for a whole month when he’s stingy! Dry Gustave 
would turn thief for his whipping! Mireille can sting! Ought to see the whip she 
carries around!. It’s something different from English brandy, that paintshop 
mixture!.. The bottle goes right around, the lords’ brandy perfumes your whole 
character! heart, guts, everything!.. Life smoothes off!., enterprising decisions..

Even Boro, who was rather orderly when it came to girls and screwing, 
who was rather for music, took his broad in his lap and was giving her a 
workout! he was playing with one hand! looking jaunty! Cascade with the good 
cognac in his belly wanted everything patched up. no more sulking!., no 
pigheadedness!.

They’d read the cards together!.. 

"Come on, Chick! Come on, Chick! Come!” 

She wouldn’t have it!.. Didn’t want anything! Didn’t want to laugh! She was 
all tied up inside and that was all!..

The 
devil’s tail!, the tail’s caught!, trr!. rebounds!., hup!, her whole train!, and 
roundabouts! and twirls! bounding like a panther! at the end of the room! her 
train running after her!, over there!., hop it!., she’s here!., a kick at her 
furbelow!., hup! sweeping off! Angele’s foaming. That’s the limit! She can’t 
take any more! 

"You won’t do it, you punk! You won’t do it!” she screams! 

And she stands there motionless, staring popeyed. Just hypnotized!. And 
then, hup! Without time to say oof! She’s up in the air! she sprang up! a knife in 
her fist! 1 see the blade! 

Plop!, she launches out!, plunges it sideways!. Plup into the old one! right in 



the ass!., in the old one’s ass! What a shriek!. It cuts through everything! tears 
everything!, the walls!., the blinds!., the street! They must have heard it from the 
square. They fall over one another!. I look at the door there wide open!. I take 
another squint!.

She demands her little remedy!.. Otherwise, she won’t go! Blackmail! Mireille 
dashes off again to get some!.. It’s a whim, got to give in!., needs her remedy!.. 
Cascade hardly knows what to say to fix matters up... so that the guy’ll say 
something after all. Mr. Conscience! who’s been there an hour, who hasn’t said 
anything. A log! 

"Believe me, if you like, Inspector! But I was insisting that someone read the 
cards for me! Well, I got it!.. I’ve got the question, the answer!. Look! 
catastrophe!” 

A little joking, to loosen him up.. 

"Ah! Inspector, you’ve witnessed a nasty family scene!.. You walked in! as 
if by chance!. What do you run into?.. Lunatics? Positively!.. Lunatics! I’m very 
sorry, Inspector!.. Really!. Please excuse me!” 

Not a word.. Wooden... He lets him talk.. 

"The cards! the cards! of course!.. But Angele’s a terror! 

Did you see, Inspector? By yourself!.. What a character!.. I don’t have the 
last word in my own home!..

But I’m sure that in your family, Inspector, 
you’ve got trouble, too!.. Ah! I’d bet!. The events affect everybody!. With all 
due respect!. It’s obvious! Of course!..But the circumstances affect everybody, 



don’t they?, everyone gets it according to his station, and the toughest situations! 
the worries, the ups and downs aren’t only for poor people!. Ah! that’s a fact!.. 

it’s a real fact! So it is! Just look at the men!. Ah! 1 won’t say any more. 
That's war, Inspector!. That’s war!. It’s a subject that makes me terribly sad! 
There you’ve got the sadness of Life!. And how unhappy everyone is!. And how 
that kind of thing ages you!. If only they noticed it. An hour’s like a year!. The 
things we’ve got to go through!.. Ah! it’s no exaggeration!.. You’re reasonable 
too, Inspector! 

It’s really bad luck!. You won’t deny it!. I’m not making any comparison. Of 
course! It’s obvious!” 

While he was jabbering away like that, occupying his attention, we fixed the 
old gal up, she could just about stand., supported under the arms, with the 
oilcloth in her ass, the towels, ail tied up tight, outfitted for the trip!. "Forward, 
Madame!”. We walked in front of Matthew, he moved aside a bit.. Not a peep 
out of him...

" Then Clodovitz saw us coming, he made a kind of sour face, got to admit 
it. The nurse went to let him know that someone was asking for him very 
specially... He was in the back of the hospital treating an emergency case., 
according to her... I rather think he’d been sleeping... He arrived drowsy, he 
looked bleary, he was rubbing his eyes. All the same he was pleasant, we could 
see he was explaining matters so that the old gal would be taken before the 
others. Two men put her on a stretcher. We waited outside, in the vestibule, that 
is. We weren’t alone. Even at ten at night it was full of families and people., 
whispering together..

People who’d been there since 
morning trying to get in, one fellow even came to let us know, bellowing right in 
our faces, just like that, damned sore, that he had a double hernia! that he’d been 
waiting there for three days, while we with our cab and our dressed-up doll and 
her behind, we gave him a swift pain in the ass! it was no use explaining to him. 
It was a general chorus, a frightful agony! 

They didn’t want to let us in! In order to get out we had to get a lantern and 
show them the blood, the towels, the dressing on her ass, which was dripping all 
over, that they were real clots!.. They moved aside a little, but they were 
grumbling, rough, ready to bite, we walked past the insults, we came to the ticket 
window, we immediately asked for Clodo.. Luckily!.. Dr. Clodovitz! Boro was 
the Soissons business all over again! We barely escaped getting tossed out. 



Later on, over the years, I often passed by there, in front of the London 
Hospital... It still has pretty much the same walls, the same raspberry and yellow 
color, the same soot everywhere, the same enormous window cage from 
Commercial Road to East Port, only the people have changed a lot. The crowd, 
the mugs, the gait all surprise me, 1 no longer recognize them. They’re not the 
same noisy squabblers, bullying tramps, still a few bedraggled women, not many 
youngsters. No longer the same bums, they now discuss things soberly, they’ve 
taken on vocabulary.. They still gabble away in the fog about their varicose 
veins and their aches and pains...but not so peevishly.. They’ve stopped 
smacking each other in the puss if someone gets ahead of them., they hardly 
swear any more., the very neighborhood’s been changed.. 1 mean just before the 
war. the one of 1939 until doomsday.. 

It’s the population moving, if you think about it. There’re almost no sailing 
vessels, that’s what brought the real savages, they were the unmanageable ones, 
the real horrors, yellow-skins, blacks, chocolates!, hell-raisers!. They often came 
about their injuries, they had them on all their fingers., one dressing, another... 
on their feet, too, and their bodies., they’d start a riot over a trifle, at the door of 
the hospital, they’d bleed at the slighest provocation, rip each other’s guts out 
the way you’d say hello, especially from the Islands and from America! real wild 
men, from the tropics, from the Sunda Isles, from the equator colonies, and from 
the North too, have to be fair.. At bottom, they were all man-eaters., all that on 
the "entrants” line. That made a mixture of yelling, terrific gales of laughter, 
with the cockney housewives and the drunken bullies of the neighborhood, the 
peg-legs, the whisky cirrhoses, the fistulas, the broken heads, the dyspeptics, the 
lumbagoes cut in two who squalled about everything, the albuminous, their little 
bottles, the finical bellyachers, the anti-everythings, the death-dodgers, the 
people with little pensions, the choking asthmatics, all of them corralled, roped 
in, pushing one another, squeezed against the door.. Often there was 
entertainment... an interlude... a minstrel., with his clappers, his mouth noises, 
the whoah-whoah blackface! and a mandolin!., the popular tunes!.. He’d pick up 
a couple of pennies., he’d beat it... I did that later on... a button~up tailcoat, all 
kinds of colors, a real carapace!.. 1 think performers of that kind are still around.. 
Whitechapel likes hoofers, they drew a crowd quickly, but they cluttered up the 
street, stopped the trolleys, then the cops would swoop down, everyone would be 
pushed against the walls, women, legless cripples, one-armed men, spitters. It 
would break up fast! 

The days when there was too much fog, when the frost spread out the crowd, 
the line wound round La Vaillance.. there was a permanent session in the pub.. 
One man would keep two others’ places. They’d go to warm up a bit around the 



liquor. They’d have a sniff of cherry punch. The ones who still had a penny 
would treat themselves to a small glass of beer together, the others pretended to 
be having something, it created a constant coming and going between the bar 
and the street when the weather was stinging cold.. 

Naturally there was always a slightly carbolic smell at La Vaillance. inside 
the pub.. 

They’re not the same men today, the same clientele, as I’ve said, there’s 
decorum... the neighborhood’s making progress.. Poverty’s going in for 
furniture.. They were already looking for white wood, they’ll soon be fixing up 
cozy-corners, one fine day they’ll be having their nails done.. Unless it’s all 
smashed at the time I’m writing, gone up in smoke beneath the bombs, the 
peccadilloes and the whims! Naturally I’m no longer up-to-date, we’re separated 
by the events, in ten years I won’t recognize the place! The streets, the walls 
were gloomy in those days, I mean the buildings. The house-fronts were coated 
with soot, the goo trickled., should’ve seen the way it came down from the port, 
the docks, the factories... the clouds kept bringing in smears, coal tar., gusts, 
tornadoes of it in winter, and sticky mists, a real affliction. It was sticky inside 
the hospital, too, and dark, the walls, even the beds, the drab almost yellow 
linen. The odors stuck in my nose, the urine, the ether, the coal tar, and the 
honeyed tobacco. I still get a whiff of them. Once you’re used to it, it has a 
charm.. Only the operating room was nickel-plated, whitewashed, gleaming, 
even blinding, coming from outside. 

As soon as there was a bit of mist you couldn’t see the big hospital, yet it 
was a building that had bulk and breadth... It melted into the surroundings, you 
had to go near it, almost touch it. It was painted like fog with some yellow and 
raspberry added. It’s a slimy depressing mess from October on, gets into 
everything, mixes up everything, your head, things, makes you gently dizzy so 
you don’t know what time it is and that time is passing and night falling. It rises 
up from the river, sweeps in from the end of the neighborhood, takes in all the 
landings, docks, people and trams., makes everything hazy and stumpy.. 

Days when it really streams in you can’t see the hospital from La Vaillance, 
the pub opposite., when it comes steaming out, in enormous torrents.. You just 
catch little gleams... it blinks a little in the windows., and the big yellow lantern 
at the door.. It’s almost blotted out already.. It’s not a bad thing for your 
worries., they drift away... it leaves you quiet. I can’t help saying that when I die 
I’d like to be left on the sidewalk as is, just like that, all alone in front of the 
London... let everyone go away., you wouldn’t see any thing happening. I think 
I’d be carried off gently. That’s my notion., faith in the gloom... It hasn’t any 
basis, of course. Ah! good thing I’m aware of it. I’m joking, it’s just an 



impression, brief futility., an idle thought. Boy! 

AA nce her ass was sewn up, Joconde was impossible! there was no holding 
her!. All the way to the end of the common ward you could hear her roaring out 
awful curses against Angele, that snake in the grass, whom she wanted to finish 
off right away, to go home and pound her to a jelly once and for all. Good thing 
she couldn’t do anything! she lay stiff in bed, wrapped up from her neck to her 
heels... in bandages, cotton, wasn’t allowed to move.. 

She stank of iodoform, she sickened the whole ward more with her stink than 
her screaming! Never a second’s silence. The nurses, who weren’t prudish, 
snapped right back at her, hung on till they got the last word.. That caused some 
awful sessions. Always thinking about Angele, that ghastly hag, she boiled in the 
sheets. /'That fart! that fart!” that’s what she called her, brooding away. 
"Murdering an arteezt!.. The jealousy of that bitch!. Zlut!. Oh! woe eez me!” 

The suffering patients protested right and left, that they were fed up with the 
noise.. 

There were all kinds of patients around., but mostly women of the 
neighborhood, housewives and maids, some waitresses from the bars, and some 
Chinese, too., and also two or three Negresses, women under treatment., most of 
them for the belly., breasts, and also for the skin., running sores, ulcers, chronic 
cases. Joconde wasn’t in for long, but all the same at least twenty-five days like 
that on her back, that was Clodovitz’ opinion, absolutely motionless. He came 
by at least three or four times a day to examine and check. He came to look at 
her drain, whether it was running... He was as attentive as could be.. 
Recommended by Cascade, that wasn’t to be sneezed at!.. Clodovitz wasn’t old, 
yet he already looked rheumatic, sickly, shriveled up, and his joints full of 
arthritis... He even made the patients laugh at his aches, he made dry, ropy, 
creaky noises at will.. 

"Ah! if you had my knees,” he’d answer when they complained. "You’d see 
something! And my shoulders! And my back! Boy! What would you say then?.. 
And I’ve got to go running around! 1 don’t lie in bed!” 

Rushing through the wards, up and down the five flights, three times a day, 
he’d ask on the run how things were going. And that nose of his! unbelievable! 
out of Punch and Judy! it dragged him along! He’d lean forward everywhere, 
over everything, nearsighted as a dozen moles, his big popping eyes rolling 
under his glasses. As soon as he’d start spouting, it would all shake rhythmically 
in time with the words, nervous by nature, his ears would wiggle too, sticking 
out, wide-open, wings keeping his head up, but gray, like a bat’s. He was really 
pretty homely. He scared certain patients, but a kindly smile, ah! no denying it! a 
kind of girl’s smile, never brusque, never impatient, always ready to be pleasant, 



to make himself agreeable, to put in the right word, in the teeth of destiny and 
fatigue!., a word of comfort, a compliment, to the worst wallowing pissy 
flattened-out bellyacher, all delicacy with the worst down-and-outers! with the 
most snarling tiresome sluts., rotting and peevish, the dregs of the "chronic” 
wards, where the others, the "staff’ doctors, practically never set foot, there were 
some pretty queer customers, hard to imagine such perfect wrecks, who 
nevertheless were pests for months and months, some for years it seems., who 
fell away piecemeal, bit by bit, one day an eye, the nose, a ball, then some 
spleen, a pinky, it was a kind of battle with the big bite, the horror inside 
gnawing away, without a gun or saber or cannon, that rips a guy’s whole works 
apart, that drills away at him piece by piece, that comes from nowhere, from no 
sky, and one fine day he no longer exists, skinned alive, cut up nibbled with 
ulcers, just like that, with little squeals, red hiccups, groanings and prayers and 
awful pleading. Ave Maria! Sweet Jesu! Jesus! as the tenderhearted English sob, 
the elite of sensibility. 

And what an assortment, a choice, a whole world, a calamity bazaar, 
departments for everything, for the stomach, heart, kidneys, bowels, the eight 
and fifty common wards of the London Freeborn Hospital! Especially during the 
winter months when there was coughing!, terrific coughing! at least ninety-three 
wards! with catarrhs all over, besides the street accidents which came up in 
series, often ten or fifteen at a time, mornings when the fog was too thick.. 

In the wards themselves it was dark from late September on, except for two 
or three hours in the morning, and then very close to the window, the high 
guillotines, it came from the river in big dense waves, it penetrated the whole 
building, it choked the gaslights, the lamps in the corridors, it brought in a smell 
of coal tar, the coal smoke from the port, and then the echo of the ships, the 
movements on the docks, the cries.. 

Clovis fortified himself for the checkup with an enormous oil lantern, a "mail 
coach,” when someone called him as he passed, he could hardly see, but heard 
well, he’d come very close to the bed, he’d light up their faces, it made a white 
circle all around, the face of the suffering chap stood out in the darkness, he’d 
lean over against him, he’d speak to him in a hushed voice. "Sh! Sh!” he’d say. 
“Sh! old boy! Don’t wake anyone.. I’ll be right back! I’ll give you your little 
injection!.. Soon be over!.. Soon be over!” 

The same words to each sufferer., and from one ward to another, on all 
floors. "Soon be over!”. It was a kind of quirk of his. 

He did lots of injections in the course of a night, lots and lots!., among the 
women and the men... He was so nearsighted that I’d hold his lantern for him up 
against it., right against the buttock... so he’d dig the needle straight in., not 



sideways or crossways.. 

After about two weeks when I’d been coming to see Joconde, we became 
such pals that I did the injections for him, with camphor, morphine, ether, the 
usual things, and he’d hold the lantern for me. "Soon be over!. Soon be over!”, 
the refrain. 

With my trick paw I got the knack of the injections right away, a trick paw’s 
automatic, the patient feels nothing... a puff.. 

That’s how I got a start, a little on the sly like that, at the London Freeborn 
Hospital with Dr. Clodovitz, in my professional career. I learned to say, just like 
him, immediately, everywhere, "Soon be over!” It became a kind of habit, a sort 
of quirk.. All kinds of awful things have happened since the Freeborn Hospital! 
here, there, good, bad, horrible, too, you can be sure of that. You’ll judge for 
yourself. Without any definite idea.. Simply in the course of things, it’s fine 
already!. Soon be over!.. 

w lie spaced each other by two minutes. We were on the lookout along the 
streets.. Orchard Street, Weberley Commons, Perigham Row.. First Boro and 
then Rene, the little deserter who had impossible papers, his photo in all the 
newssheets, and then Elise, the "crazy peddler” who’d jumped bail, with a gang 
of plain-clothes men after her, since for years she’d been handling harmless little 
opium pellets all through Maida Vale and the West End, without getting into 
trouble, and then she suddenly went in for hashish without telling anyone, 
because of the war. That’s what the Yard didn’t excuse, variations of habit!.. 

It was bound to end in trouble. They were watching us, unluckily. Even at 
the hospital with Clodo, where after all I was very quiet, where I was useful as a 
kind of nurse lending a hand when there were too many people, it started 
smelling fishy.. Joconde had done us harm.. She’d been telling things about her 
personal worries and her troubles at the Leicester that were just plain crazy.. 
Since she spoke a bit of English and the place was lousy with blabbering 
chambermaids, it took on real proportions., loafers who hadn’t a damned thing to 
do but screw things up even more... it became risky and dangerous.. They spoke 
of kicking us out, pure and simple, and Clodovitz first of all... a foreign doctor, 
an extra, just good enough for the night shift. The Management had their eye on 
him... He was in bad odor but since they didn’t pay him much, even for the 
backbreaking work, awakened ten, fifteen times a night, they weren’t at all sure 
of finding another intern so utterly devoted, neither troublesome nor a drinker, 
just a little queer in his ways.. The management hesitated about giving him his 
week’s notice.. Just about hesitated.. Fired would have been a catastrophe... He 
had such queer papers, such suspicious stamps on them that they weren’t fit to 
be shown.. Diplomas that were even more weird!., but the way the fellow had 



got there, happened to be in London, was still the biggest mystery!. Ah! a dead 
duck if they bounced him. He’d be washed up! For some time they’d been 
picking up "aliens,” as they called them, every day, who were less doubtful than 
he... 

Clodovitz knew all about it., he’d mention it to me occasionally, he didn’t 
think it was funny.. 

Cascade had promised to come soon to see what was happening.. After three 
or four days, not a sign.. Suddenly someone phoned, that he was on his way!, tell 
him to shake a leg... we had a thing or two to tell him.. 

The date was for six o’clock at the Dingby Cruise, the old lunchbar in the 
middle of the docks, a little to the west of the hospital, right on the edge of the 
river..You could get there by the bank or the maze of alleys all around that led to 
it from Commercial Road, from between the "Stores,” the high warehouses. That 
was really the prudent way of coming and going.. 

So there we were. We were waiting for him. The boss of La Vaillance had 
also come to see us. But he didn’t talk much, he was wary, he kept his distance, 
a scalded cat. 

"I want to speak to Cascade!”. He wanted to talk only to Cascade! Stubborn, 
disagreeable.. Cascade hadn’t arrived. It was a rush hour, the tables were filling 
up, the change of shifts, the bunch from the cranes, from the holds, naturally 
they made a lot of noise, mainly because of their brogans, the place was all made 
of wood, all crosspieces and daub, it resounded. The slot machine and the dice 
added to the din... in short, a general racket all around.. 

Ah! chug! chug! there’s a car! It’s Monsieur, after all!. 

"Hello, men! ”... he calls out. 

"Hello Monsyoor! ”... they answer. 

It wasn’t any too soon. 

"How’s it going, Brainstorm?” 

He’s talking to me. 

"Does it still hurt?” 

He points to my head. 

"Still does! Still does! Monsieur Cascade!” 

It bothers him that I’m having trouble with my head, he talks to me about it 
every time. 

Anyway, Clodo starts explaining to him, that we’ve made him come, etc., 
etc., to tell him about Joconde!. that she’s not behaving herself at the hospital., 
that she’s shooting her mouth off.. 

"And how’s her ass coming along?” 

"That part’s all right! ” 



"When the ass is all right, everything’s all right!”, he answers. 

That’s the only effect it has on him.. 

"And what about Angele?” we ask. 

"She went up to Edinburgh! She’s on business, boys! Placing Biglot’s two 
girls!” 

"Biglot’s?” 

"Yes! Biglot’s! That’s right! ” 

We can’t get over it.. 

"A man who’ll be forty soon! He’s beating it, too! The sap! yeah! yeah! He’s 
off for the infantry, Ladies and Gentlemen, the infantry! Yessiree! Ah! 1 don’t 
want to think about it any more! But what about Joconde? Some class, huh? 1 
didn’t lie to you, did I? Estocadero! And Pfft! What a spurt! Youd’ve thought 
she was a quarterback! Whtt! What zip! Lightning! Eh?.. Lightning! ” 

"Don’t you want to go and see her?” we suggested gently. 

"Ah! Hell no! She can croak! ” 

That’s how he answered. He’d had enough! Fed up!. 

He didn’t want to get mixed up in that again! 

A bit selfish! 

"Listen, boys, 1 know what I’m going to do!” 

He was off again on his pet subject. 

"I’m going to buy me a trombone! I’m going to get into the parade, too! I’ll 
drop in to see you around noon!. You’ll see me, pals! You’ll see me! I’ll play my 
music all by myself! For those who don’t want to leave! I’ll be the anti¬ 
recruiting guy! Get that! I’m going to start a society! The 'I-ain’t-having-any- 
Boys’! If this continues, guys, I’m going to learn English!.. I want to find out 
what they’re batting about, the hokum they’re filling ’em with! since it’s driving 
’em all crazy!., it must be terrific! I’d like to listen to their line! Men are just 
plain morons, eh?... I know ’em all right! ” 

Ah! he sat there gaga! 

It was really pretty amazing! 

Over his glass, deep in thought, thick stout.. 

Prospero Jim, the boss of the Dingby, comes up, he talks... he sees things 
Cascade’s way., the crime of the newspapers!., always the papers!.. He never 
reads them either! 

.. and the movies!.. 

"Say, did you see the newsreels? Trenches in one place! Boches in another! 
Look at my helmet! Oh boy, am I brave! Am I dead! It’s a joke! Me telling you! 
Mmph! Bah! For their mugs! Bull-shit!” 

It made them both mad just to think about that crap! 



They were getting upset just talking about it! 

"1 love you! 1 love you!” Cascade said, in imitation!.. "You’re right! They’re 
infants!., yokels spoiled by good cream! stuffed with butter! Too much yum- 
yum!” 

1 listened to them jabber... It still wasn’t any of my business... 1 could have 
stuck my word in! 1 was keeping my mouth shut!.. When it comes to experience, 
every man for himself! I’d been to school! 1 had a bellyful of dearly acquired 
knowledge!., and especially in my ear! A tiny bit of hardware left! but it added 
up in whistling!., so that 1 couldn’t sleep!., and enough migraines to make me 
bark, the way they tore at me like pincers, revulsed my eyes by force... so that 
I’d squint for hours. In short, real terrors. Ah! no! I had mine!.. I thought of my 
father and mother peaceful in their shop, in the Passage du Verododat, having a 
good time being pitied by all the neighbors because their son had been so badly 
wounded, whimpering... I thought of all I’d seen from one hospital to the other. 
Dunkerque. Le Val. Villemomble. Drancy. and also me, myself. How they get 
the injured on the operating table, whisk ’em up again! 

perk ’em up again! They stitch up the main business and off you go!.. Hop to 
it, Humpty-Dumpty! Three cheers!.. You’ll be in the next whirl!. In the nick of 
time, straight as a bullet! On the spot for the big offensive! You can have the 
joys of the Charred Woods! You won’t be cold this winter, my merry hero!.. 
There’ll be sport around there!.. I guarantee it!. Not a minute wasted!. Try to be 
quick soldier-boys! 

.. You won’t look much at the pieces! It’s not a nice thing for a man to do!.. 

I was thinking about all that. I didn’t say anything! Cascade was still talking. 
He was glad someone was listening to him... He was producing his effect. 

"The sergeant, the one with the ribbons, comes up to me! He stops me, he 
hands me a line! Boy, what a sour grouch!” 

The thing that happened to him. 

"Me! I’m telling you, boys!.. Can you imagine that! What did he take me 
for? He wanted me to follow his parade! to go with him to the Recruiting 
Station! Just get that!. 'French!’ I said to him. 'French are you?’ he’d pulled a 
boner! What a face he made! Nose to nose! Started sucking his stick! Did he 
look dumb! Boy, everyone was splitting! You should’ve seen the crowd! Smack! 
A sock! Shot right in! Ah! angry! Trench rascal! rascal!’ he calls me. The 
crowd’s against me.. I wasn’t sticking around! Just think! A thousand against 
one! 

.. Good-by!.. Off like a shot! I wish you’d seen the Recruiting Sergeant’s 
mug! What a slick getup on the guy! Boy, some swanky tunic! What a nifty can 
to go to war with! The Jerries’ll have a good laugh! Boy, you see everything! 




Twirling his stick and woo-woo!” 

Cascade was having a great time!.. So were the customers all around him. 
What a brilliant talker!., and even the boss of La Vaillance was forgetting his 
troubles.. 

"That’s a sergeant for you! you realize? All right, I’ll shut up, Prosper! I’m 
driving myself crazy! Just thinking about it! 

... Hand me the poison! Their bedbug juice! ” 

He poured himself a big whisky-fizz... He treated everybody, generous, 
absolutely.. 

"It’s for everyone! You hear me? I didn’t come for nothing! They talk to me 
about sickness! About God knows what!., about croaking! God damn it! I want 
to laugh! That reminds me of Little-Mouth Jeanne!.. I picked her up, you know, 
in Santos!.. I took her for a ride! I put on a real show! I was out with her all 
afternoon in a high-class landau! I wanted her to enjoy herself, have a good time. 
What heat, pals! like that!.. A plaster furnace, boys!.. I wanted to go one better. I 
made the driver stop at a bar, the finest saloon in the town! It was called 
L’Origone, a swell club! I wanted to put the finishing touches on!. Along came a 
torero, with his guitar, you know! Whango! He cops my gal! Just like that! 
Bango! Just time enough to look at her! He sized her up! She fell all over him! 
That’s what it cost me to be a sucker! He just blotted me out! He took her off on 
his arm! I blew up! Boy, I’m telling you! I jumped on the grease-ball! I 
smothered him! 

I broke two of his molars for him! He runs to the cops! 

My first breadwinner!. Santos is all railings! The prison’s right in the open 
air! Both of them came to see me! On Sundays, just to get a laugh! to make a 
damned fool of me! arm in arm!.. You get what lousy punks they were?.. Me on 
the other side of the bars!. I put in six months! Ah! youth!.. I was twenty, that 
explains everything! That cured me of taking rides, I’m telling you!.. The only 
thing to do is break their ribs. You’re nice? You get it in the neck!. Down the 
drain!.. I love you!.. I didn’t want to show my strength! She was the boss! She 
sent me back to the kitchen! Get that, my boy!..You with the fruit salad! You 
toy-soldier! You listening? You don’t know everything! You don’t read that 
kind of thing in the papers!” 

Prospero was in full agreement. 

The customers around, those with tattoos, the men from the pier, the fellows 
with big arms, they nodded, they didn’t understand a thing. Prospero translated 
some of these practical remarks into English... It made them guffaw with 
liquor.. Their glasses, their lips, their mustaches were full of it.. They were

The pubful of bellowers all dim- 
looking.. the whole mob of howling phantoms.. 

For he's a jolly good fellow\.. 

It was starting again... the whole bacchanal., and then a big pull for the war, 
the popular refrain, the song of the day that was all the rage at the Empire.. 

Hide your trouble! Hide your bag! 

And sing! sing! sing\.. 

Even Cascade barked out “Sing! Sing! Sing!" to beat the band! At just that 
moment along came Boro who’d been in the back, playing cards.

A terrible accent and thundering rrr! 

"Go on! Go on! Don’t boast!” 

"Never do, Monsieur Cascade! I never do! You hear me! for peempping!” 

Telling him off! 



"No one’s asking for your opinions, Monsieur Borokrrrom! Since you’re so 
distinguished, it's your papers we’d like to see! ” "Why here they are, Monsieur 
Cascade!” 

He rummages around deep down in his pockets, he digs out a whole litter, 
booklets, wallets, bits of passports, all patched up, full of grease-spots.. 

Cascade examines them, returns them. 

"Oh! Oh! you’re not difficult, my fine bandit! All that record’s yours? Pretty 
bad, Boro! Pretty bad!.. And what about yours, Monsieur Jinx?” 

He’s talking to me. 

"Let me have a look at your sweet little papers! May I?” 

1 take mine out. He unfolds them, hands them back to me.. He frowns.. 

"But you’re not in velvet either, Monsieur Jinx! They came looking for you, 
too!. All right. Let me explain!. They want you at the Consulate!.. Sure! Sure!..

"Have you seen the posters?. You who read all the Mirrors.. That’s all 
they’re talking about at Berlemont’s. All men in the class of 1912. They’re all 
being called back!., rejected or not!..

"It’s all thought about, God damn it! Your papers are toilet-paper! They’re 
recmiting you, they’re locking you up!

.. There’s a war on!.. Ought to hear the way they talk!.. I’m not the only one, 
you know, who gets ’em sore.. Everything’s getting their goat!. Even dough!. 
You can shove it down their throats! just like that!.. They’re back again. 

They show their teeth again!.. It’s crazy, there’re no more limits!.. ‘There’s a 
war on!’ all they can blurt out!. The war!.. A fat lot of good it does you! Just a 
lot of crap! Cop or not!.. Pimp or jerk!. God-damned crazyness! Those who can 
stay out of it don’t stay out! You get rough with them? they’re not satisfied! 
They don’t know what they want!. Shit! 

No more good manners! Lousiness by the yard!”

All the lice in the same bunch! but go fuck yourself! And not at all!.. Day and 
night!..

It’s like mountains seen from the clouds, from way up, from an 
airplane, it’s all sinister, dark and evil, but from close up, below, ring-a-ring-o’- 
roses! It’s all full of charming spots, of rich shade, of pretty chalets!.. Got to go 
through it to know., you don’t learn that in school. 

That makes the lucky numbers nice and optimistic!.. Let the others msh to 
the slaughter!.. The guys in clover sing well together in chorus!.. It’s music to 
your ears especially when there’s lots of trimmings!., jaunty pals like Cascade!..

Then we all rush for Boro! Ah! the big half-wit!., the louse!., the drunk... 
everyone jumps on his paunch!., rummages through him, searches him all over!, 
maybe he’s still got another one?

They bawl him out something awful! 

He takes it well.. That doesn’t worry him!.. He’s laughing!., he giggles 
because they’re tickling him! 

"Do you have another one?” 

They rough-and-tumble him again, they’re really after him.. Tackett wants to 
kick him out.. He’s worried about his premises!., his goods!., his wood!.. 
Prospero was so down in the dumps he didn’t say a single word. He must have 
been worrying about his pub, his customers, mainly about his lease..

What a scramble!.. Crazy to give yourself to the Ephemeral!.. A thousand times 
better to perish nicely carrying off the flute!.. But still you need the moment of 
high ecstasy! Not all who want to can go off to music! The chosen moment!.. 
You have to last while waiting.. That’s what 1 always say! Pros and cons! Jump 
here!.. Bounce there!., get hold of the daily bread.. A flea’s life!. They spy on 
you!.. What torture!. 1 gave you a violent picture of the kind at Tackett’s. 
Running off with the flute is another matter! You’ll see. No time for a jerk-off!.. 

Since the blowup at the Dingby what a scramble! What exercise! From 
waiting-rooms to shady hotels, from basements to attics, from rats to rats, what 
drops! what climbs! from Salvation Army joints to tuppenny landladies at night, 
what a runaround! Cascade had scared me stiff with his stories about the 
Consulate’s being after me.. My nerves weren’t too steady any more. 1 went off 
my nut easily.. I’d dash from one neighborhood to another. Never twice in the 
same room because of the suspicious questions... 1 was being sensible... 1 
hadn’t seen any of the others!., followed to a T the careful advice... 1 avoided 
Leicester and Bedford, the beat, the sidewalks with the women, where 1 might 
have learned something.. Still 1 was on pins and needles!.. And there was a good 
reason!.. Not a line in the papers. Cascade must have forked over!.. We weren’t 
to see one another until he got in touch with me! 

..I’d kept my word. The critical stage had passed!., the cops were sniffing 
elsewhere., after other riffraff.. Only I was getting low in cash!.. Before the 
blowup I’d borrowed about ten pounds from Cascade. I hadn’t been extravagant, 
all the same the end was in sight... I couldn’t sleep on the bare ground, it gave 
me howling cramps on account of my arm!.. I was forced to take a bed.. That’s 
always expensive., even in the most modest places. I spent my time at the 
movies.. I still remember the programs.. They were mostly Pearl White in The 
Mysteries of New York.. In spite of the hours I spent there, I still had a lot of time 
on my hands.. I’d take the little streets in Soho, the bustling busy ones, where the 



people kept going., where it's a perpetual little fair., they swarm around the 
shops from Shaftesbury to Wig-more Street, the windows full, in the doorways, 
all teeming with crowds, it covers you up, reassures you, at the same time it’s 
lively, it distracts you., still and all after ten or twelve days like that, of coming 
and going in the streets, it began to be enough.

I wish all roads 
were rivers.. It’s the spell... the bewitchment., it’s the movement of the water... 
Just so, without wanting to, an idea in my head, right at the lapping of the 
Thames.. I stood there having visions.. The charm was too much for me, 
especially with the big ships., everything gliding around., twisting in and out, 
foaming, the dinghies, the south landing of the docks., cutters and brigantines 
tacking., coming in. drifting., skimming the bank. Floating lazily!. It’s magical!., 
no denying it!.. A ballet!.. It’s hallucinating! 

..It’s hard to drag yourself away!. You got into the swing of things a bit with 
the little ferry, the Dolphin., two little trips., from shore to shore.. I’ve done it 
five or six times! like a holiday!., round trip!.. Barbeley-Greenwich... almost 
touching the big cargoes, the colossal potbellies going upstream, the propellers 
buzzing away like mad., drifting in the eddies., roaring, grunting in alarm., 
scared of the landings. What beauty!, gulls flying! glide to heaven! enough 
dreaming! down to earth, boy! Not a penny left in my pocket! Get going! 
Greenwich, it’s sad! Let’s go now! enough dawdling! mooning!.. I’ve got to find 
that son-of-a-bitch! It was understood, definite! at The Horror’s place. 

He’d told me.. Greenwich Alley.. Greenwich Park... Van Claben Junior, his 
real moniker, he’d explained it carefully, not far from the south wharf. What 
would they say when they saw me?. They’d surely spot me from outside.. Maybe 
they wouldn’t open the door?... Ah! my mind was made up! But no undue 
confidence! I was going and that was all... 

i look around a bit... to see if I don’t smell cops.. The name of the place?. 
“Titus Van Claben”. If there’re any suspicious characters around.. It’s all quiet., 
all reassuring.. Three or four people on the steps just chatting., probably clients., 
they were waiting their turn... In the park kids running around, dashing all over, 
racing through the lanes.. In short, everything pretty normal. Besides the 
weather’s fine., bright sun, almost warm.. That’s rare in London in early May.. 



From the open windows on the first floor I hear Boro pounding it out., same as 
usual., that’s fine.. It’s his touch all right, his music, I don’t think I’m wrong.. 
He’s there, the tramp!.. I say to myself, “I’m in luck!.. He’s at the piano... he 
might have been in jail! ”... I was beginning to get dopey walking from one 
neighborhood to another., day and night! A nasty kind of fatigue!. Still, not 
completely shot! 

.. but almost., well, just about pooped., and besides, a pain in my arm from 
sleeping any old place, from snoring on bumpy beds!., and besides, buzzings in 
my ears so shrill and painful they’d make me close my eyes... A cripple’s life is 
lousy, and it’s bad to be broke... it gives you nasty, vicious ideas. But anything 
was better than the army! What if they ever made me go back? It was God¬ 
damned possible according to that windbag!.. What if they were looking for me 
at the Consulate?.. Suppose they were scraping the bottom of the barrel... It was 
a chance I was taking, all the same, still and all. It was that much to the good as a 
matter of fact. One chance in a thousand being there in London. I’ll tell you how. 
Downright luck!. A real treat!. A reversal of fate! 

.. What a break!.. And Cascade, no denying it, what a windfall!. All of it 
through Raoul. There was a poor guy for you! What tough luck!.. I’ll tell about 
that, too!.. Mustn’t sulk about destiny!. I was lucky, and how!. All the others like 
me were cooked! They were digging their foxholes in the Artois, or elsewhere!, 
in the 16th Heavy!, in the armored division.. Some of them had switched... to 
the hungry infantry., splattered, piled up in the lime., shelled ten, twelve hours at 
a time! Here’s to their health! It was better here! Got to realize!. Roses! Even in 
delicate moments!.. Ah! no getting soft!.. Grab everything!.. Always on the 
lookout! I pulled myself together! I held on! My pals weren’t too respectable, of 
course, I agree, but a wonderful family for me, knew all the ropes.. Since I was 
well recommended, coming from poor Raoul, a fine welcome right off!.. Till 
then., just a couple of little slips!., and then the blowup at the Dingby!. They’d 
dropped me a little. It was inevitable! 

.. Now had to make a comeback... I’d find them all right through Boro!. So 
there I was in front of the door, "Van Claben Titus”... It was the moment for 
decision... I ring.. I knock. Nobody answers. I bang again. I insist.. 

"Boro!. It’s me! ” I yell out right from the park. 

Finally Monsieur is so good as to appear... He leans out the window.. There 
he is!.. He’s amazed to see me... He motions to me.. 

"Take it easy! Take it easy!. Come back a little later!” 

I show him my belt, that I’ve had to tighten it! 

"Sh! Sh! ” he starts again... He shows me the lane of trees away off, I've got 
to go away!.. 



Hell no! it’s not possible! Enough walking!.. 

The clients, the people around coming and going, waiting on the steps, don’t 
give a damn about our gesturing.. Just then the door opens!. There’s Titus!. Titus 
Van Claben! known as The Horror!. That’s his nickname!. 1 recognize him right 
away from the stories... He simply appears in the doorway in a big pasha’s 
costume, that’s the way he runs his business... all got up in yellow and purple 
silk with an enormous turban and also a cane full of precious stones and a big 
jeweler’s magnifying glass. That’s exactly the way he is in the shop. He carries 
on his business in oriental fancy dress... He wants to chase me away 
immediately... his first instinct... He doesn’t know me. What’s the difference. 1 
don’t bat an eyelash! He looks me up and down.. 

"Ah! so it’s you making all that racket!” 

He talks French, but with a thick accent, he comes down on it hard, like the 
one upstairs. They’re both greasers.. 

"You can go to hell!” I answer.. 

Right off, Boro starts giggling! He’s above us, he busts out laughing! He 
contemplates us., from the front boxes.. 

The caliph blinks... He chorts... He wants to bluff me!.. He’s attacking me, 
he’s in a rage, he’s flapping around... he jumps up and down in his pants, his 
enormous baggy silks.. Ah! the big nasty stinker!. "You going to get out of here, 
you little bandit? Go beat it! Go on!” 

He starts waving his stick at me. 

1 stay put. 

"Go beat it! Go on! ” He’s starting again.. He’s in such a stew his turban’s 
wobbling on his head.. 

"Get out of here! Don’t let me see you again!. You want to debauch him 
again?. That what you’ve come for?. You don’t think he’s depraved enough?” 

He points to Boro up above laughing out loud, splitting so that he’s hanging 
limp on the window sill. What a couple! 

1 thought he was funny at first, the potbellied stinker, now he starts running 
at me. 

"I’ll give it to you, you wretch!” 

1 don’t like threats. It’s happening in public, it’s grotesque.. 

"Go ’way, you scoundrel!” he repeats. Me! A war cripple! 

Hell no! 

"I’ll have both of you arrested! ” 

He points to both of us. 

My, my, another jealous guy! 

Now the other one starts talking, he’s delivering an address from the 



window, right to the public, he’s speechifying.. 

"Greetings! everybody!. Greetings, gents!. Greetings, mopey!. Greetings, 
pal!”.. 

He’s brandishing a big bottle, a whiskey gallon, he takes a swig, right down 
his throat from the bottle.. He’s making a spectacle of himself. The people are 
laughing themselves sick!. They’re roaring! They’re waiting for what comes 
next! 

The pasha’s stamping, sputtering, he’s wild with rage.. 

"Get inside! you damned dog!. Get inside!” he yells.. "Aren’t you drunk 
enough? And you, you little wretch, do you know what’s in store for you?” 

Ah! it’s a threat, a direct one!.. 

Ah! no! I don’t know a thing about it. Ah! It’s a fact!.. He still sickens me, 
that’s sure! It’s true I’ve got only one arm! 

.. but he’s going too far!.. I’m going to let him have it!.. I go through the 
spectators, that’ll do!. "Wait, Caliph of my heart! ”. I rush up to him.. Seeing 
him right in front of my face flabbergasts me, he’s unbelievable!. Right in broad 
daylight! All made up!. A mug like a plaster mask!. Some job!..even worse than 
Joconde! and jowls, Madame! and rolls of fat with cream! and powder!., even 
lipstick!.. The effect upon me is fantastic, a terrific illusion, a mirage... he 
fascinates me. He’s looking straight at me too.. Looks me up and down, he’s 
blinking... He starts scrutinizing me with his big magnifying glass.. 

"Oh! Oh!” he suddenly screams... "Oh my! young man! But young man! 
You’re not at all well!” 

Ah! I brush him off!.. 

"But you look very ill to me!.. Come in!.. Come in!.. Rest yourself!” 

He’s inviting me.. He’s suddenly changed his tone., obsequious now, 
sympathetic., oily.. 

"You must be very tired! Come in!. Lie down!” 

He’s just too polite! 

I come out of my daze, I dash through the door, I find the stairway... I bound 
up the steps, two at a time.. 

A room, what a shambles!. I stumble over everything!. Boro’s sprawled out. 
oof! shapeless on the sofa. He sees me., he gets up.. 

"Ah! there you are! Oh! my boy!. Oh! my boy!. Oh! what a mess! Have you 
run into Matthew?” 

His first words: Matthew!.. That’s all that’s worrying him.. 

"Where’s Matthew?” 

He just keeps mumbling "Matthew! ”... He doesn’t even ask what’s been 
happening to me!. 



"No!” I answer. "I don’t know where Matthew is!. You big drunk!. But I 
think he’ll be along soon!, from the way you raise hell!, the way you collect a 
crowd!” 

I was giving him my opinion. 

"Me raise hell?”. Ah! he’s bristling. Right away violence!. He’s brandishing 
his bottle at me! He wants to throw it in my face.. 

He stumbles. He moves forward!. He falls all o\er himself!.. Ba-da-da- 
boom!. The old guy downstairs starts howling!, by repercussion!, he’s yelping at 
me. a shrill whining voice, acrazy bitch! 

"Will you stop it, you riffraff! You’ll break everything! Boro play me the 
Merry Widow Waltz!” 

There’s also a piano in the corner.. The pasha wants music! 

quite exacting! a wish of his!, he’s screaming with desire! 

"The Merry Widow Waltz. You hear me? The Merry Widow! ” 

Immediately he throws a tantrum... He flutters around! jumps about, a real 
madwoman! 

He sets the whole shop bouncing, shakes the floor! What a racket! He keeps 
time by knocking on the ceiling!., with the cane!, he’s raging for the Merry 
Widow Waltz! 

"Shit!” the other one answers. "Shit! you dumb hussy!” 

That was Boro from his sofa... He shot that one down the stairs.. 

"You’re already drunk, Borokrom!” the old guy answers.. "You’ve been 
drinking like a hole!” 

They’re at one another now... 

"Like a hole?”. Ah! that’s the limit!. "Tell me, what kind of hole? What kind 
of hole? Ass-hole, is that it?” 

It’s too outrageous!.. Boro gets up! He wants to hear that to his face, what 
the old guy’s insinuating! he’s going downstairs, shit! He stumbles... he 
staggers.. He gets to the stairs.. His shirt hanging out like a smock, his belly 
sagging. He’s reeling again. Boom!, he tumbles, upsets, rolls down., crashes into 
the shop... A mess.. Right into the whole works. Right into the crockery.. The 
pyramid of fruit dishes, plates! Thunder!.. A cataract!. The old boy’s choking 
with fury. The client in front of the counter yelps., she’s bleating with horror.. 
She wants to run away., she can’t!. Everything falls all over her!. The old guy 
tries to help her, to pull her out! he yanks at her, by her shoes... he takes a firm 
stand, ho! hip! hup!, the whole works tumbles down again!.. 

"You, you tramp? You just standing there?”. He’s talking to me. I go 
downstairs. He wants me!. I dash forward. I grab her by the feet... I get her out 
of the chaos., back into the light.. The two fatsoes immediately start brawling 



again. Insults, threats, right over the lady’s belly.. With her underneath 
screaming to death!. 

Boro grabs the old guy by the hair.. Ah! now he’s going to bash him!. The 
turban wobbles!. He’s squeezing his Adam’s apple. He’s strangling him, by 
God!. He calls the customer to witness, how he’s going to strangle the old guy... 

“And he wanted to murder me!.. I’m telling you, Madame, a pirate! ” 

And then, so she won’t misunderstand, they both fall on her, they come 
crashing down on her., they roll over her, body to body., she was just a slender 
thing.. She’d come to borrow on her "bond,” her Mexican stock. She’s still 
holding it in her hand.

He was afraid she’d yell outside., but there’s the caliph escaping!., flattening 
himself, making himself flabby-wabby under the grip, he sort of melted himself 
from enormous to all-shriveled-up under the force... his whole big ass, his big 
belly, he’s slipping., dissolving, he gets away, just look at him! Pop!, he’s up 
again! All balloon! He springs up from the combat! He rushes to a big knife 
there on the table.. Luckily I move fast, I grab him by his skirts... his baggy 
pants, I tear at his silks, head over heels!..Pa-ta-ta-boom!. His ass in the air!. Ah! 
good thing I came!. Boro lets right go of the client... he grabs a rifle from the 
umbrella stand, a big-game Winchester, an awful bludgeon., and he runs after 
The Horror! The fight goes on! He’s going to whack him with the butt! He’s 
brandishing his blunderbuss in the air! There’s a scramble in the back of the 
room!. It’s all closed in. muffled. I can hardly see., just the light of a water- 
lamp... an oddlooking gadget on the table, there near the customer, a big 
globe... a drip glass for oil underneath.. 

I can just about see the hysteria!., the way they’re both whacking away at 
each other!. I want the lady at least to be saved!, my presence of mind!. I grab 
hold of her again in the pile of crockery. I pull her out again by her skirt. I yank! 
Oh! whiss! I get all of her out! I stand her up straight! vertical! she’s wobbly!, 
she can’t stand up! she sits down., she’s breathing hard..

they’re planted squarely on top of her., she’s all flattened out!. 1 crawl toward 
the door. 1 give up! 

air!. I’m all in!. I’m croaking too!. A puff!.. A breath! Have pity! I’ve made 
it!.. Oof! I push! The door! The cool wind! Ah! the old man’s choking! Ooh! 
awful!.. Right in the breadbasket, on top of the other, in the back, in the dark, 
arms locked!. The air got him! choking outright! 

It was too cool! "Asthma! Asthma!” he gasps at me! he’s suffocating!., 
puking!.. Ah! he’s going to drop dead sure thing, his eyes are rolling! And it all 
collapses! caftan, silks, puffed pants, the guy himself.. He’s there on the floor., 
he’s drooling, groaning. We unhook his jacket, he’s having convulsions, 
foaming, a mess!., he’s going to pass out!., his eyes are rolling like crazy!. The 
customer spins round with fear, she flies out through the door!, she leaves 
everything there!., her things, her bag!., her stocks!.. 

She just about gets out when another dame breezes in.. This one was even 
worse!. Starts screaming right away., clamoring! a fit of barking! she’s hardly 
seen the thing, the pasha like that on his back... a horrible scene right away.. 
Boro knows her. 

"Delphine! Delphine!” he calls.. 

It’s the maid... He tells me it’s the maid!.. 

Where’s she coming from?... She immediately throws herself on her boss.. 
She covers him with tears, with kisses!.. She’s very fond of her Mr. Titus.. She 
wants him to come right to his senses... to open his eyes!.. Boro’s busy with 
him, too!.. He also wants him to come around!.. He’s doing all he can.. He’s 
squatting in contortions.. He’s breathing into him everywhere, in his ears, in his 
mouth. Ah! the battle’s over!. Now it’s everything to save the man!. He stretches 
out his arms in the form of a cross... He lifts him up., lowers him., artificial 
respiration. That does him good immediately... He starts breathing a little, they 
sit him down., with his back to the wall., they prop him up with cushions... he 
breaks down again, slumps again... he f alls to the right, then to the left!. He 
wants to inhale smelling salts, he mumbles, groans, he wants'.. The salts are in 
the closet! on the first floor! quick! quick! quick!.. Boro can’t go up! He has to 
work on him. So I jump up!. I find them right away.. The bottle’s empty! Woe 
upon woe!.. 

It makes Delphine roar!. What an ordeal! 

"Mr. Titus!. Please! Wake up!.. Be yourself!” 



Awful clamors! she grabs him. shakes him!. He’s got to come to! got to 
revive! All means! use everything! She’s an extraordinary maid! blazing with 
affection and zeal!..You can’t deny it! she’s a fine person! Her boss isn’t a pretty 
sight! Her hippo’s not dainty! He’s lying there in his silks full of his filth., his 
vomit., he’s still gurgling!., his eyes are swiveling, they get rigid, revulse. Ah! 
it’s horrible to watch! 

.. and then poof!.. He turns crimson!.. So livid just a second ago!. He’s 
swelling up with big gobs... his mouth’s full... he makes an effort. Relief 
comes!.. She holds his head... she helps him.. 

"Good! Mr. Claben! Good!” 



She’s quite pleased.. She’s down on her knees, holding him up., she’s 
encouraging him... at every gasp a nice word..

We hoist him up on it, whew!. He’s heavy! We arrange his pillows. Have to put 
his jacket on him, his yellow and purple silks, his turban, he insists on it! He’s 
getting kittenish again! Ah! that means he’s feeling better!.. Got to let him have 
all his trinkets, all his pasha junk, his bells and moire ribbons! and now his 
moneybag! and his blunderbuss!., top to toe! Fine! He wants all of it right there 
on his bed!, all beside him!. Right away! He’s quite demanding.. He’s got no 
more confidence., and his jeweler’s glass!., and his carved cane!.. Got to have it 
all right there!.. He’s had his head punched in... he’s got a shiner!., blue and red 
and bleeding!., and his left eyebrow’s split open!. Delphine’s kissing him. she 
grabs him around the waist, hugs him. cajoles him, adores him!. She’s an ardent 
servant!..

He 
demands music.. All his ideas are coming back.. 

"Boro! Boro!” he mutters, whining, unhappy. "Boro! Boro! 

The Merry Widow Waltz!”. Still wants it!. He insists on it... 

Boro’s sprawled out there collapsed, in a pile of furs at Claben’s side. He’s 
fallen asleep on the pile. The battle royal’s done him good.. His nerves were 
wound up.. He’s snoring now with his belly in the air. We shake him.. He’s got 
to obey!. It’s the sick man’s will.. 

"Get up! Get up! Get to the piano! You big loafer!” 

Delphine doesn’t give a damn that he’s sleeping! Everything for her boy! 

"Get up! ”... He’s got to get up, the louse! and right away! "Go on! Go on! 
Merry Widow Waltz! pianist! damn it!”.. That’s the way they handle him!..

i have been telling it all like a stick... First I’ve got to organize myself, give 
you something of an idea, something of a picture of what it was like, the place, 
the setting.. It’s the excitement that throws me off, flusters me, spoils the effect.

Ah! it was an ideal spot, no denying it, for looking out, the view and 
everything, for anyone who’s got a turn for voyages, navigation, playing truant.. 

A wonderfully situated house, a whole theatre in front of his windows, an 
amazing setting of greenery on the greatest port in the world... In the good 
season it turned straight into a dreamland. Should’ve seen the display of flower 
beds!, all kinds, yellow, red, purple, dazzling, all varieties, enough to get you all 
worked up, restore all your confidence, pleasant giddiness.. 

Only a sullen mope would contradict me!. Especially after the winter of 
1915-16, so harsh and merciless. It was a terrific springtime!.. Nature’s 
maddening sweetness, a blossoming of the grove, enough to bust open the 
cemeteries! to make the tapers dance a jig!.. I saw it! I can talk!.. 

When spring started cutting up that way it always had a bad effect on The 
Horror, whose story I’m telling, it made him jumpy! out of sorts. He didn’t want 
to hear about blithe blossoming.. He’d shrivel up in a bad temper at the back of 
his shop, closed in, shifty-looking, he was suspicious of the radiant season, he 
kept all his windows and blinds shut... He couldn’t tolerate the whiffs of spring. 
He’d lock up his shop at six in the evening. He was afraid of clematis, of daisy 
magic, he tolerated only the customers.. All he wanted to see was business, 
customers, not little birds, no, nor roses. He could take care of himself! He spat 
on crazy nature!. There was only one thing, for example, that made him woozy, 
moony, tender, soft, that was music.. Greedy enough to gobble up his hands, a 



disgusting pig, a damned first-class usurer, you could moisten him only with 
melody, and not a little either!. Totally!. Didn’t give a damn about tail, tobacco 
or pretty faces, dead set against whisky, not a homo either, nothing at all, he was 
really frigid, except to little piano tunes, to melodious fantasy. And he never 
went out. you had to go and get him. He didn't go out because of his asthma that 
the fogs from the river would bring on at the first whiff.. I’ve given you an idea 
of an attack. Boro knew his boss, he’d take advantage of the magic spell!. When 
he was down to nothing, beaten by the cops or the races, he’d come in from 
London unexpected, he’d fall on The Horror, attack him by the digestion, and 
put him to sleep melodiously... If you could have seen the job, the style!.. The 
old guy would never have admitted that it gave him such pleasure. It was almost 
his damnation, especially after lunch. Must have been something exceptional, all 
the circumstances of life, that they’d known each other formerly, in the past, a 
way off in their youth, for him to let himself be bewitched that way by such a 
crafty scoundrel, even worse perhaps than himself... I learned all about it little 
by little, in the course of things, piecemeal. Boro didn’t complicate things, he’d 
go straight through the shop, without shilly-shallying, not a word, he’d climb 
upstairs, impolite, attack the ivories. The old guy would curse and swear as he 
passed, he’d yell out insults, he’d go nuts for a while, he’d call him a hyena, a 
blackmailer, a stinking disgusting fat pimp.. Boro, who wasn’t tongue-tied, 
would let him have it right back, there’d be a nice show of fireworks!., and then 
it would subside, pretty quickly. They were just being a little kittenish. They 
were quite pleased with one another.. 

On the first floor under the beams was the big stock of instruments, 
especially the strings, mandolins, pledged harps, and cellos, a closetful of 
violins, bits of guitars and zithers, an awful hodgepodge, a whole cartload of 
clarinets, oboes, cornets, flutes, piccolos, an entire trunk full of ocarinas, all 
kinds of trick gadgets for the wind., and exotic instruments, two Madagascan 
drums, a tom-tom, three Japanese balalaikas, enough to make all London dance, 
to accompany a continent, to stock a couple of dozen orchestras in The Horror’s 
garret alone., merely with the securities of musicians who’d evaporated... the 
unredeemed pledges, the junk hanging around. The old guy was supposed to 
clear it out, to get rid of it all in Petticoat, the headquarters for secondhand stuff, 
their flea market, so as to give himself room! But he kept putting it off from day 
to day. It was too painful, he couldn’t make up his mind... He was too fond of 
his instruments... He even bought up others... especially pianos. The latest one 
a 

Pleyel, a perfect baby grand at retail price, a smart-looking model from 
Maxon’s, a dream.. Shows you how bad he was bitten!. How music got him.. 



Not that he played personally, he couldn’t have hit out a note, but his place was 
full of it and it gave him such a kick that he couldn’t find a reason for putting it 
on sale.. He accumulated piles of harps and trombones, it was such a jammed 
chaos under the rafters that it just wasn’t possible, you couldn’t push the door, it 
blocked all the skylights.. He could have made dough, he who was so damned 
tight, whence his nickname, old sordid, a monster who’d eat rat, a miser who’d 
skin a penny, he’d have sold fishbone if there’d been a taker anywhere, but when 
it came to music he took such a stand that he forgot all about his natural bent.. 

In order to make room Boro would knock everything right and left., with big 
kicks., he’d pick at something in the pile, a saxophone, a piccolo, a mandolin., 
he’d fool around with the gadget for a while., just so., a bit of a prelude... a 
fantasy, nothing at all. he’d drop it. just a whim!, then he’d yank out his piano, 
ferociously, clear away all the junk, whatever was in his way. the whole 
museum!. Bara-boom!.. finally installed, stool, all ready!., on with the waltz!. 
Arpeggios, trills, gingerbread, you know, plugging it, street stuff., with the best 
possible variations for charm, plaintive, tinsel, sob-stuff, it could go on forever., 
it was irresistible... It would make a crocodile start daydreaming.. But you’ve 
got to have the knack.. It’s the magic know-how... to turn on the charm 
anywhere, jolly place, dull occasion, smart salon, cuckold ball, gloomy lofts, 
sinister squares, hopeless streets, communions, country inns, All Saints’ Day, 
low dives, July 14ths!. a zim! bang! ding! and it starts, never meets resistance!. I 
know what I’m talking about.. Later on, after lots of ups and downs I sold some 
of that market-place stuff with Boro, that nice strummed jigging.. Should’ve 
heard our "three-handed” numbers. I did the "one-armed” bass, my octave run, I 
had time to think about how the charm works., later on, as the days went by... it 
has to keep going! that’s the big secret, never slow up never stop! it’s got to keep 
popping away like seconds, each with its little tick, its little dancing hurrying 
soul, but, by God, kept on the move by the next one!., perks you up with a trill., 
nicks you!, tinkles right into your worries, plays tricks with time, tickles your 
trouble, teases, pleases and tinkles your worries, and turn! turn! whirls you 
round!, carries you off. constant gallop! notes and notes!., and then the 
arpeggio!., another trill! the English air sweeps along cool and saucy!., a high 
jig!, pedal thunders! never backs out!, or sighs., rests!., that’s what’s sad when 
you think about it!., all that wild sweetness, always shooting ahead, note after 
note. Should’ve seen Boro at it! some performer! when it came to the ivories, 
flashiness, but flighty rhythms!, and what a repertoire!, some memory!, 
variations ad infinitum. He, rather uncouth by nature and really just a brute and 
pretty impossible with his mania for explosives, would get all fluttery, all 
showery, all elfin!. His mind was in his fingers. Pixy hands!., butterflies on the 



ivories.. He’d spin about the harmonies!, snatch them on the wing!, dreams and 
fancies!, garlands, twists and turns, nimble pranks. Possessed! 

.. that’s the word for it!., by twenty little devils in his fingers!.. Never out of 
sorts or tired! for hours and hours I’ve seen him like that capering from thirds to 
fourths and dotted rests... a run., gingerbread., never just musing, or sighing., 
never a single word. "That’s enough! ”... always brisk., gay hypnotic nodding 
with his big dome, five, three fingers, crash!, back to the keynote!. A big chord! 
sharp! He made it!.. The charm follows through! It’s the old refrain dignified 
and tricky. Never coming, never ending!, all hearts!, and so much for that!., and 
no nonsense!., and let’s drop the music! and good night for the pedal!., and it’s 
just sob-stuff!., just a plugging!., sleight of hand!., crossing fingers!., beat it, 
cheapjack!.. and go on, go on! 

break down the F!. the A!, the B!. the C! C! skid... at it again!., beat it to the 
end of the sharps!. There it goes again!, never dies out!. What a break!. Rum-ti- 
ti-tum!. Everyone’s puffing! swooning, giving up!, kidding the ivories!, low- 
down style, rough and winning!, brutal and stinging! with ping! pang!., loosens 
the notes!., wizard with his hands! conquers and strikes!., dum-ti-ti- turn!., 
sweeps all before him!, everyone’s sailing!, everything’s spellbound, dissolved, 
blinking! blinking at the waves! ding! ding! dong!.. Don’t buckle!.. Hold on to 
the B! sharp! sharp! sharp!, turn!.. 

The thing’s been all the rage since, done a thousand times, chewed up, puked 
out by all the tin pans in the world, by all the jazz bands of the continents!., by 
jukeboxes, practically everywhere., botched-up tinsel.. But at the time I’m 
talking about, it was still new... a hash no one had ever heard., the tough 
sentimental kind of thing, the kidding throb, message of the low-down times that 
were on their way! roguish tinkling at the corners of squares... at the doors of 
pubs, the tart nervous music... soft-pedal and oop-la staccato!., the poker-faced 
screw, by far the best!., the cream and pepper!., no one wanted anything else! 
cynical, basic and hurried!., notes stripped!, heart stripped!, turn!., tarn!, turn!, 
frolicking, four, five, three-fingered crack! on with the whirligig and with 
arpeggios and you know what!, hold pedal!, and it’s up in the air!, and not tired 
on the left, the accompaniment full of little dreams, naughty as possible!. I can’t 
tear myself away from it!.. No use talking... it sounds delicious!.. It’s 
spellbinding, it’s free and easy! It’s a treat rolled off by a pianist who knows 
zum! pirn! wham! the heart of things!, who knows how to get at it, merciless! to 
take command, cruelly, right from the start, to pack the theme in!., to carry way. 
and yoop! and zoom!, zim! Keep moving, trills! and chords!.. Shake it, scales 
sharps galore! Waves all screwball!. It’s tough!. It’s masterful!, puffy!, the spell 
of technique!.. 



Titus understood it. You wouldn’t have thought so at first from his face, by 
looking at him, a potbellied sneaky-looking hippo, stuck away in his filth and 
semidarkness, and yet he was sensitive, influenced, in seventh heaven as soon as 
it got going., hypnotized, frozen, swooning, especially when it went on and on 
and on.. He’d sit there all washed out, prostrated, aching with the charm. He 
didn’t dare move at all.. It was just too much., he’d close his eyes., he’d shrivel 
up in his pillows, deep in his easy chair, he’d let the customers float by, he’d 
stop answering questions.. He’d even put them out., impolite, with their pledges, 
their saucers, their secondhand junk, he wanted to be let the hell alone!.. 

He became indifferent to everything as long as the music kept coming, still 
kept falling from upstairs!, the waves of harmony!., the pretty tunes, the 
playthings, the little rip-plings, the string of variations!., reeled off this way, that 
way., everything that came from that big hulk’s fingers., sorcery. 

Ah! but he mustn’t stop! Ah! by God!, mustn’t slacken a single minute!., not 
a second!.. He’d suddenly get awful! he’d yell, swear something fierce!. He’d 
grab anything.. He’d lose all control!.. Banging on the ceiling, enough to scatter 
everything!, to bring the house down!, in a fury! 

fit to be tied!. Keep playing!. Get started, by God! Death!.. 

Boro upstairs knew all about it... he knew the act!., the charm or death! shit!, 
shit!, shit!. He’d cLaw out the little torture.. He’d announce, yell out his price, 
his tax!.. 

"Hand me the money!. One bob, Mister! One bob!., right away or I won’t 
ever play again!” One shilling! One shilling! or nothing! The categorical 
condition, take it., leave it!.. 

The musician stuck to his guns!, his shilling right away! 

"Have it you dirty dog! Have it you rascal! ” 

The old guy thrashed about, insults!, but he had to fork over! 

"Here, take it! you pig! you bandit!” 

He’d get them, force his hand!, about two or three shillings an hour, two or 
three pauses!. Boro had character when it came to that!.. He wouldn’t have 
played again! never!. The old guy had to bring up the two shillings himself!, 
with difficulty, he’d struggle up the stairs. Boro wouldn’t budge from the piano., 
he’d never have gone down., and then he’d make him wait a little while., work 
him up., susceptible as all that!., after all, he was fed up!., let the old boy rave 
downstairs... let him get jumpy, let him beg again. Then he'd start, very low, 
muting it all, with a sly turn on the pedal, with a plaintive refrain., dreamy., 
doing the whole bass in arpeggios... the melody, B-minor beaded, and always 
ragging the tonic! Ah! watch it! Bringing back everything to the quick tremolo 
rigadoon rhythm. That’s the trick!., the magic!., the lost plaintive sweetness!.. 



Aim! and ding! bim! dead little things dancing to the tune., three fingers., five 
fingers., and then the rest of it., and then the chord and everything rushes off!., 
goblins!., and it’s won spruce and shrill!., all the little live ones dash in! 
dawdling from a scale played in thirds, weaving motifs, and spattering! all the 
fingers spattering!., the brisk rondo!., the refrain! and everything topples!, and it 
all zips up again!, giddily!. Zim! Zang! Ping!.. 

And so on until dinner, sometimes three or four hours at a stretch!., wilting, 
galloping! octaves in DLding! dim! bim! twitteringly!.. hearts and flowers! five! 
three! four! Zim!.. a shower of sharps! from sad to gay! and rigadoon!.. 

In his three or four hours of banging away Boro easily wangled his quid!., 
from pub to pub, always his style, "Sugar, please! ”... a dead stop., and off 
again... It was flashy stuff, hard work, but not so tough as his number outside. 
He didn’t like being indoors, he much preferred the street, life in the open air! 
the piano on wheels to play outside standing up.. Still the street’s no joke, you 
can realize, much worse than the pubs when it comes to cops. You’re in their 
paws, that tells everything!.. Always there crabbing and bullying, that you’re 
bottling up their gutters!, treated like mutts!. And then the street..the 
competition! the minstrels! the blackfaces!..Ought to see the type! what yappers! 
coal-heads! they banged out the bamboola! the thing they were doing at the 
time!., the day’s jazz., screaming it out a little like Joconde! 

.. their yowling! 

The people ate it up!.. Those bums came up from the beaches, they were 
allowed since the war. They’d finish a sidewalk in three yelps. They’d take in 
enough for a week! For that, it was less dumb doing the pubs, Boro was forced 
to admit.. 

Circumstances forced us to work in the open too, pushing around our 
instrument on rollers! 

Naturally it turned out badly. I’ll tell about it later on.. 

The mountains of junk around Titus were an amazing sight. Everything was 
just itching to fall down.. Things would topple over for no reason at all. It would 
collapse in avalanches, in valleys, in rushes of hardware, over baby carriages, 
women’s bicycles, crockery and knickknacks, curios, it would thunder down, 
down on the mattresses pillows blankets enough to cover the fourteen docks, 
loads of bottle baskets, fiendish slaughters, pyramids of top hats, fans for a 
thousand tropics, enough to uncurl the cutting blasts, to brush off all the north 
winds, such a wall of quilts that if they came down on you it meant sure death by 
soft swooning, a coma under feathers!.. Titus felt quite comfortable in the midst 
of this enormous mass!., in the heart of trading., right in the chaotic crater, that’s 
where he felt in top form, with a reason for living, right in the sanctuary, behind 



his globe, his water-lamp... Had to see him in action, there was no one like him 
for breaking down a customer, for brushing away all his shrewdness, just by 
undoing the package, his way of feeling the weight of the thing under the lamp 
shade... the lace., the tea service, the delicate knickknack, the cherished bauble, 
the way he depreciated the article, just by breathing on it... so that it wasn’t 
worth a thing... it was just cheap junk, a rabbit fart... it was amazing enough 
that he, Titus in person, so difficult and delicate, let himself be interested in such 
cheap, shoddy stuff, such paltry filthy slop, it wasn’t worth the string it was tied 
in!.. He’d start just by putting it on the scale, the way he’d tap the pan. it didn’t 
weigh anything, really nothing!, a piffle!.. He’d listen to the sound of the poor 
thing... the bright red coffeepot, really it was worthless!. He’d question the 
person with a frown. How much did he want? very skeptical.. He’d reset his 
turban.. He’d scratch his head... He wouldn’t hear the answers. The remarks 
were blotted out because of his hearing device.. He’d take it out just at that 
moment from under the table... at the end of the discussion, at the final veto... 
his ear trumpet of great deafness.. He’d blink, squint., whistle... He couldn’t 
believe his big eyes., the naive person was exaggerating so. the nerve!. He’d put 
in his trumpet again. He wanted to hear it again!, the terrifying figure!. Ah! 
shocked!, couldn’t be possible! He didn’t believe his ear! He’d raise his eyelids 
to pronounce judgment, his offer? a tenth!, if that! And maybe!, first a fiver and 
then! and then that was all! Take it. leave it!., he’d bring the drama to a quick 
end. Ah! not another word! not another sigh!.. It wasn’t worth insisting. He’d 
settle down in his easy chair.. He’d pull his big coat over him., lower his turban 
over his eyes. He stopped seeing anything!. You wouldn’t see him!.. 

It was dingy in his place, almost dark, except for the globe lamp on the table 
which gave out a kind of gleam, an aquarium green. The blinds were never 
opened except for a moment before dinner when Delphine was cleaning, when 
the governess came, his "governess”! she wouldn’t have any other name. 

"Call me Delphine or governess! but not your maid! I’m not your maid! I’m 
not your maid!” 

As soon as you arrived she let you know then and there what her rank in the 
house was, so you wouldn’t look down on her, as soon as you said hello, that she 
wasn’t a maid, "Governess”!., and in a tone which you couldn’t answer!.. It’d 
been going on for twenty years! 

She didn’t overwork keeping house, it was impossible at Claben’s, she’d 
sweep the centers of the rooms, she’d pile up the heaps, she’d arrange the 
valleys, so you could worm your way, get to the door.. 

Claben didn’t talk much, I mean with his customers, he stuck to his kind of 
mystery, he’d say things to himself in a sort of Yiddish, had to catch a word here 



and there, he’d bluff from the start with his pasha’s jacket, his enormous purple 
and yellow puffs, his jowled pierrot’s head, his threelayered turban., he’d 
bewilder them., he’d shock the timid ones., he’d let them do the talking., 
whereas Delphine was the opposite, constant clamoring., endless monologues., 
about nothing at all. her troubles shopping, in the street, in the stores with 
arrogant people., that people had stepped on her feet, here, there, practically 
anywhere, in the trolleys, in the buses. Touchiness itself!.. She’d go to do her 
shopping in the center... as far as Soho... at the same time she bought her 
tickets., she needed her theatre at least three times a week.. Which means that 
she followed what was going on! Ah! not like a maid at all!, like a real lady, like 
a governess! 

.. Sometimes., not very often., there’d be spells of absence., she’d stay out a 
week, she’d come back streaked, swollen, her face all mottled, she’d got into a 
brawl with riffraff., her dress in rags., and she’d drunk all her dough., her whole 
ex-teacher’s pension, all her wages from Claben, plus a tiny bit of cash that came 
to her from an aunt, she had to resign from teaching three times, we learned how, 
little by little., because of violent rows she raised with her pupils over trifles, 
terrible changes of character!, much later she realized what she was really cut 
out for., her true vocation., her tragedy! 

she knew how to tell about it. to anyone who’d listen.. 

and even those who weren't interested., she’d let them see how educated she 
was! and what feeling she had!..what emotiveness! what soul! ah! it was 
something out of the ordinary!.. 

She’d interefere in the business, too, at the drop of a hat., she took all kinds 
of liberties!., in the midst of a discussion about a pledge she’d put her word in., 
these unheard-of interruptions would drive Claben crazy, but he kept his temper 
and didn’t bawl her out, she would have been sore, might never come back. And 
he couldn’t do without her., not that she was very honest, she stole lots of little 
things from him., but someone else would have been worse!. It was far too 
tempting in his shop... too much of a bazaar, the whole enormous place... He 
preferred to keep Delphine and spy on her to death. They didn’t argue very often 
except over the word "governess”., but about that every day. He hated the word 
"governess”.. 

"After all, Delphine, I’m not weak in the head!” 

"I’m not your maid either!” 

That was the answer. Always the same argument. Still if she’d done 
housework elsewhere she’d have been called a "maid”! She wouldn’t have got 
away with it!. 

Later on in all confidence she told me about it., she confessed everything.. 





"You understand? Between you and me. I’ve acted, I have! 

Big secret, hush-hush.. 

"I’ve acted, haven’t I? In the theatre! Ah!”. She enjoyed your surprise. Were 
you by chance interested in it? Delphine? Delphine?. Didn’t that name mean 
anything to you? 

Besides, always dressed up, hat, gloves and everything, all rigged out, except 
when she’d come back from her big drunks... in awful states., her swinish 
sprees.. 

She’d stand in line for hours for the pit, the English nigger-heaven, all dolled 
up, feathers all over, silk evening dress.. 

At Claben’s she had a fancy choice, wardrobes galore! a whole floor of 
evening gowns, she was spoiled, all colors and materials, she’d borrow them, 
bring them back, she could bluff all Greenwich with her outfits, and even the 
streets in the center of London, and the lounges of the big theatres!. And she 
did!.. She didn’t miss a single premiere! nor the slightest artistic "event”.. She’d 
walk there and back., she didn’t go unnoticed, she’d be seen in all kinds of 
outfits, she’d strut about between the acts, first and last one in the lounge.. She’d 
take from Claben’s wardrobes all the styles, winter and summer, of the past 
hundred years.. Naturally people noticed her, they’d take little digs at her, it 
sometimes caused incidents, but altogether things went off all right. Dignity!. 
But once at the Old Vic, carried away with enthusiasm, she’d disturbed the 
performance.. 

They were playing Romeo and Juliet. She’d screamed from the balcony... 
screaming congratulations at Miss "Juliet” Gleamor.. The cops had thrown her 
out.. She’d been wounded to the quick.. She’d postponed it to the intermission. 
Not tamed by any means!., let the two thousand spectators see what real theatre 
was!, soul!, fire!, ringing text!.. She herself had played the text from the very top 
of the balcony., jammed with people!., the big "Duo” scene! 

What a triumph! Endless applause! Romeo Juliet! Of course, they’d thrown 
her out again! The police!.. But how the spectators ate it up!. All standing and 
yelling enthusiastically!. She’d done the same thing all over again elsewhere., 
from one theatre to the next, always impromptu!, always from the balcony!, the 
whole theatre would turn to her., acclaim her! and always after the second act. 

The performers would get to know her, she’d go to see them in their 
dressing-rooms.. She was often disappointed by the personal contact... 
"Excitable... but no soul!”. That was her verdict! She didn’t want any actors’ 
photos, even personally initialed, she’d refuse outright, even the great 
Barrymore’s.. 

"Poor mortal soul!” 



That’s what she called him. 

She took pity on all of them, however famous they might be, she thought 
them pygmy, piddling, lost in the presence of the masterpieces., crushed by the 
text. Glad that she didn’t get angry!. She didn’t miss a thing during the season! 
Punctual at all the classics., first in line for the pit., often two and three times a 
week... of course it cost something!.. But she was independent, she pointed out, 
her little income, her pension, but still a little close for all her "spirituous” needs 
besides and her worldly life!.. She wouldn’t have been able to dress up.. But 
being "governess” at Titus’ made ends meet, the evening gowns and the pubs, 
and in addition all her freakish ideas, theatre, big musical galas, charity 
evenings.. She’d be everywhere.. More so since the war with parties for the 
wounded, recitals of the great virtuosos.. 

She was ready out of kindness to do some errands... to do little things for 
Titus. But only as a personal favor she let him know, not at all as a servant!. Ah! 
not a servant! She never took off her hat or her veil or her gloves, she did her 
housework as she was, harnessed from head to foot! with her feathers, her 
lorgnette, corset, high shoes, handbag. 

"Just let some hoodlum touch me!”. She’d flare up thinking about the 
impertinent scoundrel. Brandishing her hatpin right away!. A dagger!.. 

With all her grand manners still and all she’d swipe things, not much!., just 
odds and ends, that she’d sell in Petticoat Lane for her little incidental expenses., 
not very much, just little trinkets, leftovers. Titus wanted to catch her.. 

He suspected, of course!.. It was a sort of comedy.. He’d been mistrusting 
her for twenty years. The mistrust was mutual.. From the moment she arrived he 
didn’t take his eyes off her., until she left! In order that not a single movement, 
the slightest gesture, might escape him, he’d observe her with a spyglass from 
the other end of the room, his navigator’s "Zeiss.” He wanted the windows wide 
open while she moved the furniture around, it was the only time of the day he 
wanted to see clearly, so she wouldn’t run away with some treasure, an item in 
his great collection. He’d climb up the stairs, to the very top, he’d put on three or 
four overcoats because of the drafts, on top of his pasha brocades. He’d pull 
down his turban, squatting on the stairs, his blunderbuss on his knees, he 
wouldn’t let Delphine out of his sight, with the spyglass... It might last for 
hours.. 

"Delphine! Delphine! Hurry up!” 

She’d whip up a sirocco on purpose, whirlwinds, hurricanes of dust. They’d 
be completely enveloped. He’d cough, spit, choke, he’d stick to his guns. He’d 
stay perched up there yelling away at her.. 

In order to make a little room, she’d poke at the piles, setting off torrents of 



junk, it would all come tumbling down!., when it crashed on her, that was 
another matter! she’d be buried!.. Had to be pulled out from under... the way I’d 
done for the customer. They’d have to stop yelling at each other, they’d be 
choking in the dust. When it came to weight, the worst was the bunch of old 
armor, the whole wall on the left, and the dentist chairs stuck into one another.. 
When all of that upset!.. Woe!.. In a second the wild session would be over., 
they’d had enough choking and yelling and raving!.. 

"Stop! Delphine! Stop! I’m all in!” 

He was the one who’d ask for an armistice!.. Then she’d open the other 
window, the one on the dead end, the draft would rush through... All the 
wobbling junk would come thundering down again!. And it was over for the 
week!.. 

Delphine would be triumphant on the heap!.. 

The whole effort for nothing! 

My name is sweet Jenny! 

My father ’e’s deafy! 

Now I am the Queen! 

The refrain! Quite satisfied! So much for Titus!.. She’d won!.. The 
customers waiting outside would start getting restless., grumble, frowning. 

Claben would start snarling too. 

"Come on! Hurry up, Delphine! You see I’m catching cold!” 

She still had to do the bed, the enormous heap of furs., the back of the den... 
He never left his premises, never got undressed, he kept all his clothes on, his 
cloaks and his turban, he buried himself as is beneath the pile of sables, 
sealskins, minks... he slept with one eye, always worried about robbers.. 
Protected against drafts by the huge tapestried portiere, I still see the gigantic 
thing that cut the whole place in two, the "Prodigal Son”.. 

He’d cough, sniffle, wheeze... he was really going to catch cold. He was 
sore at Delphine... It was just about over.. The two or three big valleys of junk 
just about under control., shakily stacked against the walls.. Delphine would shut 
the blinds, Titus would light his globe, his water-lamp, poke at the Greco- 
Byzantine incense burner., swinging from the ceiling., when it sizzled, smoked 
hard, he’d take a deep sniff, he was ready for business!. The customer would sit 
down facing him., the discussion would get started., but interrupted immediately. 
"Ooh!. Roch!”. another coughing fit! Asthma! His asthma! from having sat there 
like that in the cold! in the dust!. "Ah! now! by God!".. He tried everything for 
his asthma, all possible medicines, everything in the advertisements, and for 
emphysema, everything that Delphine brought back from her conversations with 
the asthmatic housewives in the neighborhood.. Clodovitz’ remedies, unguents, 



powders, bottles, all shapes and sizes.. Each new specialty.. Delphine would 
drop in at the hospital, would never return without a few drops, two or three 
phials, the day’s wonderful new product!. He tried everything!.. All the weird 
smells, all the worst quack powders., he’d sniffed them all., the headiest aromas, 
the most awful fetid scents., absolutely everything for asthma., wheeziness from 
the fogs.. When that got him! what a panic!.. Should've seen his eyes then!, the 
horror that seized him! All kinds of plants in a plate that were burned at the 
critical moment. Once it was Senegalese herbs with a bitter stink that’d knock 
you over and then little ground shells that he took before going to sleep.. It could 
also be smoked in a pipe.. The customers, in order to win him over, so that he’d 
be a little less of a louse when it came to renewals, were very anxious about his 
condition, they’d talk to him about his illness, they’d ask how he was, they were 
very concerned, they’d bring him candy, eucalyptus tablets to be inhaled over 
sugar as they were being burned.. You can’t imagine what a stinking horror that 
was! He tried all their stuff, he tried whatever they wanted, but he wasn’t much 
better. In fact it was even getting worse, his nose was rasping more and more, 
especially since the big bomb explosion, since the night of the Zeppelin, when it 
fell on Mill Wall, less than a mile away!, it had shaken everything, his house had 
got a jolt, been hurt, he’d thought it was the end! he’d sprung from his furs, 
squirted into the air, fallen on his belly with his full weight! Och! What a shake! 
a catapult-shock! He reacted two days later by throwing a fit, so intense and 
acute that he lay gasping at the bottom of the staircase!., his tongue drooping to 
the mat. trying to catch his breath!., for at least forty-eight hours unable to go up 
or down or even move, or call for help, his tongue completely tied, unable to 
answer anyone. The clients, after waiting, had alerted the neighborhood, sent for 
the firemen, the neighbors, the park guards, they’d forced the locks, they’d 
thought he was dead. That gives you an idea of the character. 

They didn’t complain about him at Cascade’s, they didn’t think he was too 
much of a snarling haggler, considering the kind of louse he was, taking 
advantage of poverty, a bloodsucker, and so on. Naturally he’d handle things 
that came to him from Cascade’s, but never large quantities, just knick-knacks, 
odds and ends that the girls wangled from the customers, small stuff., more or 
less as a joke., more or less gifts.. Cascade didn’t encourage them... He didn’t 
like thieves., but it was hard stopping them., they were stubborn about it, they 
had to rummage around in pockets!, gold pencils! 

cigarette holders!., and even watches and chains!. Cascade didn’t want the 
stuff around!., he’d fly right off the handle! Had to get rid of it! then and there!.. 
Titus for that, the sleight-of-hand artist, never a question!., right to the melting 
pot!.. And that was the end of it!.. And he’d forget about it at once. Never a 



slipup, mum’s the word!. And he’d stop remembering even more quickly!., 
neither the objects nor the women!.. He’d forget everything, lightning! He’d 
even kid us!. He didn’t even remember our faces!. That was his charm! the 
lightning way he forgot!. Lots of people came to his pawnshop, what a stream 
from five to six! people of all conditions, the modest and arrogant!, hell-raisers 
and ass-lickers. Bad luck strikes everywhere., but his real business, his regular 
clients, were the ordinary people, the little crowd from the neighborhoods 
opposite., jobbers, workmen, small business... Mainly from the other side of the 
Thames 

Eastwall. Wapping. Beckleton. also a lot of little retired shopkeepers, 
waitresses, fishwives, artisans, a little of everything.. But the number of self- 
respecting people who didn’t want to be seen carrying their gewgaw "to be 
hocked”. And he had competition! He wasn’t the only one in the East!.. Mile 
End was jammed with pawnbrokers, hock shops in every building, but on top of 
one another, shops side by side, it got them pretty upset to be seen like that 
waiting around there. Whereas at Claben’s it was after all much more discreet!, 
there weren’t windows all around, just the clear view of the park. And then it 
was a trip, had to take the penny boat.. And besides, right next to the park... if 
you met anyone, if you were a little low at the moment, it was easy to be taking 
the air. you were just out walking, you could carry it off.. 

I’ve said that Claben didn’t talk much with the customers., but he’d give the 
article a long going-over, he’d examine it in detail., he’d squint at the trade¬ 
mark.. he’d come closer with his big glass... it would squeeze against his jowls, 
he’d press so hard on it that his cheeks would touch his ears... so passionately.. 
He’d forget his asthma.. He’d take another glass... a still bigger one!., an 
enormous one... so as to see the thing better., he’d be so nervous examining it 
that in his excitement he’d jolt everything, the table, the water-lamp, the 
armchair, he’d snuffle and flounder around so that he couldn’t talk... He didn’t 
have many teeth left, he’d splutter over his stumps, it kept him from 
swallowing.. Delphine had to chop up everything fine, especially meat, his big 
beefsteaks at two and six! The customers liked him as he was, that’s a fact, 
maybe because of his hocus-pocus, his oriental jacket, his Ali Baba style, his 
incense, his hangings, everything.. The English like it when foreigners remain 
quaint, and don’t start playing the gentleman, and stay as is, humbugs... a sort of 
monkey... 1 never saw Claben bawled out for his performance, his extortions, 
yet he was a louse, the worst vile stingy hyena when it came to usury and 
dishonesty! A skunk when it came to "lend and lease”! Never a day’s, a penny’s 
grace, the worst tyrant about extensions... he’d fleece them to zero!., he’d finish 
off even the most decrepit woebegone wrecks., he’d suck them beyond the 



bone!., and he’d insult them besides into the bargain! Called them lower than 
worms for being the tiniest bit late! Should’ve heard his jabbering! The way he 
shook down poverty! It didn’t do him any harm, on the contrary!.. When he had 
one of his big attacks, almost dead, there’d be a rush, a crowd from all parts of 
the city asking about him, bringing him consolation, good wishes, flowers and 
fruit, he had some small customers who’d been skinned to the quick, from whom 
he’d taken everything, their tables, watches, door mats and who still came back 
to see him., just so, without any hard feelings, who even brought him other 
customers, acquaintances from here and there, people who were also hard up... 
He didn’t even say thanks. Often they came from far away to pay him a quick 
visit, leaving their work when it was cold, freezing, rainy, hailing, just for the 
satisfaction of seeing their Horror at the back of his den gasping, sniffling, 
groaning, just to see that he wasn’t dead. That was the wonder of his charm. All 
he spoke to them about was hard cash, hardly ever a decent word.. That’s how it 
was and that’s all there’s to it. The worst cutthroats of the poor enjoy prestige., 
often fawned upon, soft-soaped, while the nice ones are massacred, pulverize 
some poor guy and no crapping around!., take advantage of utter misery so they 
puke blood, that’s the very essence of magic, real spellbinding, the height of 
beauty! 

Let’s talk about it some more. 

Here’s how the man and the shop presented themselves.. Titus Van Claben 
and partner. .The sign over the zinc emblem The Three Globes. Pawnbroker. On 
Securities and Personal Word, .right on the balcony in yellow and gold.. I never 
saw the partner.. Probably didn’t exist.. The personal word surely didn’t exist! 

Titus wasn’t in a hurry to open his shop, he’d start around four o’clock., 
sometimes later.. The customers who got impatient could take a walk in the park 
while waiting, could look at the landscape., cross the lawns till they reached the 
trees, the big poplars a way off... 1 mean when the weather was nice. 

It was full of games, merry-go-rounds, flocks of children!.. If the kids got in 
their hair the waiting customers could take refuge behind the kiosks, it was quiet 
there., they’d feel their linings again.. Whether they’d lost anything., their locket, 
their gadget.. Often it was more important, a household article, the coffee mill, 
the teapot, they’d redo the package., the newspaper... As soon as Titus opened 
they’d all rush up.. 

"Don’t shove! One by one! Close the door!” 

Fine, very well, so the other one’s playing, the old guy’s keeping more or 
less quiet. That is, he’s wheezing less.. We hear Big Ben ring out eleven o’clock. 
Boom! Boom!.. The strokes roll off into the clouds.. 

Briefly that’s the setting.. 



It’s not much of a risk now... I can tell you everything., the whole comedy. 
It’s been ages and ages! Boy, and how! That’s all done with!. It’s a dream, just 
images left., imagination!, and then there’s been the war of 1939- and then what 
you know about. It’s like another world now.. Too bad.. Really too bad.. I’ll 
probably never see the real places again.. They won’t let me go back there., still, 
let me tell you, it would be my last wish. They’ll hang me first.. It’s too bad., it’s 
a pity.. I’m forced to imagine.. I'm going to create a little artistic effect. You’ll 
excuse me. I wouldn’t have liked being reduced to melodrama. All the same 
isn’t that my case?. Just put yourself in my place. I wouldn’t like someone to be 
telling you things the wrong way., later on., when there won’t be a single witness 
left... no one living, when it’ll be just loose talk, old wives’ tales., scraps of 
cheap smears.. Ah! They’ll get a good kick out of my suffering, tossing dirt at 
me right and left!.. If I don’t take full precautions I’ll be blackened in advance, if 
I don’t tell all the details starting today, starting now! not in an hour! 

everything very scrupulous, exact, meticulous!.. So I’ll go on with my whole 
story, at Big Ben’s Boom! Boom!, the strokes rolling off into the clouds., 
rumbling in the echo., that’s exactly how it was... I’m not trying to play on your 
feelings. I’m not straining for effect. The foghorn, the boat going upstream. You 
hear its big puffing close by. It’s true, it’s passing right alongside you.. The 
power it breathes, the way it inhales, its propellers grinding away like all sixty., 
right near the bank, the water whispering., just enormous.. "Choo! Choo! ”... It’s 
passed by.. 

Upstairs Boro’s fallen asleep playing the Merry Widow Waltz. He’s slumped 
on the keyboard, his head on his elbows.. That’s how he’s sleeping, very 
uncomfortable.. 



Downstairs in the shop the two of us and Delphine are dozing. We’ve finally 
fallen asleep.. But the old guy’s starting to choke.. He’s asking someone to go 
get his salts!.. He’s acting up again.. Delphine’s all in. she’s also choking a bit., 
muzzled up. the atmosphere’s awful., thick with fumigations, all the muck for 
asthma. Ah! I’m getting fed up!., getting tired of all the guy’s quirks!.. 

"Hello, Mr. Claben! Hello! Please now, try a little air!” 

She pleads with him to let her... let her open the door a bit. it’s true that 
we’re dying in the joint, it’s so thick and close, but he’s hostile, he won’t have 
it!.. 

"Open it?. Open it?” he gasps.. 

He stays like that with his mouth open.. 

"Mr. Claben! Mr. Claben!” Delphine groans. 

But he absolutely won’t even let her touch the latch. 

The stubborn louse!.. 

I go to get the brandy, we wet his lips with it.. 

I can’t find the salts. The brandy’s strong, he writhes and squirms. Then 
Delphine and I have a drink. I’m not a drinker but there’re times you need it... 
need it or not, Del-phine’s always boozing... I leave her the bottle, she helps 
herself., two., three., four stiff ones, one after the other., then she gets an idea.. 

"I’m going,” she says.. "Don’t hold me back! Neither of you! I’m going to 
get the doctor!” 

There’s decision for you! She rearranges her gear, her skirts.. 

"Dr. Clodovitz! naturally!. The perfect man! the perfect man!” 

A pronouncement!.. It wasn’t a bad idea. I’d even say it was a fine one., but 
the hospital wasn’t around the corner.. Boy, what a stretch!.. First she had to go 
to the Tunnel, then cross under the river, and then all along Wapping, on foot, in 
the dark, and all alone. 

It was foolhardy, pretty unhealthy alleys., and not lit up at all., well, almost 
not. They were expecting attacks, maybe some more Zeppelins and they were 
saying even airplanes which were supposed to fly all over Wapping because of 
the factories and loaded with terrific bombs. The streets weren’t at all safe. Not 
only because of the Zeppelins!. There were also prowlers taking advantage of 
the darkness. But she insisted, she wanted to save her Claben!. At once!., 
absolutely!. It’s true he was having a pretty bad time. He wasn’t red now, as he’d 
been awhile before but pale pallid almost gray... He was fully conscious.. He 
was groaning quietly between gasps. We finished the bottle and a second one, 
too, discussing whether she’d go for Dr. Clodovitz or not.. The second bottle 
was cognac.. We got so excited that we woke up Boro. He was grunting upstairs. 

He comes down. He starts wanting to drink everything!.. So does the old 



guy!. "Myum! Myum!” he mutters, with his whole mouth... he can’t budge, still 
and all he winks at us so we’ll understand. We soak his lips with booze but ne 
can’t swallow anything.. Seeing him so sick Boro starts petting him, smiling at 
him... he kisses him., soothes him.. That starts Delphine wheedling him., what a 
big tender moment! 

You can see she’s jealous, she wants all the kisses for herself.. Finally they 
huddle together., they fiddle about and cuddle, they get all tangled up right in the 
poor patient’s bed... 1 hardly knew what to say or do with all that going on, but 1 
was comfortable, that was all I asked for, I’d fixed up a kind of litter with the 
oriental rugs, the woolens and the coverlets, stuck in between the wall and the 
wardrobe... It was pretty good!.. I wasn’t asking for anything else.. It reminded 
me of when I used to be on stable watch, but I wasn’t in the manure now! in 
brocades and plush! "All right!” I said to myself.. "Let them enjoy themselves! 
let them enjoy themselves! youth doesn’t last! That’s all right with me.. But I’m 
going to take a serious nap! afterward I’ll go to the kitchen. I’ll find a bite to eat. 
But after the workout I’ve had, hit the hay first!. Ah! a good snooze!, hunger can 
wait!”.. Go fuck yourself! Just at that moment Delphine starts yelling! Bawls us 
out! 

We’re murderers and ought to be ashamed! we’re not letting her get the 
doctor! Our behavior is frightful!. She’s raving!.. 

"Mr. Claben! Mr. Claben!” she yelps. "You need a doctor! 

..You need a doctor!” 

The old man’s in a state of collapse but he’s still wary, damn it!.. He’s not 
staying alone with us!.. He doesn’t have confidence! He grabs on to her lace!.. 

"Be a lady!. Be a lady!” he whines. "Don’t go out at night! ” 

"But I am a lady, sir!.. I am!” 

She a lady?. Ah! What a question! a lady and how! quite a lady!, and of the 
very finest quality!. He mustn’t doubt that! She immediately takes offense! She 
shows him!.. She grabs her gloves, she straightens her hair, her hat, her flowers, 
her plume, a pin for her veil! and there she is all dressed up! 

absolutely ready!. Mind all made up! 

Hail Delphine! Hail you beauty! O hail! Nobody’ll prevent her! So have a 
drink!, and courage!, hurrah for her determination!. Madame Daredevil!. Even 
Claben’s singing, gasping hoarsely! The dashing verses! the galloping send-off! 
The parting shot!. So all together!. Glory to valor! She’s not scared of anything!, 
of the darkness! of hoodlums! of ruffians! no more of Zeppelins than of butter! 
Let 'er bring back Clodovitz! 

Delphine! oh! Delphine! oh! 

For she’s a jolly good fellow! 



En route! 

She’s gone! at a quarter to two in the morning, dressed to the nines, in fine 
array! 

It was dark in the streets, as I’ve said, just a small camouflaged street-light 
here and there around the crossings. 

We go back to sleep again, good-by!.. We’d opened the window to let out 
the smells, we stopped bothering about the old guy, he was choking 
comfortably!.. Time passed!.. Sleep, it’s easy to say.. First my ear wakes me up., 
buzzings, jets of steam... I go back to sleep., the nightmare gets me again. I’m 
awakened four or five times in a row! 

Ah! it’s bad!.. I toss! I turn!., twist around, two hours pass like that., finally 
just about... a racket at the door., it’s Delphine. she’s calling. There she is 
again!, back again!. Ah! the old hag!. All I needed!. I wanted to go back to sleep. 
She was in a stew!. I’m telling the truth.. Half-nuts!., terrified!., shivering!, out 
of breath!, wildlooking! 

"Ah! Gentlemen!.. Gentlemen!” 

She couldn’t get it out! 

She was panting! 

“If you’d seen that face! ” 

“What face?” we ask her. 

“The man’s face! ” 

"Whose face?” we insist. 

“The one who gave them to me.” 

"Gave what?” 

"The cigarettes!” 

She opens her hand., cigarettes stuck together, gummy., in green paper, 
pasty.. 

She starts puffing again, then she explains., she finally gets it out.. Here’s the 
story.. Right at the exit of the tunnel, at the Embankment, after Wapping, a man 
had fallen on her, just like that!.. Plunk!., from above!.. A dark little man!.. He’d 
sort of tumbled down on her from the very top of the lamppost! right on her hat!. 
They’d rolled over one another in the tunnel! Luckily he wasn’t heavy! not at all 
heavy!

And that wasn’t all!. The man had spoken to her!. That terrible bony ruffian! 



She remembered his words! not as crazy as that!. She even imitated him!. In a 
nasal voice, like that... in a queer kind of English besides.. She thought it was 
rather Scotch.. He certainly wasn’t from London.. 

"Don’t be frightened, pretty Delphine!” that was what he said. “I shall be the 
angel of your big love!”, his very words. *‘I wish you all the luck in the world!. I 
want to save your dear ClabenL My gentle dove, won’t you make him smoke 
these magic leaves?.. Here you see them rolled up preciously ready for use in 
these lovely water-colored petals! 

Let him inhale the three elements!. Lire!, wind!., smoke!. How intoxicating 
to smell them!. Run! Run!.. Run, gentle Delphine!.. Go back to his bedside 
quickly!.. Don’t go any farther!.. I am the Sky Physician!.. The Magus of souls!. 
I can give breath to the dying!. Don’t go getting lost in the city! Don’t let 
yourself be lead astray by the spells of the Cloven Hoof!.. The devil is a sprite to 
mad maidens! Be careful, Delphine! Be careful!. The charm of the air!” 

Smoke!.. Smoke!., hardly had he uttered these words than he shriveled up, 
curled on the sidewalk., there beneath her eyes!., a piece of rag right under the 
lamppost!, and then nothing at all!, it hadn’t lasted long!. She’d dashed straight 
ahead!., double-quick time!.. He kept shriveling as he spoke, she was still telling 
about it. he was curling up. finally just a tiny ball!, there under the light!, a little 
heap of rags!, then nothing at all!. Ah! she hadn’t shillyshallied! she’d dashed 
straight off! her skirts under her arms! her belly absolutely to the ground! gone 
back under the Thames! taken the tunnel of the depths!. She arrived home 
spluttering, all pooped, knocked out by the running! He was a little man all 
dressed in black!.

Some hell of a story! The way he’d thrown himself on her! Plop! from the 
lamppost!, swooped down on her!, right at the Tunnel exit!., with all his weight!, 
not heavy! just bones!, sure of that! positive!.. 

All the same he was strong in spite of his being so light! struggle as she did, 
he’d kept her in his arms!, in his bony embrace!., covered her with kisses at the 
same time! and then right away the cigarettes!.. "Here, Delphine!”. his hand full 
of them.. There were the cigarettes!., no denying it!, sticky, gummy, green.. She 
lifted her veil to get a good look at them, there on the table, and it wasn’t an 
illusion!..

His very words!..

eccentric?... a funambulist? a ghost?, some practical joker?.. But we really knew 
nothing!. We sniffed at the cigarettes. They had a queer smell!, not at all the 
smell of tobacco, rather like honey and sulphur... a mixture., really not a 
tempting aroma.. But it got the old guy at once. Naturally! his taste!. He wanted 
to sniff at them over and over!.. Kept sticking his nose into them without a 
stop!., pushing his whole face into them, stuffing them up his nostrils!, a real 
infatuation on the spot.. Then he wanted to chew them., that seemed to do him 
good... 1 must say it might have worked.. Both of us tried, with a drop of 
cognac! but smoking them was another matter!.

he’d warned her and kept repeating! that it cured the sick but would kill a 
healthy man outright!. Ah! no mistake! any healthy man! That left us a little 
puzzled.. All the same chewing made us awfully thirsty.. There was some gin in 
the cupboard., more gin! it’s refreshing with water.. We tossed off a whole 
bottle! 

and then a whole bottle of cider with it at the same time! first-class cider!, 
with kirsch in it!., there goes the old boy drinking!.. That does him even more 
good!.. Ah, now were getting all nervous. We start arguing again! We’ve got to 
make up our minds!., whether we smoke these phenomenal butts or not?... the 
sky weeds, God damn it!.. That’s the word for it!.. We stood there in a muddle.. 

Boro starts tearing one open!, he stuffs it into his pipe., lights up... it was 
burning all right... It smelled all right as smoke. 1 wanted to try, too. it might be 
good for The Horror. We were always thinking about his good... it resembled 
eucalyptus in a way... he always smoked a lot of eucalyptus, the poor guy.. 
Immediately we all take a puff, then two. then three. The old guy’s inhaling the 
smoke all the way down, he swallows it. ours too. he’s inhaling everything... it 
seems to be working., he’s breathing better., it eases him!

She looks at us., she’s all shaken with sobs... I go at him again, the matter’s 



not settled!. It’s still on my mind!.. 

"But it was you, Boro!. You were the one!” 

I want him to realize, to stop shooting his mouth off! 

"Me?. Me?”, he repeats, in a real daze.. 

"Me what?. Me what?” 

He doesn’t understand a thing. 

Outside it’s getting a little light, it’s starting, you can see it through the 
blinds., sort of vague., greenish., then gray. It's not ordinary daylight, it has an 
effect on me. it’s different from the usual daylight. 

"You got to be careful you know, you dog!”. I’m warning him., eye to eye!.. 
"Got to watch out for drafts!., you see the old guy there?. He died on account of 
them”. That’s how I talk to him. To me it’s funny!.. Jigging! there! writhing 
around!., let him laugh too, the dirty gorilla! 

"What about the gal?. Is she moving?” 

She’s stretched out. she’s crying again!.. I give her a kick in the ribs... so 
she’ll straighten up!. She lets out a yell. She’s reacting and furioso!.. Her eyes 
are all stuck together, she rubs them, she gets the moths out. bango, a riot!. She 
spits at me. she insults me. She calls me a garbage pail!.. Who’d’ve thought it!. 
She, usually so ladylike!., she forgets all about her politeness!., just a little kick! 

"You little pirate!” she yells.. ."you little hyena!..you cholera! ” 

Ah!., some nerve!.. I answer back!.. 

"You pig!” I say to her... "You bitch!.. Look at your guy!” 

She hasn’t even seen him!.. The fathead hasn’t seen a thing... I grab her by 
the back of the neck, I force her, I make her bend down so she can look! Right 
up against him!. With her nose on top of him!.. 

"What do you say about that?. There!. Take a look!., now say something! ” 

But it’s too dark in the room., she doesn’t see a thing... I bring over the 
lamp, right against him. the water globe.. That does it!. She sees him all right! 
She sees it all. she wobbles her head... she stands there gaga, without moving.. 

"Ah!” she says, "ah! oh!”...she can’t believe it...just petrified., and then 
wow! 

"Oooh!. Oooh!”. she starts howling, and what screams! She plunges forward, 
throws herself on the body., she grabs it. hugs it. she kisses it all over, mouth!, 
eyes! she lies on top of it!.. She kisses the head, the blood., she slobbers all over 
it!., and then she goes for us! 

"You murderers! murderers!” she calls us, and she points at us!, she’s 
counting us. "One!. Two!. One! two murderers! ” 

"Go take a shit, you whore! ” 

It’s getting on Boro’s nerves.. "Sh! sh! ” he whispers., she doesn’t give a 



damn!, she’s high! she’s in a trance, that’s all! 

.. Now she’s at us! 

"Why, you murderers! don’t you know me? you don’t know who 1 am? 
Finish your job!” 

She’s offering herself up like that as a victim., her, too!., the martyr! the 
volunteer! Right off! immediately!., she’s egging us on!.. She’s challenging us!.. 

"One more to kill! here! here!”. She shows us her skinny chest., she bares 
herself.. 

"Finish your job! ” 

All exalted., panting!.. 

"I’m Mary Stuart! Yes! I’ve just arrived from France!” 

She’s proclaiming it!.. Then she dashes to the body again., she kneels over 
Claben in prayer... all shuddering., she lifts her veil high up, over the feathers, 
her hat. she uncovers her neck, she’s offering it to us!., to cut it off. her slender 
neck... 

"Cut it off!. Cut it off!” she wants us to behead her. It’s her last breath.. "Cut 
it off!.. Cut it off! ” 

She’s ordering it., she starts all over.. 

"I’m Mary Stuart, from France! ” 

Same refrain!., damn it! that’s enough.. Boro’s enjoying it, the big ape! Ah! 
I’ve had more than enough!. He doesn’t see it’s getting light outside! almost day. 
I point to it. 

"Look! ” I say to him.. "Look! ” 

I sit down again. I’m too tired..and the other idiot’s still yelling her head off! 
I can’t kill them all!. Ah! it’s getting too light. The yataghan’s back!. It’s on the 
table. I see it there!. I’m going to take it now!. I’m going to grab it! 

.. No!.. Not worth the trouble!.. Everything’s been said. First of all, it’s 
getting cold!, dawn’s breaking, the cold.. No denying it.. Cold and anxious.. 
Boy, but it’s cold!. I’m shivering, the questions going through my mind! 

.. loads of ’em, real ones., not drunken nonsense!., real questions with the 
cold!. You can’t just go on raising hell, it’s got to come to an end., and then 
you’ve got to get out of it! Doesn’t work out all by itself!. You finally come to 
realize it!. I throw up a bit. gives me some relief, it was the right moment!. 
Boro’s puking, too. We sit down in a reasonable state of mind!. Enough 
foolishness!.. We try to think!. It’s cold now!. It’s almost daytime!. Delphine 
interrupts us!. Ah! that old fart!, she’s yelling again., whining louder and 
louder!. Mary Stuart’s over. She’s got a headache now. Like pincers twisting her 
head around!.. 

"What a headache! What pain!”.. She turns to me. "Do you hear me, 



Froggy?” 

She’s insulting me as a Frenchman!.. Then she starts putting on her act 
again., she plunges into prayer, kneeling over the body., with tears streaming!., 
she starts begging us to cut off her head!, her headache’s too bad!. That’s how 
she is! 

"Go on, you rascals!. Go on, you brutes!” she begs us.. "Here’s Mary Stuart 
for you! Here’s Mary Stuart! The poor little queen!”. She gives us a pain in the 
ass!. All the same, we’re going to have to get out! arrange things in the place! at 
least try to!..

"Me? Me?” 

He stares at me flabbergasted. 

"Of course!..Sure!., and how!”

He’s calling Delphine to witness, he’s acting phony again!

He’s acting flabbergasted, out of 
his mind!..

Ah! the skunk, he’s trying to bluff me!.. He flies off the handle!.. 

"Who fell on his head this time?” he asks me. the nerve of him! 



"The old guy!” I answer. "The old guy!. He fell from his stepladder all by 
himself! Now are you satisfied?... Is that enough for you?... He threw himself 
down.. Does that explain it?” 

1 bust out laughing. Boy, that’s a hot one, the stepladder! 

Clears up everything, doesn’t it? 

Ah! I’m proud of myself!.. 

1 stand up... 1 want to take a look outside! 1 want to breathe the air! 1 feel 
dizzy again... 1 sit down... 1 want to get it straight, still and all.. But I’ve got an 
awful headache!., my ear’s buzzing bad. my arm’s throbbing, the orgy! the 
drunk! the cigarettes!.. 1 try to figure out what might happen... 1 can’t think 
straight!.. The old guy, that’s a fact!.. There he is!. His head’s split all right!.. No 
mistake about that!. He’s in a heap in front of us!. In all his embroideries!, the 
turban, the overcoats. It’s all there!.. 

"Well, got to get him out!”., the idea occurs to me.. "Got to send for the 
police! ” 

There’s a brilliant idea!.. 

"Shut up!.. Leave him there. We’ll go get Cascade.” That’s the way he 
answers. It’s certainly more reasonable!

The veils are lifting., it’s gray., purple... in front of my 
eyes, it’s dawn. What time is it?. No bells are ringing! 



Maybe five o’clock, six?, in my opinion!. Delphine’s whimpering., that it 
still hurts., that she’ll never be able to move again!.

She howls, 
she protests.. 

"But I’m Lady Macbeth! Never! Never! Never shall I be clean again! Never 
more! ” 

She thrashes about., but he doesn’t let go! 

Now we’ve got to make up our minds!.. Do we go?... Or don’t we?. Ah! I’m 
trying to think!.. I want to put my word in, too! I don’t say anything!.. It's 
sleepiness, my eyes hurt too much, sleep first. I couldn’t have told left from

Everything in the 
shop!. I heave again! 

I’m forcing. Oooooh! whshhh!. the rat!, it’s giving! 

just a crack. I see the shop, a ray of light!. I take a better stance. I’ve got a 
strong back. Oooh! whshhh! oh whshhh. there it goes!, it’s coming! I’ve pushed 
it back! 

.. I’ve got an opening!. Just then plop!, right in the mush!. I get smacked!., 
right in the mug!, wham!!.. I get groggy!.. I tumble over!, backwards!, from the 
crack! I let go!., the trap door crashes!., falls back! clack! It’s that bandit! 
Boom!!!. Thunder bursting in the darkness! 

.. right in the cellar!, at the same time!., amidst all the junk!. Ah! it’s 



magical!, right in the mug!. The rubbish comes down on me..He’s the one who 
threw the gadget! Dirty dog!, a terrific explosion!. Him again!. That’s it! 

.. like at the Dingby... 1 suspected it!.. 1 should have suspected!. I’m whirling 
around in the plaster!, in the dark!

I’ll have the strength, God 
damn it!., none of themiThe little trains give you a jolting. They’re jerky..

Ah! 1 could see what he was up to. Just wait awhile, wise guy!. 1 say 
nothing!. I act dumb. So 1 leave the restaurant with him... In other words, I’m 
taking a risk... all or nothing!.. Outside we head for Cascade’s, we’re walking 
side by side, he’s so tiny he’s half-running to keep up with me., toward 
Buckingham Palace., our direction... I take a look around. I’m on the lookout. 
Got an idea, there’s nothing in front of the gate. Good!. Farther on, about two 
hundred yards.. Suddenly I grab him by the back of the neck. Ah! you little 
joker!.. I carry him straight into a corner, the squirming fish!., hanging from my 
left fist!

"Ah! Say listen!..” 

Hearing that gives me palpitations! What a crime! Ah! they’re strangling me! 

"What? They dared, those fairies?.. Ah, the damned lousy skunks!.. Ah! just 
let me find them!.. So that’s exactly what they said?” 

"In front of everyone there! ” 

No doubt about it. 

"And what about you, you little rat?” 1 ask. 

1 grab him by the throat.. 

"What about you? What’d you come around for?” 

We were still in the doorway... He struggles around, he’s playing innocent. 

"Ah! 1 was pimping 1 swear! ” he gasps... "I never lie to you, Ferdinand!” 

He’s protesting, he’s groaning, wailing.. 

"1 know you’re wounded, Ferdinand! 1 know you’re wounded! 1 wouldn’t 
want to hurt you!. Never!. 1 swear!. I wouldn’t want anything to happen to you!. 
It’s just for your good, believe me, pal!.. They’re a mean crowd at the Leicester!. 
Watch out!. They’ve got it in for you!” 

"Watch out for what?” 

"I don’t know... I don’t know.” 

Good, all right! I let him alone. We walk past the shops. I keep still, all right. 
I’m on the watch. Ah! I’m suspicious!, the son-of-a. Just wait, you little runt!. I 
was thinking.. You won’t get away with that stuff!.,I act dumb too, since that’s 
the game!. I play along., there!. So go there!. ‘You’re quite right, Cascade!’.. 
Oh! 

"Ten-paw, I’ve got confidence! ” I tell him.. “All things considered... all in 
all., you’re absolutely right!.. I’m going back!. I want to see them all!. It’s 
settled!. You’re sure there won’t be any hard feelings?. Do you guarantee it?. 
You know I’m frank and regular!. I don’t like lies!.. Look me straight in the 
eyes! ” 

He was too small. 

I lift him up again from the ground... so he can look me straight in the 
eyes... He stares at me., and I talk to him.

So there we are waiting for the train., squeezed among the people. I don’t 
know why. they’re all stifling me!.. I can’t breathe any more!. They’re all there 
against me! I free myself. Ah! I free myself. I take three steps forward to the 
edge of the track.. And there opposite? who do I see? who’s that there?, there 
facing me?. Ah! excuse me! Ah! my eyes pop!.. His raglan!.. His soft felt!.. His 
mug!.. It’s Matthew! Matthew! there on the other platform!. Matthew looking 
straight at us!.. My blood turns!.. I stop breathing!.. I stop moving!.. I stand there 
hypnotized... he looks at me!.. I look at him! Ah! but I’m thinking!.. I’m 
thinking fast!.. It’s the midget! there against me!.. It’s him!.. It’s the double- 
crosser!. "Good!. Good!. Good!”.. It’s getting ready by itself!, my scheme. I 
concentrate, concentrate.. Not a word, calm and collected.. People are talking all 
around us.. They’re waiting for the train like us.. We hear the train roaring, it’s 
coming!, there in the darkness, in the hole, at my right.

They’re all yelling! all around! the whole 
station!..! pull clean back! I’m magnetized! That’s just the word!, positively!. 
I’m lifted up!. I’m light as a feather! I get going!.. I’m snapped up by the exit! 

the stairway! I’m sucked up!. I’m flying off!. It’s instinct! flight!, the whole 
corkscrew!, the four flights.. I shoot up! a whirlwind! I don’t feel them!., a mile 
a minute! 

I’m being sucked up!. I’m so light I’m not touching the stairs!. I’m a bird of 
fear!. I shoot from the cage into the street!., running!., running!. I’m galloping! I 
cross a street., two!., three!. I’m a bird of fright!. I’m off like a shot!. Another 
street... a square., another avenue... a park. I turn around. I’m swooping in 
circles. I graze the ground, just graze it. speed!, a ball of fire!. I knock people 
over!, another square!.. I go all around it. I slow up. oof!. I stop. My tongue’s 
hanging out. It’s over! 

.. I’m going to faint!.. But no!.. I sit down on the curb! 

right under a tree!. They’ve lost me!. I look up at the street sign! It says 
Berkeley Square... a swell neighborhood, oof!, limousines and landaus are 



passing one another.. It must be around six o’clock... a rather busy hour.. It’s the 
way to Regent Street. The parade of elegance. I catch my breath a little. I’m 
seized by anxiety again. I start thinking, my heart’s twinging again!. It’s 
attacking me. it’s banging at my ribs., and then my head starts acting up... I 
can’t rest any more. I’m buzzing, tingling, overheated, it’s my common sense 
wobbling and wavering...

Say! he’s bashed up right this 
minute! Wham! the tough guy! Matthew there opposite! watching! staring! I still 
see the cop! 

umbrella and all!. Ah! popeyed!. He hadn’t come alone!. Ah! sure and 
certain!. Ah! Ten-paw, the rotten little jerk! finagling little rat! Sh! Sh! Not 
another word! Shit! Now Cascade!.. All mine! Claben too! Ah! it’s not possible! 
Everything’s getting mixed up!.. It’s all fire!., it’s flaming!., it's all growling 
inside my head!, like over there! I'm in a fever!, my ass on the curb! ah! frozen 
like that I’m going to cool off!.. Like over there! Ah! Providence! Ah! I’m 
saved! Ah! it’s getting better! sitting oft the stone! Hurray for the Saint Johns! 
Hurray for the firemen! but it won’t last long!.. I got off to a bad start!.. I think 
of my folks!., my mother in France in her shop mending lace..I get a headache 
thinking of mamma., ruining her eyes that way under the big gas lamp, and the 
customers never satisfied.. I’d let the customers have it!.. I’d teach them how to 
behave! 

.. and my father at the Coccinelle transcribing addresses!., that he’ll never 
finish!., and my pals in the trenches, the dumb dopes, getting it smack in the 
puss., it’s an avalanche, thunder, and me there like a murderer! shit!.. I could see 
the whole damned setup... it haunted me, set my head spinning. I didn’t dare 
move. "Ferdinand! Ferdinand!” I said to myself. "You’re the victim of a plot!, 
and no denying it, they’re out to hurt you!.. Your head hurts!. That proves it! Are 
you a decent guy? That’s the question that staggers me. Did Claben do you any 
harm?. So you robbed him just to drink? No one has any proof!. Tempaw 
either!.. He’s in the Tube now!.. He’s even smaller!., that’ll teach him to double- 
cross!.. It was horrible of him.. Ferdinand, you’re going to pay for everything!.. 
Matthew’s got a perfect right!. He’s on duty!. No doubt about it! He’s looking 
for you. he has a right to!..He’s got the police behind him! 

He’s on the lookout!, that’s his job! criminal matters! punishment tra-la-la! 
Oh you riffraff! it all works out!., my youth knocking me around again! plaguing 
me! sickening me! it’s all there in a heap! shaking me! the people from the 
Passage du Verododat! the nosy bodies! the neighbors! and lots more! They’re 
accusing me! they’re involving me! The nerve! and lots more! The self- 



examination!. You’ll see what people are like., they won’t want to look at my 
mother any more! 

how she’s going to cry and weep!.. "A deserter, Madame! an uninteresting 
young man!, in fact, a monster! A bandit!..And his poor father!..He should have 
boarded him somewhere!.. Not in La Roquette!.. in prison with the hoodlums! 
This wouldn’t have happened to you, Madame!.. He deserted in London!. He 
was wounded!. He was crazy!.. A drunkard!.. A sex-maniac!. He was a liar!, he 
masturbated in every comer!, he was often caught. He had vile instincts! He was 
failed three times when he came up for his elementary-school diploma!.. What 
rings under his eyes!., everyone remembers it!.. The way he spoke to his 
mother!. They were weak with him!.. He stole four rolls! 

How they deprived themselves for him!. It was worth while!.. He robbed his 
employer!.. And then he enlisted! 

Then he had a little courage!. He left in September., mentioned three times in 
the military dispatches!., and then the military medal!. Brave at the beginning, it 
didn’t last, afterwards he lost everything!.. Courage and everything else! all his 
good resolutions!.. He didn’t want to die any more!. He was just a little 
delinquent!. 1 always said so! 

and the military medal!, just hotheaded!, a basically criminal nature!.. They 
arrested him in London!.. They locked him up!.. They put him through torture!. 
He deserved it! He lost his head!.. He started admitting.. They plucked his eyes 
out!, men who knew him well! people who were sick and tired of his criminal 
instincts!”. 1 could hear the voices going in and out of the gates!., they reached 
my ears!., right on Berkeley Square! All 1 could hear was those voices... I didn’t 
even hear the cars.. They were real voices., and even some English voices 
among them., with the accent, everything. "Watch your step! Watch your step! 
Bloody murder!. Bloody murder!”, muted, among the other voices!., with a bit 
of music among the street echoes.

"Cavalry! sabers in hand!” Sir Colonel Guts!. "With heart and soul!. Gallop!. 
Chaaarge!” I obey his command!.. I dash forward!. Ah! how I dash!. I bolt!. I fly 
to the charge!. Heart and soul!. All for my country!. I know the itinerary!. I don’t 



get lost in the heart of London!. I race ahead! spurt!. Hip! Hip! Hurrah! 
cavalcade!, whirlwind! Heart and soul!. Valor!. Victory’s my law!. Victoria!. 
Tottenham Court Road!. I change pace!, neck down! on the bit!. I clap spurs!. 1 
charge the omnibus! 

the whole flock! Mastodons! they grunt! growl! quiver! big potbellies! 
twenty-five motors!., stopped, all red, there, alert, muzzle against croup, massed, 
set. all vibrating at the signal!, snuffling at the butt-ends! putt! putt!, blood 
buffaloes!.. 1 confront them!., snuffle as they do!., brrrooo! brr. rr. roo. oooo!. 
And 1 charge everything! lightning! dodge!, hack the herd!, cut sideways!, 
arrow! escape!, right at the crossing!, in front of the Lyons, the giant tearoom, 
open night and day!. Ah! the stout fellow! 

Ah! the hero!. Just look at ’im! the cops are whistling at me!. Whistling!. 
Whistling! Futile! I step on the gas! 

.. Ah! every man for himself!.. I tear along the walls at top speed!.. Racing 
like mad!. Far off! at the end! it’s Bedford Square! I sniff!.. 1 get my bearings!.. I 
dash forward!. I’m there!. I see the trees! the Y.M.C.A.L The grounds, the fine 
sycamores!., the oaks!., the Consulate! 

I see it!. Go on, go, boy!. Shoot ahead!, fly!., one more dash! Hip! Hop! it’s 
pouring! it’s teeming! it’s pissing! I’m soaked!., dripping! streaming in flight! I 
dash under the umbrellas. I stumble!. I flop!. Up! on my feet!.. Faster and 
faster!.. I don’t feel myself any more! 

Bedford Square! the Consulate!, mine?. No! the Russian!.. I’m a bit off!., 
another run!.. I’ve got too much pep!. Got to lose it!, use it up!. I’m slowing 
down!., now trotting!. There’re at least a dozen consulates... of all countries, 
around the trees!., all around the square, like a merry-go-round! against one 
another!, that one there! the Russian! the biggest! At least three or four 
buildings. The crowd’s milling in front of the door... I bear down... I dig in!. 
I’m pushed back!. I succumb!. I collapse in the mob of Russians!. They’re 
fuming!, they spit!, they call me names!. I’m at a standstill!, a stricken meteor!. I 
collapse on the spot!.. I’m squeezed in, bundled, ground up in the crush of 
bodies!. It’s an endless mob!. There’s been a triple line around the square for 
days and days! for weeks!.. They’ve been marking time, they squawk., they 
cough... in the sun... in the rain., the office door’s closed... it just barely opens.. 
They take only two at a time. They keep them for hours, for days.. It’s for their 
visas!. It’s a teeming mob full of cooties!, and hard to delouse!. I’m scratching 
too!.. It’s a mixture., it’s swarming., forearms., feet.. They all flock to the door 
every time it opens., it’s a mixed sort of mob., they shove one another into the 
railings., they’re all scraping away at the lice, digging at themselves, tickling... a 
hodgepodge, and cute specimens, big merchants and moujiks!. lots of all kinds. 



show-offs in overcoats., professors with eyeglasses., peasants with kerchiefs... 
all of them milling, mashing feet, shoving, advancing a hundredth of an inch. 
Got to go through them! 

I’ll never make it! My French Consulate! there! getting farther away! 1 find 
myself deported! dragged to the left! 1 brace myself! tear away! 1 knock over 
some Jews in caps., a whole band of themLsidewhiskers with big glasses, two 
popes with crosses on their bellies.. They’re squeezed tightly together. 1 buck 
right into them, right into the mash of meat. 1 cut through, push them all aside!, a 
burst!.. Got to get to my cloister, to my Consulate. French soil! 

It’s just as compact there too!. They’re blocking the entrance, a whole 
yowling furious mixture Franco-Belgo-Rus-sian who-where-what!., they’re all 
jabbering and shouting., calling each other the lowest names., sour 
chambermaids., artists... a Greek whom 1 recognize... a plump little woman 
spouting away... a girl from Toulouse full of accent... They’re waiting for 
opening time, it reopens at eight o’clock for visas for the evening train.. 

I’m in a much greater rush than anyone else!.. 1 yell it to the populace!.. Got 
to assert myself at once! 1 didn’t come to wait around!.. I want to see the Consul 
in person!.. Himself!, and right away!. 1 roar it over the crowd’s heads.. 
Monsieur le Consul General!. That’s the least of things!.. I’ve torn my overcoat, 
it’s just a rag now. getting pushed around by the crowd!. It’s hanging down in 
tatters!, my expensive raglan... I salute the flag over the door!., and the coat of 
arms!, our three colors!. "Attention!” 1 order.. "Atten-shun!” in a stentorian voice 
over the mob. 1 beat my way through. I’m trying to penetrate. The women 
around me, the French teachers, call me a ruffian, a cutthroat... I don’t answer. 1 
bang. 1 go at it with all I’ve got!. I’m ready to smash anything!. 1 shove through 
like mad!, with kicks!.. Finally they open after all!., just a crack!.. 1 barge in 
head on!, into the usher!., the concierge!. I’m inside! 

I’ve made it!.. But my heart can’t take it! 1 buckle under! 

1 sit down on the floor!. The effort’s been too much! 

"Monsieur! Monsieur!. Mister!” 1 exclaim. "Duty calls me!. .Allons enfants 
de la Patriel”. 1 bawl it out!. 1 give it all I’ve got!..I insult the flunky!..He 
answers in English, "Go away! Go away! I’m the Commissioner!”, the kind of 
uniformed lackey who hires himself out by the hour, by the week, who defends 
anterooms, offices, official places.. 

"The French Consul!” 1 demand...'! want to see the French Consul!. 
Monsieur le Consul General!” 

Finally a clerk comes along. A real one, with lustrine sleeves., then three!, 
ten others!., all in lustrine and spectacles, wearing celluloid collars. Ah! 1 stop 
dead! Oh, celluloid!., they flabbergast me! They’re the first I’ve seen in 



London!.. I sit there dumfounded! They fascinate me.. They’re all wearing bow 
ties!., "ready-made!”. 1 get it! 

1 know where I am!, it’s my whole youth!. 1 just sit there stunned, cockeyed., 
from squinting so hard at their ties! 

Ah! 1 can’t take my eyes off them!. It’s my whole childhood!, my 
apprenticeship!, the Passage du VerododatL God it’s not possible? They’re all 
wearing them, one and the same kind!. Like my poor father!, always "ready¬ 
made” ties, with chevron stripes like his! black and white. Ah! tears are welling 
up! 

"Gentlemen!. Gentlemen!” I exclaim. "You’ll forgive me!, it’s weakness!. 
It’s hunger!. Just a fainting spell!” 

"You want some help, young man?. Help?. In the morning around ten 
o’clock.. Come back tomorrow morning!” 

They’re clearing me out. 

"Help?... Help?” 

Ah! the sneaks!.. Ah! my anger! 

"I want to enlist, you bastards!.. I want to go back to the war! To save our 
country!. You shitheads!. I’ve got my fake papers!” I scream it at them! I’m 
announcing it. 

I can see they think I’m off my nut. They’re making signs to one another. 

"Follow us, young man!.. Follow us!.. Come up quietly., quietly with us.” 

They invite me., they escort me., they close around me.. They don’t want me 
to run away. Oh! they’re smart!.. I know their kind!.. 

We get to the first floor., two three., four offices in a row... all of them filled 
with typists., homely ones, pale and squint-eyed... a hunchback.. 

At the very back, the “Military Office”., written on the outer door.. “Medical 
Officer”. We all bolt in together., we surge in. and all the typists follow!, they’re 
clucking away, the scarecrows. They’re accompanying me. They won’t leave 
me!. 

It’s been some time since I’ve seen medics in uniform., since the hospital, as 
a matter of fact!., it excites me immediately!. Since Hazebrouck in Flanders.. 

“Atten-shun! ” I yell.. “Atten-shun! ” 

Everybody laughs. Haw! haw! haw! 

"Let me see your papers, young man!. Let me see your papers! ” 

I tear out my inner pocket sewn up in my jacket, well preserved at the bottom 
of my rags!. I hand my papers to the medic.. My record... my citations!.. 

“It’s all fake!”. I warn him at the start. “It’s all fake!” 

I’m warning him good and loud!.. 

“Completely fake!”. I emphasize it.. 



He tells me to sit down. That’s perfect!.. So he can examine them leisurely!.. 
I settle down into the biggest armchair.. He’s going to see a thing or two.. He’s 
going to have a treat.. Meanwhile I look at the mists outside... the mists floating 
by the window., dancing., big furbelows, the ballet of the fogs!, while he 
examines my papers. 1 hum a little tune!. It all came with the rain, the ballet of 
the mists, it sweeps off. flies up. toward Saint Albans., lightly!, the church, all 
dark!, the spire in the sky, all gold! Ah! a nice effect!. The clouds are 
dissolving!.. Ah! I dream easily!. I just let myself go right off. Anything can get 
me dopey. I want him to know it. I let the medic know... I warn him very 
politely. 

"There’s something magic in the air.” 

A thought. 

Now he knows. 

"Come here, young man!” he answers, polite but firm. "Get undressed!.. The 
rest of you! leave! ” 

Everyone leaves. 

He looks at my arm., my scars.. 

"Atten-shun! ” I roar... "Atten-shun! ” 

He feels my leg, my buttocks, my balls... he fiddles all over me. he thumps 
my chest, he feels me again!. He makes me walk., forward, backwards.. 

He nods his head... I can see he’s turning me down.. 

"I want to go, doc!. I want to go!” I’m begging him.. "Don’t turn me down!. 
I’ve got to go!. They’re after me! ” 

I’m spilling the beans., 

"I’m the murderer, doc!.. I killed ten of ’em!.. I killed a hundred!. I killed a 
thousand!. I’ll kill all of ’em next time!.. Doc, send me back!.. I belong at the 
front!., a-off to war!” 

"We’ll see!. We’ll see!” he answers quite calmly. "Get dressed! ” 

He hadn’t said three words to me. I thought that pretty insolent... I slip on 
my pants, my bandages, my shredded linen shirt... He looks me over.. He’s still 
nodding.. He’s a medico with a goatee, the plump potbellied kind, he’s got round 
cheeks, he takes his glasses off, puts them back on.. He’s wearing leggings, 
spurs, a big revolver case... I wonder why?. He’s not running any risks in his 
office!. He sends for another four-eye. and then for the commissioners, the 
lackeys again!., the ones who welcomed me at the door., and then they all come 
back... all the offices., the whole staff... the whole Consulate... all the gals with 
buns! it’s going to be a big show! I’m surrounded!.. They all start jabbering 
again!, whispering about my case!, mimicking to one another!.. 

"You may go now, my boy!. You may leave!” 



That’s his decision! 

Ah! I’ll be damned! what an outrage! 

"Off to war!” I scream, "off to war!. I don’t want to leave any other way!. I 
want my re-enlistment signed here! right this minute!, and without delay!.. I 
demand it!.. Take it or leave it!. Life or death!” 

They don’t answer. 

"Off to war! ” I repeat.. "Off to war! Like Little-Arm Pierrot.. No-Dough 
Rene., like Pretty-Kiss Jojo!.. like Lucien-the-Gent! ” 

"But you’ve just come back, young man!.. You’ve done your full duty!.. 
You’ll soon have your pension!” 

Ah! a fine how-do-you-do!.. He was trying to ease me out!. Ah! the flimsy 
windbag!. Me, conscience in person! 

He wanted to calm my scruples!. Ah! the crazy loafer! 

Repulsive!. So I hand him a line!.. 

"But my duty hasn’t been done right!.. But haven’t you looked at me?.. But 
I’ve still got lots of duties waiting!.. And what about yours?. Tell me about 
them!.. A pension? 

But I don’t have any pension!. But I’ll never have a pension! ” 

That’s the way I argue!.. 

He doesn’t get sore, he’s still reasoning with me. He’s handling me very 
gently.. 

"But you will!. You’ll have it!. You’re going to get it, my dear fellow!. 
You’ve been badly disabled!. One of our most valiant soldiers!. You’ve got 
80 %.. Ask for an increase!. 80 % is all right!. 2,000 francs a year!” 

On the other hand, I’m getting excited!.. 

"But I’m a murderer, gentlemen!.. A murderer!.. Can’t you hear straight?” 

I’m talking to all of them... I bellow it out!.. I roar it! 

We don’t understand one another at all!. They all make sorry faces!. There’re 
at least thirty of them in sleeve-bands standing around in a circle, stupefied, 
staring at me! And then they start again, jabbering!, twaddling, with lots of little 
sly laughs.. 

“I killed two of ’em!”. I start all over. "I killed ten!., and I’ve killed a lot 
more!.. I’ll butcher more than that!.. Listen to me, doc! ” 

I beg him... I throw myself at his knees! 

This time he’s categorical again! I’m driving him wild! 

"You’re discharged, my boy!..Your papers! Your documents are in order!.. 
Absolutely faultless!.. Discharged!.. Do you understand me?. 80 %!. You’ve 
been released by the Medical boards! Dunkerque! Bethune! La RapeeLDo you 
remember?. Wait for your pension! The formalities are being attended to!. Are 



you in London with relatives?” 

He seems to me too curious!. He’s trying to intimidate me again! Ah! I see 
what he’s up to! dissuading me from doing my full duty!. Ah! the wretch!.. 

"1 killed twelve of ’em!” I raise the figure. "1 killed a hundred!. It’s not over!. 
I want to go back! I want to kill a thousand! I want to redeem my errors!. I want 
to go back to the line!, in the Sixteenth!. Sixteenth Cuirassiers!” 

Whereupon we start talking pleasantly again. He wants me to listen to 
reason. He’s full of concern... He starts flattering me! "Hero!. Hero!” he calls 
me!. The word makes all the pen-pushers... all the office girls writhe with 
laughter.. 

"You’ve received the Military Medal!” 

"I killed twelve of ’em, doc!.. If I go back, I’ll kill ’em all!.. I want to get 
back to the platoon!.. Lower my rank! 

Lower my rank! But I want to be in service!., and right away!. A private, if 
necessary!” 

Ah! I mean business! 

"Come, come, my boy!.. You’re nervous, that's all... You’ve done your 
duty!. Your whole duty!. Do you want to go back to France?. Do you want to see 
the Consul?.. Are you out of funds?. We’ll repatriate you!. What’s your 
occupation?” 

I’m losing patience with the old idiot! 

"That’ll do!” I say... "That’s enough!.. Enough fooling around!. I want to go 
back to the lines!. All right?. I want to do my duty over again. That’s definite!. 
All alone, if necessary!.. I want to kill everything!.. Be careful, doc! 

.. you won’t get away with that!.. I don’t want to go back to Paris!. I want to 
go back to the lines!. Like Lucien-the-Gent!.. Benoit-the-Mustache! ” 

"But you can’t, my boy! You've got 80 %!” 

"Then I’m going to murder you!” I snap back. 

"Hand me a saber!” 

And I dash to the poker that I see right near me... in the coal bucket. I’m 
going to run the phony through!, him and his goatee!.. 

Then four of them jump on me!. They knock me down! 

they beat me up!. I kick and struggle!. I bite them! 

They get the better of me!, they drag me. they wipe up the floor with me! I’m 
polishing the corridor!, held by my arms and legs... We pass an open bay 
window., the place in the big dark salon!. Who’s that I’m seeing?, there in the 
back, all pale. All ghostly. "I give up! I give up!” I yell to my murderers... to 
those cowards pulling at me, knocking me out of joint.. 

Stop! Attention! I see them!.. I see them all’....Over there! in the back!. My 



old friends!, standing there in the dark!., motionless!., all together!., one., two., 
three, four. five. six!, standing straight up! "Hello!” 1 yell to them! "Hello! Hi, 
men! Hello all..Stand up, my hearties!”. I absolutely saw them! Ah! that’s a fact! 
Motionless! just standing there! Nestor, not so tall, in the back of the room, with 
his big head cut off, in his hands!, he was carrying it on his belly!, a pimp from 
the Leicester!, he’d left the week before!. And Big Fatso next to him!, and 
Motorbike Fred!., and Little-Arm Pierrot!.. And Pretty-Kiss Jojo!.. And No- 
Dough Rene, with his belly wide open!. They were all bleeding somewhere!. 
That was the queer thing!. And Lucien-the-Gent and Lily-Boy!. Fly-Killer in a 
Marine Light Infantry uniform!., and Redheaded Lu as an artilleryman!, all lined 
up perfectly at the back of the salon! in the darkness, they weren’t saying 
anything!, all standing there!., in uniform but bareheaded.. Their faces were all 
pale!, white, white... as if there were livid glints under their skins... a gleam.. 

"Hi, men!” I call again! "Hi, men!..hi, chumps! hi, buddies!., how’s it going 
in there?” 

They don’t answer. They don’t move!.. 

"Shit, they’re frozen!” 

I drag everyone along with me!.. I want to go and talk to them myself! talk to 
them from close up!., right to their faces. Ah! no use gripping me!. I’m stronger 
than anything! They twist me!.. I scream!., at least fourteen clerks!, and two. 
three old maids!, who grab me by the balls!.. I’ve got the strength of ten!., the 
whole staff!., the ushers!. I drag them along! The whole human bundle!, toward 
the back!., the dark!.. I want to talk to my pals! 

.. where they’re standing all bleeding!., all pale there!, at attention. I want to 
touch them!. It’s done!. I touch them!. They’ve disappeared!. Hell!. What d’you 
know! I yell it out loud!. A fake!. Another low-down lousy trick! 

.. They’ve fled!., evaporated!. Their tough luck, damn it!.. They’ll pay!.. 
They won’t find anyone in the big Hole! 

They’re all cannon fodder!. I’d recognized all of them! 

All the pals from the Leicester!. They’d seen me, too! 

They simply disappeared!. With their guts around their waists, in the back of 
the Consulate room!.. 

"Come on! downstairs!., go on down!.. Get him out of here!” 

That’s how I’m treated! how the ushers do their job! Ah! but it’s a fight! I 
want to stay there on the floor, musing, thinking. I throw myself under a bench. 
They grab me, yank me, pull me apart. Ah! they’re furious! I’ve driven them to 
the limit! Even the dear, kind doctor... No one’s got any patience left!.. All of 
them charge at me together!.. All the Consul’s employees!., all of them furious, 
men, women, girls!.. I stagger! I roll! I collapse!.. I go crashing down to the 



bottom of the stairs!.. “Vive la Franee!” I yell in spite of it all.. Vive Bedford 
Square].. Vive VAngleterre!” 

"Get out!.. Get out!” they yell back.. That’s how they answer me!. And they 
all start viciously tearing at me again! 

.. pulling me apart!., ripping my jacket!., the ushers, the secretaries, the vice- 
consul, the Consul himself!.. 

"I’m the Consul! ” he warns me. 

Ah! the dog!.. He wears glasses like the rest of them!.. He comes to insult 
me!.. 

"Get the hell out of here, you bum! ” 

Impossible to be cruder. 

"You’re being coarse!” 1 answer. "Hurray for the French Army! ” 

Ah! he won’t stand for that! he rears! he stamps! rage! he jumps up and 
down!.. 

"Get him out of here!.. Get him out! ” he says to the four "commissioners” 
on duty.. Real huskies, Herculeses, who act then and there!.. I’m lifted up!.. The 
door wide open!.. The street!.. 1 leave in a trajectory!.. A projectile!.. I have a 
commanding view!.. Hanging in the air!.. A rocket!.. 1 soar high above the 
sidewalk, a new weapon, over the crowd! 

.. and plop!.. 1 fall smack into it!., right into the Russians.. Ah! a mess!.. 
They gurgle awful when they get me!.. I’ve knocked five of them clean out!.. 
They’re lying there! 

all five!.. The women start pounding me!., tearing away what’s left!.. 1 
stagger into their bellies., emigrants with kerchiefs, peasants bound for 
America... I’m being sworn at by an entire people!.. 1 can’t free myself from the 
tangle of limbs and bodies. 1 walk on the bodies lying there.. People are walking 
all over one another.. The bodies are yelling at me horribly, in Russian, in 
Italian, in Czech. The meanest loudest bellyacher lying there knocked over is a 
little Chinaman, a little guy in a gray silk robe with a thick roll of papyrus stuck 
under him, a big papyrus with seals! he picks it all up in a fury, he stands up. and 
his umbrella and his big artist’s hat., his chestnut stove., he adjusts his bow!., 
and he starts giving me hell!.. He takes me aside!.. He was a Frenchman, and no 
mistake!., not the slighest accent... dressed up like a Chinaman!.. 

At first I stood there dumfounded.. then I pulled myself together., and then I 
let him have it!.. 

"You stinker!.. Keep quiet!” I snap at him. 

"You vandal! You hooligan!” he answers back. 

"Who’re you talking to?” 1 ask. 

"To a brute!., to a murderer! ” 



"You’re quite right, Monsieur!”.. I agree with him right off! I go him one 
better!.. Am I proud of being a murderer! 

.. Ah! he hit it on the head! Boy, have I killed!.. Let him say it!.. Ah! and 
how!.. Ah! I’m rarin’ to go!.. I start reeling it off!.. "I killed ten of ’em!.. I killed 
a thousand! 

.. 1 fell from the sky!.. You saw it! you saw with your own eyes, you phony 
Chink! ”... Boy, am 1 laughing!.. What an act!.. "You stinker!” I was yelling in 
the middle of Bedford Square!.. We were having a good time now!., not only 
me... the whole crowd!.. 

Then I take a good look at the little hothead.. I begin to get the feeling he’s 
not so dumb as the others... 1 gn.b hold of him! Whoop! I drag him along!., by 
the sleeve.. This time it’s me taking the initiative!.. 1 had something to say to 
him!..

He 
took a liking to me. we’d made great plans.. We were exactly the same age. 
"We’ll both go to Fondon!”.. It was settled!.. He talked about when it would be 
over!.. He was looking forward to it for the winter!.. 

"You’ll get an idea at Uncle Cascade’s!., about the way things work!.. You’ll 
see something of life!.. You’ll see his place!.. Uncle Cascade’s been in the 



African Battalion too!” He was always talking about this Cascade.. In short, 
bright prospects!.. Real attractive plans!.. I needed some.. Life looked shitty to 
me!.. I was even falling more and more to pieces!.. Saint Eustache Ward!.. Pus 
was coming out of me everywhere!.. They’d done three eburnations of the 
humerus and the tibia, all of that had been attacked... I had my fun I’m telling 
you! and then the drains, tents and plasters, bits of bone pasted together... it hurt 
so much that I’d howl almost every night.. Finally, little by little like that, from 
one good plan to another, it was Raoul who really perked me up!., by morale, 
got to admit it! I needed it! 

"Don’t worry, pal!.. Don’t worry!”., that’s how he used to talk to me.. "We’ll 
never come back here again!.

That does it! He tries hard to remember it! 

"All right! All right!” 

And then he looks me over. 

"Your shoes are disgusting!” 

That’s true... He sighs.. 

"Your grooming! after all!” 

1 distress him. 

He throws me some cloth... to brighten me up... a piece of kimono.. 

"Your appearance, young man!” 

That does it. 

"Ah!”., he’s thinking things over.. "You’ll let me speak, won’t you?.. You 
won’t interrupt me?” 

Oh no! 'by no means., that 1 promise! 

Pepe wants to kiss him again... a last embrace! 

"Come on! Let’s get going! ” 

He pushes her off... No more time... He dashes down the stairs.. I’m at his 
heels.. I’m following! 

We hurry along! But Pepe won’t have it! Ah! she hangs on! bawls! miaows! 
she doesn’t want to stay there all alone! she wants us to take her along! 

"Ah! I should have locked her in! ” 

It’s too late. 

Outside, people immediately form a crowd., that makes another scene., we 
never can escape it! we argue with Pepe! she’s doing it on purpose so that 
people’ll look at us! she just won’t understand anything! we reason with her, 
Sosthene kisses her!.. She just won’t understand., that it’s about the mask 
business!., finally it penetrates a little., she gives in but we’ve got to pamper 
her!., that’s the condition., she wants to be coddled!.. Sosthene knows her., she 
walks part of the way with us., just to the corner.. Aldersgate.. the end of the 
tramline.. Ah! that’s where., to the tobacco and candy shop!., we have to buy her 
whatever she wants!., goodies, all her whims... in the showcase, then at the 
counter., first a big box of candy, then two Havana cigars, then three bags of 
marshmallows, then a bottle of eau de Cologne.. Ah! that just about does it.. No! 



she still wants some toffee., she’s a bloodsucker!.. In order to pay we have to 
take out all we’ve got! all our coins! Sosthene and I! There’s just enough! just! 
She’s taking my last pennies! Ah! finally she’s ready to go home., but it doesn’t 
satisfy her., she leaves in a sulk., she doesn’t even say good-by.. 

Bus 29! ours! that’s us! Shake a leg! He tucks up his robe! 

.. we jump on!

In GuignoVs Band, first published in France in 1943, Celine explores the 
horror of a disordered world. The hero, the semi-autobiographical Ferdinand, 
moves through the nightmare of London’s underworld during the years of World 
War I. In this distressing setting, he meets pimps and prostitutes, pawnbrokers 
and magicians, policemen and arsonists. He sees social and physiological 
decomposition as these processes unfold along parallel lines of development. 
The illusions of existence are nakedly exposed. 

The narrative erupts in Celine’s characteristic elliptical style. His splintered 
sentences and scatology reflect his fury at the fragmentation of experience and at 
his own impotence in the face of it. Out of his rage, he forces the 
meaninglessness back on itself, and the exuberance of his struggle triumphs in 
the comic exaggeration of satire. Ultimately, his subject is not death but life, and 
he responds to it by a strengthened commitment to the sensual and concrete. His 
hallucinatory world is so vividly realized that it does, indeed, challenge the 
reality of the reader’s more conventional world.
